Through  his  frequent  trips  over  the  route  from  coast  to 
coast,  Mr.  Joy  had  thoroughly  familiarized  himself  with  every 
feature  of  the  work  and  the  far-sighted  wisdom  with'which  he 
guided  the  affairs  of  the  Association  is  reflected  in  its  success, 
which  provides  today,  but  four  years  after  the  original  dream  of 
a  trans-continental  highway,  a  road  open  to  tourist  traffic  from 
coast  to  coast  and  rapidly  becoming  in  its  eastern  section  avail- 
able for  heavy  freight  transportation  as  well:  a  road  marked 
in  its  entirety;  a  road  whose  improvement  is  urged  and  advoca- 
ted by  the  Federal  Government  and  one  which  has  as  its  im- 
provement has  progressed,  stimulated  a  tremendous  con- 
structional effort  on  its  dozens  of  main  feeder  highways,  leading 
off  to  important  points  north  and  south. 

Only  the  call  to  arms  led  Mr.  Joy  to  resign  from  a  work  to 
which  he  had  given  his  best  thought,  his  continuous  inspiring 
personal  attention  and  his  unstinting  financial  support. 
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Introduction 

THIS  volume  of  the  complete  official  road  guide  of  the 
Lincoln  Highway  is  the  third  edition  published.  As  in 
the  case  of  the  two  earlier  books,  issued  in  1915  and  1916, 
it  has  been  compiled  and  published  by  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Association  in  response  to  a  continued  and  growing  demand  on 
the  part  of  the  motorists  of  the  country  desiring  to  make  a  trans- 
continental automobile  trip  or  to  follow  a  portion  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  through  several  states  as  thousands  of  tourists  do  who 
do  not  make  the  entire  trip  from  coast  to  coast. 

Although  the  first  books  published  by  the  Association  answered 
the  ordinary  requirements  of  the  tourists,  they  have  been  ante- 
dated by  the  many  improvements  and  numerous  and  minor 
changes  in  the  route  brought  about  by  the  epochal  development 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway,  and  the  constant  road  improvements 
and  construction  in  every  state. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  arrange  the  information  in  this  book 
as  conveniently  as  possible  for  ready  use  in  actual  touring,  in 
accordance  with  criticisms  and  suggestions  received  from  many 
sources  and  from  the  experiences  of  the  officers  of  the  Association 
in  using  the  previous  volumes  during  their  own  inspection  trips 
along  the  route. 

Not  only  has  the  essential  information  concerning  the  route, 
distances,  accommodations  and  so  on  been  brought  up  to  date 
and  elaborated,  an  effort  has  also  been  made  to  very  briefly 
include  historical  and  other  information  which  will  add  to  the 
interest  and  enjoyment  of  the  trip. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  second  edition  of  this  Guide,  four 
trans-continental  automobile  trips  have  been  made  by  the  officers 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association,  with  the  result  that  the 
information  herein  compiled  is  as  nearly  accurate  in  every  respect 
as  it  is  possible  to  make  it. 

As  can  be  readily  imagined,  the  work  of  compiling  a  volume 
such  as  this,  covering  a  road  over  three  thousand  miles  in  length, 
is  stupendous  and  is  only  possible  on  the  part  of  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association,  due  to  the  co-operation 
extended  by  the  Association's  organization  of  Lincoln  Highway 
Consuls  or  Representatives  all  along  the  route,  and  by  many 
others  whose  patriotic  interest  in  the  Highway  has  prompted 
them  to  supply  information  of  interest  and  value  to  the  tourists. 

Thousands  of  letters  are  received  by  the  Association  every 
year  from  every  part  of  the  country  asking  questions  in  regard 
to  the  route,  and  in  this  volume  we  have  endeavored  to  anticipate 
and  answer  every  possible  question  which  could  be  asked  by  one 
contemplating  a  trans-continental  journey. 

Due  to  the  many  improvements  made,  and  continually  being 
made  along  the  Lincoln  Highway,  the  difficulties  and  uncertainties 
of  a  trans-continental  drive  have  been  greatly  reduced  during  the 
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past  three  years,  but  the  man  who  starts  out  to  drive  across  this 
continent  should  do  so  with  the  knowledge  that  he  is  undertaking 
a  sporting  trip,  and  should  not,  by  any  means,  anticipate  boule- 
vard conditions  between  the  two  coasts;  nor  the  best  of  hotel 
accommodations. 

The  many  interesting  phases  to  be  considered  in  contemplating 
the  long  drive  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  are  outlined  at 
length  in  other  parts  of  this  book.  Particular  attention  should 
be  given  to  the  statements  and  suggestions  made  concerning 
driving  conditions  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  west  of  the  Missouri 
river. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  will  be  found  to  be  marked  for  practi- 
cally one  hundred  per  cent  of  its  distance  from  New  York  City 
to  San  Francisco,  this  work  having  been  accomplished  as  a  result 
of  four  years' effort  on  the  part  of  the  Association  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  innumerable  local  organizations  in  every  state. 
The  permanent  steel  markers  which  will  be  found  along  the  desert 
section  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Ely,  Nevada,  were  erected  by  the 
Automobile  Club  of  Southern  California,  of  Los  Angeles;  those 
between  Ely,  Nevada  and  San  Francisco  were  placed  in  1917  by 
the  California  State  Automobile  Association. 

With  the  great  improvements  which  have  been  made  in  the 
condition  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  and  the  constant  attention 
which  its  maintenance  receives  in  every  state,  a  trip  by  motor  car 
across  the  continent  should  be,  in  fair  weather,  a  drive  replete 
with  interest  and  pleasure,  in  which  the  element  of  danger  is 
completely  lacking.  But,  for  those  who  have  never  undertaken 
long  tours  of  this  character,  through  unfamiliar  country,  it  should 
be  preceded  by  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  nature  of  the 
conditions  likely  to  be  encountered  and  by  adequate  preparation, 
suggested  by  the  experience  of  others. 

Each  article  in  this  book  should  be  read.  Each  one  will  be 
found  a  suggestion  of  merit  to  the  motorist  contemplating  the 
long  drive,  and  they  are  all  deserving  of  the  careful  consider- 
ation of  anyone  undertaking  a  cross-country  trip  for  the  first 
time.

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The  Lincoln  Highway  Tourist 
Follows  an  Historic  Old  Trail

BACK  in  the  old  frontier  days  there  were  seven  trails  cross- 
ing the  great  plains  of  the  interior  of  the  North  American 
Continent. 

None  of  these  primitive  highways,  however,  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  the  Old  Santa  Fe  Trail,  has  a  more  stirring 
history  of  adventure  and  hardship  than  that  known  as  the  Salt 
Lake  Trail;  now  the  Lincoln  Highway. 

Over  this  route  were  made  the  historic  expeditions  of  Fremont, 
Stansbury,  Lander  and  others  to  the  heart  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains and  beyond  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific,  and  the  lonely 
migrations  of  the  Mormons  to  the  valley  of  that  vast  inland  sea, 
the  Great  Salt  Lake,  were  also  made  on  this  same  route.  These 
same  Mormons,  by  marvelous  surmounting  of  almost  insuperable 
difficulties  and  hardships  turned  the  desert  into  one  of  the  garden 
spots  of  the  world. 

Over  this  same  trail  through  the  western  wastes,  the  Pony 
Express  and  the  Overland  Stage  Coach  made  their  dusty  per- 
ilous way,  ofttimes  leaving  a  trail  of  bloodshed  from  battles 
with  the  Indians. 

Buffalo  Bill,  that  historic  character  of  the  plains,  began  his 
adventurous  career  as  a  boy  on  this  trail,  and  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  a  life  which  has  made  his  name  well  known  to  every 
schoolboy  in  the  land. 

Whereas,  the  original  travelers  over  the  Salt  Lake  Trail 
generally  started  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  proceeded  up  the 
Missouri  River  to  about  the  point  where  Kansas  City  is  now 
situated, — or  to  where  Atchison  is  now — the  Lincoln  Highway 
comes  in  from  the  east  and  crosses  the  Missouri  River  at  Omaha, 
Nebraska.  It  then  cuts  across  and  strikes  the  Platte  River  in 
Lat.  41  deg.  20  min.  north  and  Longitude  96  deg.  20  min.  west, 
thereafter  following  the  course  of  the  Platte  River  to  a  point  near 
Fort  Kearney — now  Kearney,  Nebraska, — where  it  meets  the 
Old  Salt  Lake  Trail. 

In  the  days  of  the  "Forty  Niners,"  the  emigrants  to  far  off 
California  followed  this  old  trail  from  Kansas  City,  and  even 
today  the  many  tracks  of  those  heavy,  ox  drawn  wagons  may  be 
seen,  cut  deeply  into  the  soil  of  the  plains  along  the  Lincoln 
Highway. 

One  of  the  most  pathetic  accounts  of  these  many  adventurers 
is  that  of  the  Donner  Party.  Leaving  their  homes  and  farm 
lands  in  Illinois,  full  of  hope  for  success  in  that  land  of  promise, 
California,  only  to  starve  within  a  day's  journey  of  their  goal, 
buried  in  the  bitter  cold  of  the  snow  storms  of  the  Sierra  Nevada 
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Mountains,  where  misfortune  overtook  them.  And  this  after 
braving  six  months  of  danger  from  Indians  and  the  perils  of  the 
desert. 

The  trail  follows  the  course  of  the  North  Platte  River  to  a 
point  near  what  is  now  Granger,  Wyoming;  then  down  the  Big 
Sandy  Creek  to  Old  Fort  Bridger.  From  there  thru  the  beautiful 
Parley's  Canyon  into  the  valley  of  Salt  Lake. 

From  Salt  Lake,  the  Desert  is  crossed  to  Reno,  Nevada,  and 
then,  after  climbing  the  great  Sierras,  it  passes  Bear  Valley  and 
on  into  the  fertile  plains  of  the  Sacramento  River  and  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  and  San  Francisco. 

As  one  speeds  over  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  his  modern  auto- 
mobile, it  is  hard  to  realize  the  slow  moving  oxen,  painfully 
dragging  the  cumbersome  "prairie  schooner"  of  '49,  the  women 
and  children  riding  inside  the  canvas  covered  body,  the  stifling 
heat,  the  dust  of  the  desert  rising  in  choking  clouds,  the  attacks 
by  Indians,  the  want  of  water  and  sometimes  food  and  all  the 
suffering  and  yearning,  with  the  births  and  deaths  which  must 
have  occurred  in  that  journey  of  six  or  seven  months — an  almost 
interminable  journey  which  now  is  made  from  coast  to  coast  in 
twenty  days  with  nothing  but  enjoyment  from  one  end  to  the 
other.  Deserts  which  required  weeks  of  weary  travel  with  the 
energy  of  desperation  are  now  passed  in  but  a  few  hours. 

The  West  may  well  be  proud  of  such  a  people  as  braved  the 
journey  and  survived  to  reach  her  fertile  valleys,  and  the  tourist 
should  realize  these  things  if  the  most  is  to  be  gained  from  a 
flying  trip  across  these  United  States. 

There  are  many  wonderful  things  to  see,  as  you  pass  along 
the  Lincoln  Highway,  some  historic,  some  scenic;  but  above  all, 
the  greatest  impression  which  will  be  left  with  you,  will  be  the 
immense  size  of  this,  our  country.  The  thickly  settled  East, 
with  its  farms  and  frequent  houses,  the  vast  rolling  prairies  of  the 
Middle  West,  where  the  buffalo  used  to  roam  in  countless  herds, 
the  dreary  deserts,  the  majestic  mountains,  and  finally  sweet 
California,  wafting  to  you  the  odor  of  orange  blossoms  and  roses 
with  the  breeze  as  you  approach  the  Golden  Gate. 

New  sensations  and  a  few  thrills  await  the  dweller  of  the  East 
when  first  he  makes  the  transcontinental  tour  over  the  Lincoln 
Highway.  New  sensations  are  the  spice  of  life  and  this  country 
of  ours  is  full  of  them  to  the  lover  of  scenery,  and  many  wonderful 
works  of  nature  are  open  to  him  who  will  make  just  a  little  effort 
to  see. 

An  uplifting  of  the  soul  is  sure  to  follow  this  contact  with 
Nature  in  her  majesty,  and  Self  becomes  smaller  and  smaller 
as  we  realize  the  immensity  of  things  in  traversing  this  country. 
Pride  in  our  country  rises  to  heights  unsuspected  before  the 
commencement  of  the  journey. 

To  stand  upon  the  great  desert  amidst  overwhelming  silence, 
gazing  with  awe  at  the  glorious,  yet  delicate,  coloring  of  the  sky 
and  distant  mountains  in  the  cool  of  the  dawning  day  or  in  the 
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fading  light  of  evening,  is  worth  all  of  the  little  hardships  of  the 
tour;  and  then  to  pass  through  the  cool  forests  of  the  Sierras,  on 
a  fine  road,  with  great  fir  trees  on  all  sides,  and  roaring  water 
tumbling  over  rocks  alongside,  makes  us  glad  that  we  have  lived 
to  see  and  feel  such  things. 

European  countries  fade  beside  the  immense  expanse  of  west- 
ern America.  There  are  many  good  roads  thru  wonderful 
places  in  the  West,  and  each  year  a  new  route  may  be  taken, 
each  one  being  worth  any  hardship  to  the  lover  of  travel. 

The  Pony  Express 

ON  the  third  day  of  April,  1860,  at  noon,  the  Pony  Express 
started  from  Sacramento — the  western  terminal — and 
from  St.  Joseph,  Missouri — the  eastern  terminal.  The 
run  of  1966  miles  was  made  in  ten  days  and  later  the  trip  was 
repeatedly  made  in  nine  days. 

The  big  New  York  newspapers  printed  special  editions  on 
tissue  paper  for  the  Pony  Express  and  all  letters  were  written  on 
the  thinnest  paper  obtainable.  The  mail  matter  was  placed  in 
leather  saddle  bags  and  sealed,  and  these  bags  were  transferred 
from  pony  to  pony  about  every  ten  miles  all  the  way  across. 

The  trail  of  2,000  miles  was  infested  with  "road  agents"  and 
hostile  savages  who  roamed  in  formidable  bands,  ready  to  murder 
and  scalp  any  white  person  they  were  able  to  catch.  The 
Express  rider  had  to  depend  on  his  pistols,  his  wits  and  to  the 
fleetness  of  his  horse  to  elude  these  dangers. 

Five  hundred  horses  were  required  with  190  stations,  200 
station  keepers  and  80  experienced  riders. 

The  Overland  Stage  Coach 

THE  first  starting  point  of  the  Overland  Stage  Line  was  at 
Leavenworth,  on  the  Missouri  River;  but  after  a  few  months 
it  was  changed  to  what  is  now  Atchison. 

The  trip  to  Sacramento  was  often  made  in  fifteen  days,  a  dis- 
tance of  nineteen  hundred  miles.  The  United  States  Government 
paid  this  company  $800,000  each  year  for  the  transportation  of 
the  mails.     Twenty-five  cents  was  charged  for  each  letter. 

The  Indians  frequently  attacked  the  stage,  killing  the  guards 
and  passengers  and  running  off  the  stock;  generally  burning  the 
coach.  Robbers  also  furnished  their  quota  of  troubles  and  some- 
times obtained  as  high  as  .$70,000  as  a  prize  for  their  daring. 

During  the  Civil  War,  the  route  was  changed  from  South  Pass 
to  Bridger's  Pass  on  the  Cherokee  Trail,  following  Fremont's 
survey  of  1843  instead  of  the  route  through  Fort  Laramie;  thus 
coinciding  with  the  Lincoln  Highway  through  this  section  of 
Wyoming. 

Mark  Twain  in  his  "Roughing  It"  gives  a  highly  interesting 
account  of  a  trip  from  the  Missouri  to  California  on  the  old 
Overland  Stage  and  a  picture  of  the  hardships  and  experiences 
of  transcontinental  travel  in  the  '50s.

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Facts  #f  Interest  to  Transcontinental 
Tourists 

By  H.  C.  OSTERMANN,  Field  Secretary,

Editor's  Note:  H.  C.  Ostermann,  Field  Secretary  of  the  Lincoln  High- 
way Association,  has  spent  practically  all  of  his  time  for  the  past  five  years 
on  The  Lincoln  Highway  between  New  York  and  San  Francisco,  and  has 
possibly  driven  that  route  more  times  than  any  other  man.  He  is  therefore 
thoroughly  familiar  with  conditions  along  the  route,  and  his  advice  to  the 
motorist  about  to  undertake  a  transcontinental  tour  is  the  result  of  long 
experience  and  can  well  be  relied  upon.  Mr.  Ostermann  completed  his 
sixteenth  transcontinental  trip  in  1917. 


WHEN  I  first  drove  across  the  United  States  in  a  motor  car 
in  1908  and  again  in  1912  there  was  no  such  thing  as  a 
transcontinental  road.  Few  people  had  driven  across 
the  country,  and  the  innumerable  difficulties  with  which  the 
motorist  undertaking  a  transcontinental  drive  was  forced  to 
encounter  made  the  trip  possible  only  to  those  who  enjoyed  hard- 
ships and  a  rough  outing,  and  who  had  the  time  to  devote  to  a 
drive  which  might  take  sixty  days  or  ninety,  depending  upon  the 
conditions  of  the  roads  and  the  luck  one  had  in  finding  good  ones, 
and  in  getting  across  the  different  States  in  as  direct  a  manner  as 
possible.  In  those  days  one  started  out  with  no  very  clear  con- 
ception of  exactly  what  route  would  be  followed  and  proceeded 
across  the  country  in  a  more  or  less  uncertain  fashion,  inquiring 
at  different  points  the  best  road  to  follow  to  the  next  city  west. 
It  was  impossible  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the 
length  of  time  to  be  required  in  reaching  the  coast,  the  cost  of  the 
trip,  or  in  fact  to  foretell  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  complete 
the  journey  at  all  or  not. 

Since  the  inception  and  announcement  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
in  1913,  it  has  been  a  wonderful  experience  to  watch  the  growth 
and  development  of  this  transcontinental  road.  No  one  who  has 
not  practically  spent  the  entire  time  from  1908  to  the  present  date 
in  driving  back  and  forth  across  the  country  can  have  the  slightest 
conception  of  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  and  effort  which 
has  been  expended  in  bringing  the  Lincoln  Highway  to  its  present 
condition.  It  is  true  that  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  work 
yet  to  be  accomplished  on  the  road,  but  nevertheless  the  work 
which  has  been  done  enables  any  man  to  plan  a  transcontinental 
trip,  knowing  exactly  what  route  he  will  follow,  exactly  through 
what  cities  he  will  go,  and  to  determine  in  advance  an  approxi- 
mate schedule  of  arrival  at  the  different  points,  and  to  estimate 
with  an  amazing  degree  of  accuracy  the  length  of  time  it  will  take 
him  to  complete  his  journey  and  what  the  expense  of  the  trip  will 
be. 

In  1912  it  is  probable  that  there  had  been  less  than  a  dozen 
through  transcontinental  trips  by  motor  car  actually  completed

entirely  under  the  car's  own  power.  The  development  of  the 
route  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  conservative  estimates  place  the 
number  of  motorists  who  made  the  transcontinental  drive  last  year 
at  between  fifteen  and  twenty  thousand  from  the  Mississippi 
River  to  the  Pacific  coast.  Instead  of  sixty  days  or  more  now 
being  required  to  drive  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  the 
ordinary,  unhurried  progress  of  a  pleasure  party  can  make  the 
trip  in  less  than  thirty  days,  provided  of  course  the  weather  condi- 
tions are  favorable. 

If  we  assume  that  the  tourist  encounters  perfect  weather 
entirely  across  the  country,  absolutely  no  difficulties  may  be 
considered.  Practically  the  only  difficulties  at  present  attend- 
ant upon  a  transcontinental  drive  over  the  Lincoln  Highway  are 
the  result  of  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  so  much  of  the  road  is  yet  natural  dirt  highway  in 
Nebraska  and  Iowa,  and  while  kept  in  perfect  condition  by  the 
constant  endeavor  of  the  local  communities  in  dry  weather,  a 
season  of  unusual  rainfall  inevitably  makes  driving  difficult.  It 
is  wise  for  the  transcontinental  motorist  to  take  as  a  precept  the 
statement  that  when  it  rains  in  the  middle  west  or  west,  the  thing 
to  do  is  to  stop  and  not  attempt  to  continue  the  journey  until 
the  rainy  spell  is  over,  and  the  roads  have  had  a  day  or  two  to 
dry  up.  It  is  possible,  and  in  fact  I  have  myself  been  able,  to 
drive  across  the  United  States  without  encountering  a  single  day 
of  rain,  but  this  naturally  is  not  the  usual  or  probable  experience. 
You  can  drive  anywhere  between  New  York  and  the  Illinois- 
Iowa  line  either  during  or  after  heavy  rainstorms  without  diffi- 
culty, but  once  west  of  this  point  it  is  wise  to  delay  the  trip,  as 
many  days  as  necessary,  stopping  comfortably  at  a  hotel,  if 
heavy  rainstorms  are  encountered.  You  will  make  more  progress 
in  the  end,  and  you  will  be  saved  many  disagreeable  experiences. 
It  is  hard  work  and  can  be  considered  nothing  less,  driving  across 
either  Iowa  or  Nebraska  during  or  just  following  heavy  rains. 
Yet  the  pleasure  and  beauty  of  a  drive  across  these  States  in 
fair  weather  has  been  compared  by  those  who  have  toured  Europe 
before  the  war  to  a  drive  across  southern  France. 

A  journey  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  by  motor  car  is 
still  something  of  a  sporting  proposition.  It  differs  from  a 
tour  of  the  Berkshire  Hills  or  any  of  the  popular,  extensive 
drives  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  United  States.  Any  such 
accommodations  and  roads  as  the  eastern  tourist  is  accustomed 
to  must  not  be  expected  during  the  entire  trip.  You  must 
cheerfully  put  up  with  some  unpleasantness,  as  you  would  on  a 
shooting  trip  into  the  Maine  woods,  for  example.  Yet  there  are 
no  hardships  nor  experiences  which  make  the  trip  one  of  undue 
severity,  even  to  a  woman.  My  wife  has  accompanied  me  on 
many  of  my  transcontinental  trips,  and  for  one  who,  like  her, 
enjoys  an  outing,  the  minor  hardships,  and  unpleasant  situations 
which  may  occasionally  be  encountered  are  only  a  part  of  the 
adventure.  Those  who  want  luxury  and  ease  on  a  transcon- 
tinental trip  should  take  a  de  luxe  train.     To  those  who  love  the 
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wide  open  spaces  of  the  great  west,  and  who  enjoy  exertion  and 
the  clear  pure  air  of  the  western  plains  and  the  high  altitudes 
of  the  Rockies  and  the  Sierras,  the  trip  is  a  delightful  outing. 

The  only  thing  which  might  make  a  coast  to  coast  automobile 
trip  unduly  arduous  now  would  be  lack  of  proper  equipment  or 
the  forethought  to  provide  those  necessities  which  experience  has 
shown  should  be  taken  on  a  trip  across  the  west.  The  pleasure 
tourist  should  also  make  certain  that  he  leaves  his  destination 
at  the  proper  time  of  year,  so  that  weather  conditions  will  be 
most  favorable  during  his  entire  journey. 


Cost  of  the  Trip 

THE  entire  expense  of  a  car  and  four  passengers  from  New 
York  to  San  Francisco,  a  distance  of  3322  miles,  via  the 
Lincoln  Highway,  should  not  at  any  time  exceed  $5.00  a 
day  per  passenger  under  normal  conditions.  This  sum  will 
include  everything  except  tire  expense  and  unforeseen  accidents. 
In  it  I  have  included  gasoline,  oil  and  all  provisions,  but  have 
not  figured  the  repairs  to  the  car  caused  by  breakage  or  wear. 
The  expense  of  the  trip  can  be  increased  to  any  figure,  of  course, 
by  making  use  of  high  priced  hotels  in  the  larger  cities  for 
extended  periods. 

The  above  estimate  places  no  restrictions  upon  the  amount 
or  quality  of  provisions,  and  will  easily  cover  the  requirements  of 
the  average  person,  even  allowing  for  five  or  six  meals  in  hotels 
in  such  cities  as  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  South  Bend,  Omaha, 
Cheyenne,  Salt  Lake  City  and  Reno.  Even  a  party  which  is 
camping  out  entirely  across  the  country  wants  to  stop  at  a 
hotel  about  this  often. 


The  Time  Required 

IT  is  of  course  possible  to  lengthen  out  a  transcontinental  drive 
to  any  extent  desired,  depending  on  the  number  and  length  of 
the  side  trips  taken,  and  the  amount  of  time  spent  at  different 
points  of  interest.  The  usual  pleasure  party,  however,  with  easy 
driving  and  only  a  nominal  amount  of  sight-seeing  at  the  different 
points,  can  make  the  trip  in  twenty  to  thirty  days,  driving 
approximately  ten  hours  per  day.  This  estimate  means  that 
approximately  18  miles  per  hour  must  be  made  during  the  driving 
time  as  an  average.  It  is  possible  of  course  for  many  long 
stretches  to  greatly  exceed  this  speed.  The  wide  open  stretches 
of  the  west,  where  small  traffic  is  encountered,  enables  the  driver 
to  make  with  safety  any  speed  of  which  the  car  is  capable.

Don'ts  for  Tourists 

THERE  are  a  few  don'ts  which  every  tourist  should  store 
away  in  his  mind  for  future  use.  They  will  come  in  handy 
some  time  during  the  coast  to  coast  trip. 

Don't  wait  until  your  gasoline  is  almost  gone  before  filling 
up.  There  might  be  a  delay,  or  it  might  not  be  obtainable  at  the 
next  point  you  figured  on.  Always  fill  your  tank  at  every  point 
gasoline  can  be  secured,  no  matter  how  little  you  have  used  from 
your  previous  supply. 

Don't  allow  your  water  can  (west  of  Cheyenne,  Wyo.)  to  be 
other  than  full  of  fresh  water,  and  fill  it  whenever  you  get  a 
chance.  You  might  spring  a  leak  in  your  radiator,  or  burst  a 
water  hose. 

Don't  allow  the  car  to  be  without  food  of  some  sort  at  any- 
time west  of  Salt  Lake  City.  You  might  break  down  out  in  the 
desert,  and  have  to  wait  some  time  until  the  next  tourist  comes 
along. 

Don't  buy  oil  in  bulk  when  it  can  be  avoided.  Buy  it  in  the 
one  gallon  original  cartons. 

Don't  fail  to  have  warm  clothing  in  the  outfit.  The  high 
altitudes  are  cold,  and  the  dry  air  is  penetrating. 
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Don't  carry  loaded  firearms  in  the  car.  Nothing  of  this 
kind  is  in  the  least  necessary  except  for  sport,  anyhow. 

Don't  fail  to  put  out  your  camp  fire  when  leaving. 

Don't  forget  the  yellow  goggles.  In  driving  west  you  face 
the  sun  all  afternoon,  and  the  glare  of  the  western  desert  is  hard 
on  the  eyes. 

Don't  forget  the  camphor  ice.  The  dry  air  of  the  west  will 
crack  your  lips  and  fingers  without  it. 

Don't  build  a  big  fire  for  cooking.     The  smaller  the  better. 

Don't  ford  water  without  first  wading  through  it. 

Don't  drink  alkali  water.     Serious  cramps  result. 

Don't  wear  new  shoes. 

As  a  help  to  tourists  making  a  coast  to  coast  trip  over  the 
Lincoln  Highway,  and  from  a  knowledge  which  has  been  dearly 
brought  with  experience,  I  offer  a  few  suggestions  and  also  a  list 
of  supplies  which  it  has  been  found  advisable  to  carry.  These 
supplies  largely  depend  upon  the  taste  of  the  individual  and  the 
nature  of  the  trip  being  made,  but  there  are  some  things  which 
should  not  be  omitted  from  the  outfit  under  any  circumstances. 

In  case  of  a  break  down  or  delay,  hunger  or  thirst  are  not 
pleasant  companions,  nor  can  a  man  work  if  his  mouth  is  dry 
from  dust  and  lack  of  water. 

Camping  directions  will  be  useful  when  the  party  gets  west  of 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  the  point  where  most  people  begin  to  camp, 
although  it  is  not  necessary  to  camp  at  all  if  you  do  not  so  desire. 

No  extra  gasoline  need  be  carried,  although  it  is  advisable  to 
have  an  extra  tank  for  use  in  case  of  emergency,  such  as  a  leak 
in  your  gas  tank  or  a  break  in  your  gasoline  connections. 

In  sleeping  on  the  ground,  dig  a- trench  or  shallow  indenta- 
tion across  the  bed  location  for  the  hips.  You  will  sleep  much 
easier.  Make  it  about  one  inch  deep,  with  round  edges,  about 
8  inches  wide,  and  the  full  width  of  the  sleeping  bag. 

Put  shoes,  etc.,  under  the  edge  of  the  sleeping  bag,  even  in 
fair  weather,  as  the  dew  is  very  heavy  in  the  west.  Several 
light  blankets  are  warmer  than  one  or  two  heavy  ones.  A  cotton 
comfort  with  the  blankets  will  keep  out  the  wind. 

The  regular  sleeping  bag  constructed  for  the  purpose  is  the 
best  thing  to  carry,  if  you  intend  to  sleep  out.  These  bags  can 
be  secured  at  any  good  sporting  goods  store,  and  will  contain 
all  the  necessary  blankets  and  quilts,  with  an  outside  waterproof 
covering. 

Start  early  and  stop  before  dark  to  select  a  camp  site.  If  you 
wait  until  dark  you  may  be  unable  to  find  a  spot  free  from 
rocks. 

Always  camp  on  high  ground — never  by  water  on  account  of 
mosquitoes.

REMEMBER:  In  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Nebraska,  where  dirt 
roads  exist,  that  after  heavy  rains,  if  the  tourist  will  remain  over 
in  the  community  in  which  he  is  stopping  for  five  or  ten  hours, 
it  will  enable  him  to  proceed  in  comfort,  as  the  roads  are  well 
graded  and  dry  very  rapidly.  Such  a  delay  will,  in  the  end,  save 
time  and  will  save  your  car,  your  tires  and  your  temper,  and 
make  your  trip  more  enjoyable. 


Lost  Packages 

IN  the  event  of  your  losing  from  your  car  a  package,  suitcase, 
piece  of  car  equipment,  etc.,  do  not  necessarily  consider  that 
it  is  lost  beyond  recovery.  We  suggest  that  the  tourist  refer 
to  his  guide  book  and  write  to  the  Consul  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
in  the  town  nearest  to  the  point  where  he  discovers  his  loss, 
describing  the  lost  property,  and  asking  the  Consul  to  report  that 
loss  to  the  local  newspaper  or  to  have  it  posted  in  the  local  post 
office.  Tourists  should  request  that  any  package  so  found  be 
forwarded  to  them  at  a  given  address  by  express,  delivery  charges 
collect. 

If  YOU  find  a  package,  take  it  to  the  nearest  Consul ;  give  him 
your  name,  address,  etc.     These  little  courtesies  help. 
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Hotel  and  Garage  Rates 

IT  will  be  noted  that  in  the  present  issue,  hotel  and  garage  rates 
are  not  given.  The  difficulty  in  getting  accurately  the  rates 
of  different  hotels  in  so  many  cities,  and  the  confusion  which 
in  some  instances  developed  over  changes  in  rates  during  the 
course  of  a  year,  has  prompted  us  to  omit  detailed  figures  from 
this  guide.  It  will  be  understood  that  in  all  of  the  larger  cities, 
hotel  accommodations  of  the  usual  varying  degrees  of  excellence 
and  price  can  be  secured,  according  to  the  desires  of  the  tourist. 
In  the  smaller  towns,  as  the  tourist  gets  farther  west,  it  will  be 
understood  that  the  accommodations  are  more  restricted  in  excel- 
lence and  comfort,  consequently  are  proportionately  lower  in 
price. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  hotels  and  garages  located  along  the 
Lincoln  Highway  are  particularly  good  in  their  treatment  of 
tourists,  and  that  no  excessive  charges  are  made.  It  has  also 
been  found  that  the  not  uncommon  practice  in  smaller  towns 
of  charging  motorists  an  excessive  rate  or  a  rate  beyond  that  paid 
by  the  local  residents  or  ordinary  transient,  is  very  infrequently 
encountered  on  the  Lincoln  Highway,  where  the  hotel  keepers 
generally  appreciate  the  fact  that  future  business  depends  upon 
the  volume  and  regard  of  the  transcontinental  tourists,  and  where 
generally  the  hotel  men  are  in  touch  with  the  Association  and  are 
firm  supporters  of  the  work,  doing  everything  possible  to  advance 
the  comfort  of  the  cross-country  tourist. 

The  rapid  improvement  of  the  Lincoln  Highway,  the  national 
interest  in  it  and  the  yearly  increasing  volume  of  transcontinental 
touring  have  tremendously  stimulated  the"  improvement  of 
accommodations  along  that  route. 

In  dozens  of  small  towns,  where  four  or  five  years  ago  the  only 
accommodations  which  could  be  found  by  the  motorists  were  the 
small,  so-called  Commercial  Houses,  the  increasing  volume  of 
tourists  demanding  a  better  and  more  metropolitan  and  modern 
type  of  accommodation,  service  and  cuisine  and  willing  to  pay 
for  them,  haS  brought  about  the  development  of  many  excellent 
hostelries  catering  almost  solely  to  the  motor  tourist.  The 
development  of  adequate  garage  facilities  has  kept  pace.  The 
Association  estimates  that  in  1917  alone  over  four  million  dollars 
was  invested  in  new  hotels  and  garages  and  the  improvement  of 
formerly  inadequate  accommodations  along  the  Lincoln  Highway 
between  the  two  coasts. 

The  tourists  will,  in  many  instances,  be  surprised  to  find 
accommodations  and  service  in  many  small  communities,  far  be- 
yond what  he  would  expect,  in  view  of  their  size.  It  is  a  result 
of  Lincoln  Highway  development  and  travel.

Gettysburg,  Pa.,  to  Washington,  D.  C,  a  distance  of  81.8  miles, 
and  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  a  distance  of  54.4  miles. 
The  roads  in  eastern  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  adjoining  territory  are  generally  of  macadam 
interspersed  with  brick  and  concrete  stretches. 

Cleveland  can  be  reached  from  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  on  the  Lincoln 
Highway,  the  distance  being  146.4  miles,  via  Beaver  Falls,  Pa., 
East  Palestine,  Salem,  Ravenna,  Kent,  Hudson  and  Bedford, 
Ohio. 

Main  points  of  interest  in  the  Middle  West,  with  their  distances 
from  the  Lincoln  Highway  are: 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  125.9  miles  from  Lima,  Ohio,  by  way  of 
Dayton. 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  140.7  miles  from  the  Lincoln  Highway 
at  South  Bend,  Indiana. 

Detroit,  Michigan,  137  miles  from  Lima,  Ohio,  by  way  of 
Toledo. 

CHICAGO.  The  Lincoln  Highway  proper  does  not  pass 
through  the  city  of  Chicago,  running  18  miles  to  the  south  of 
the  city  through  Chicago  Heights.  However,  excellent  feeder 
roads,  well  marked,  lead  directly  into  the  city  and  through  its 
boulevards  from  Dyer,  Indiana,  or  Chicago  Heights,  Illinois,  on 
the  east,  and  Geneva,  Illinois,  on  the  west.  Red  and  white 
feeder  signs  carry  the  tourist  north  from  Dyer,  Indiana, 
through  South  Chicago  past  the  South  Shore '  Country 
Club,  and  directly  into  Jackson  Park  and  Michigan  Avenue, 
connecting  with  Jackson  Boulevard.  The  Feeder  Road  from 
Geneva  leads  just  to  the  south  of  Wheaton,  Illinois,  connecting 
with  what  is  known  as  the  Twelfth  Street  Road,  leading  into 
Chicago  along  Jackson  Boulevard. 


Canadian  Touring 

American  citizens  do  not  require  passports. 

If  the  automobile  is  to  remain  in  Canada  less  than  thirty  days, 
a  touring  permit  is  obtainable  from  the  Canadian  Customs 
officers  at  the  port  of  entry,  allowing  the  car  to  be  run  in  the 
Dominion  for  one  month  without  securing  a  customs  bond  or 
depositing  duty.  In  the  Province  of  Quebec,  United  States 
licenses  and  car  registrations  are  reciprocally  recognized;  in 
other  provinces  they  are  valid  for  periods  varying  from  three 
weeks  to  three  months. 

If  more  than  a  thirty  days'  stay  is  planned  in  Canada,  a 
customs  bond  valid  for  six  months  must  be  secured,  guaranteeing 
the  re-exportation  of  the  car  within  that  period,  and  Canadian 
registration  must  be  effected  and  licenses  obtained.  In  order  to 
bring  the  car  back  into  the  United  States,  duty  free,  on  the 
return  journey,  it  must  be  registered  with  the  American  Customs 
Office  at  the  international  border  WHEN  LEAVING  THE 
UNITED  STATES,  and  a  certificate  of  export  obtained. 
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State  and  Local  Licenses  and 
Traffic  Regulations 

INASMUCH  as  the  laws  of  many  of  the  states  crossed  by  the 
Lincoln  Highway  differ  in  their  treatment  of  automobile  and 
traffic  regulations,  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  tourist  to 
familiarize  himself  with  the  rulings  in  each  state  through  which 
he  means  to  travel. 

Unless  a  protracted  stay  is  contemplated,  the  tourist  will 
find  it  unnecessary  to  pay  any  tax  or  purchase  state  license 
tags  in  any  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  states.  A  condensed 
statement  of  the  state  regulations  governing  non-resident 
motorists,  giving  the  period  of  exemption  from  state  taxation  and 
the  rulings  governing  speed,  and  the  use  of  lights  for  night 
driving,  is  appended  hereto.  These  are  general.  Local  regulations 
governing  traffic  are  enacted  by  most  of  the  municipalities. 

The  control  of  automobile  traffic  has  grown  to  be  a  serious 
problem  in  many  cities  where  congestion  in  the  streets  is  often 
bewildering  to  the  visitor.  These  city  rulings  often  differ 
radically.  With  the  growth  of  long  distance  automobile  travel 
it  is  obvious  that  standard  traffic  regulations  of  a  national 
character  should  be  brought  into  effect  for  the  good  of  the 
general  public.  Action  in  this  connection  is  being  urged  by 
the  Lincoln  Highway  Association,  and  other  organizations 
working  for  the  benefit  of  the  tourists. 

Although  the  visiting  motorist  is  generally  treated  with  every 
consideration  and  allowances  made  for  his  ignorance  of  local 
ordinances  in  a  strange  city  or  locality,  it  will  be  to  his  ultimate 
advantage  to  remember  the  legal  axiom  that  ignorance  of  the 
law  excuses  no  one.  If  a  stay  of  even  a  few  days  is  contemplated 
in  any  city,  it  will  be  wise  to  secure  a  copy  of  the  Local  Traffic 
Regulations  which  can  be  easily  obtained,  generally  from  any 
policeman,  or  the  local  automobile  club. 

Sane  legislation  in  the  future,  making  for  the  general  benefit 
of  motorists  and  pedestrians,  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the 
conduct  of  automobile  owners  today.  By  the  observation  of 
common  good  sense,  and  the  ordinary  courtesies  of  the  road, 
the  Lincoln  Highway  tourist  can  travel  all  the  way  across  the 
country  with  no  fear  of  entanglement  with  local  authorities. 
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State  Regulations  Governing  Licenses,  Speed 
and  Lights 

New  York  Exempt  for  period  granted  by  visitor's  state  up 

to  one  year.  Home  license  must  be  displayed 
front  and  rear.  Speed  must  be  careful  and 
prudent,  not  exceeding  thirty  miles  an  hour. 
New  York  City  has  own  speed  laws,  and  traffic 
regulations  which  should  be  known  before  driving 
in  the  city.  Headlights  and  auxiliary  lights  must 
not  rise  above  42  inches  from  ground,  and  75  feet 
in  front  of  lamps. 

New  Jersey  Fifteen  day  exemption  granted  if  home  state 
grants  reciprocal  privileges.  License  tags  front 
and  rear  from  15  inches  to  30  inches  from  the 
ground.  Speed  must  be  reasonable,  25  miles  an 
hour  mentioned  as  maximum  in  statute.  Non- 
glare  light  direct  ray  to  be  no  higher  than  4J^ 
feet.  Mirrors  are  required  to  view  traffic  in  rear. 
Spot  lights  are  to  be  used  only  to  read  signs  and 
house  numbers. 

Pennsylvania  Exempt  for  period  granted  by  tourist's  home 
state.  Licenses  front  and  rear.  No  more  than 
one  license  plate  may  be  displayed  either  front 
or  rear.  Speed  to  be  reasonable,  and  not  to 
exceed  25  miles  an  hour.  Dimming  devices  on 
lights  compulsory.  There  is  no  state  law  cover- 
ing lights  on  horse-drawn  vehicles.

Exempt  for  period  granted  by  tourist's  own 
state.  License  tags  front  and  rear.  Speed  must 
be  reasonable  and  proper,  not  over  25  miles  an 
hour.  Dimmers  on  lights  compulsory.  Spot 
lights  must  be  used  with  discretion.  Horse- 
drawn  vehicles  must  display  light. 

Non-resident  cars  exempt  for  sixty  days.  License 
tags  front  and  rear.  Speed  reasonable  and 
prudent.  There  are  no  local  ordinances  governing 
speed.  The  state  law  reads.  "Built  up  sections 
10  miles  per  hr.;  towns  and  villages,  residential 
sections  15;  where  view  is  obstructed,  6;  else- 
where, 25.  It  is  prohibited  to  throw  spot  lights 
when  passing  vehicles." 

Exempt  for  sixty  days,  if  home  state  grants 
same  privilege.  License  front  and  rear;  speed 
must  be  reasonable  and  proper,  with  25  miles  an 
hour  as  a  maximum.  No  state  law  governing 
lights,  or  lights  on  horse-drawn  vehicles,  except 
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lights  must  be  dimmed  when  within  250  feet  of 
approaching  vehicle. 

Iowa  Exempt    if    tourist's  home  state    grants    same 

privilege.  License  front  and  rear;  speed  must  be 
careful  and  prudent;  traveling  more  than  25 
miles  per  hour  is  presumptive  evidence  of  care- 
lessness. Spot  lights  must  not  be  thrown  in  face 
of  driver  of  approaching  vehicle. 

Nebraska  Exempt  for  thirty  days  irrespective  of  ruling  of 

home  state  on  reciprocal  privilege  provided  home 
state  tags  are  carried.  License  tag  in  rear;  speed 
must  be  reasonable  and  proper  with  25  miles  an 
hour  as  a  maximum.  Spot  lights  shall  not  shine 
beyond  thirty  feet  in  front  of  car. 

Wyoming  Exempt  for  ninety  days  if  home  state  license 

tags  are  carried.  License  tags  front  and  rear. 
Speed  must  be  reasonable  and  proper;  reduced 
for  curves,  bridges  and  danger  points.  The  use 
of  dimmers  is  mandatory.  Spot  lights  may  be 
used  only  in  emergencies. 

Utah  Exempt  for  thirty  days  if  home  state  license  tags 

are  carried,  irrespective  of  ruling  of  home  state. 
License  tags  front  and  rear.  Speed  must  be 
reasonable  and  safe,  and  reduced  for  curves, 
bridges,  and  danger  points.  A  complete  stop 
must  be  made  for  standing  street  cars  at  any 
place,  or  for  frightened  animals. 

Nevada  Exempt  for  thirty  days  if  home  state  license  tags 

are  carried.  License  in  rear;  speed  must  be 
reasonable  and  proper.  Care  must  be  used  in 
passing  horse-drawn  vehicles.  Dimmers  must 
be  used  in  the  face  of  approaching  traffic. 

California  Exempt  for  three  months  if  home  state  tags  are 

carried.  Visiting  motorists  must  register  with 
motor  vehicle  department  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  arrival  in  the  state.  There  is  no 
charge.  License  tags  front  and  rear.  Speed  must 
be  reasonable  and  proper,  not  to  exceed  thirty 
miles  an  hour.  Lights  are  required  on  horse- 
drawn  vehicles.  Local  ordinances  are  prohibited 
by  the  California  Act.

Interesting  Points  and  How  to  Reach  Them 
from  the  Lincoln  Highway 

Cheyenne  to  Denver : 

IN  many  of  the  inquiries  coming  to  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Association,  concerning  the  transcontinental  drive,  advice  is 
requested  concerning  the  best  road  to  follow  for  a  side  trip  to 
Denver,  Colorado.  Motorists,  both  eastward  and  westward 
bound,  will  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  follow  the  Lincoln  High- 
way proper  to  Cheyenne,  Wyo".,  striking  south  from  this  point 
to  Denver,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  forty-one  miles.  This 
road  is  known  to  be  in  acceptable  driving  condition  at  practically 
all  times.     In  Colorado  it  is  a  state  highway. 

The  Yellowstone  National  Park : 

The  Denver- Yellowstone  Highway  leads  from  Denver  to 
the  southern  entrance  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  strik- 
ing the  Lincoln  Highway  at  Laramie,  Wyoming,  and  following 
it  to  Rawlins,  Wyoming,  and  thence  north  to  the  southern  en- 
trance to  the  park  by  way  of  Lander  and  DuBois.  This  southern 
or  "Front  Door"  entrance  to  Yellowstone  National  Park,  by 
way  of  Lander,  was  thrown  open  to  the  motoring  public  for  the 
first  time  in  1917.  Although  this  road  is  new,  bridges  and 
corduroys  have  been  installed,  steep  pitches  cut  down,  high 
centers  eliminated,  so  that  any  car  can  make  the  trip  to  the 
Yellowstone  by  this  route  without  any  unreasonable  difficulty. 

This  drive  offers  many  unusual  scenic  treats,  including  Jack- 
son Hole,  the  Tetons  and  the  Shoshone  Indian  Reservation  and 
the  country  of  the  last  big  game  reserve  in  the  United  States. 

A  detailed  log  of  this  road  can  be  secured  by  writing  Mr.  P.  C  • 
Spencer,  Secretary  Lander  Commercial  Club,  at  Lander,  Wyo. 

The  Yellowstone  Highway : 

For  the  Lincoln  Highway  tourist  desirous  of  visiting  the 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  a  direct  route  to  the  eastern  entrance 
is  offered  by  means  of  the  Yellowstone  Highway  which  intersects 
the  Lincoln  Highway  at  Cheyenne,  Wyoming. 

The  Yellowstone  Highway  leads  north  from  Cheyenne  via 
Wheatland,  Douglas,  Casper,  Thermopolis,  Basin  and  Cody, 
Wyoming,  to  the  eastern  park  entrance,  a  distance  of  a  little 
more  than  500  miles  from  Cheyenne.  The  route  was  established 
in  1914-15  and  its  improvement  has  been  advanced  by  the 
Yellowstone  Highway  Association,  Mr.  Gus  Holmes  of  Cody, 
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Wyoming,  being  the  executive  head  of  the  organization.  Inquiries 
concerning  the  drive  should  be  directed  to  him. 

The  drive  from  the  Lincoln  Highway  to  the  Yellowstone  Park 
over  the  Yellowstone  Highway  offers  the  tourist  a  splendid  view 
of  the  scenic  wonders  of  the  State  of  Wyoming  as  well  as  an 
insight  into  the  great  progress  made  in  the  agricultural  de- 
velopment of  the  State. 

The  Midland  Trail : 

The  road  running  southwest  from  Ely,  Nevada,  by  way  of 
Goldfield  and  Tonopah,  into  southern  California  and  ending 
at  Los  Angeles,  is  one  of  the  main  line  branches  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  and  the  one  probably  most  used  by  Lincoln  Highway 
tourists. 

The  road  is  known  as  the  Midland  Trail.  It  has  been  marked 
very  thoroughly  for  its  entire  distance  by  the  Automobile  Club 
of  Southern  California. 

This  road  is  a  short-cut  from  the  Lincoln  Highway  into 
southern  California,  the  distance  from  Ely  on  the  Midland 
Trail  to  Los  Angeles  being  570  miles  and  the  distance  from  Ely 
to  San  Francisco  via  the  Lincoln  Highway  being  606  miles.  Ely 
is  the  junction  point  for  all  traffic  coming  from  northern  and 
southern  California  and  heading  east,  and  the  dividing  point 
for  all  Lincoln  Highway  western  travel  seeking  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

In  the  State  of  Nevada  the  Midland  Trail  has  been,  in  the 
main,  in  better  condition  than  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  that 
State,  and  thousands  of  tourists  whose  objective  has  been  the 
Pacific  Coast  in  general,  rather  than  any  particular  locality, 
have  diverted  south  from  the  Lincoln  Way  at  Ely  and  followed 
this  well  marked  highway  to  Los  Angeles,  proceeding  up  the 
coast  over  the  Pacific  Coast  Highway,  if  their  ultimate  objective 
was  northern  California. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  through  the  high  passes  of  the  Sierras 
is,  of  course,  closed  during  many  months  of  the  year,  and  those 
tourists  heading  west  in  the  early  Spring  or  desiring  to  start 
from  the  Pacific  Coast  for  eastern  points  at  that  time  or  late  in 
the  Fall,  find  the  Midland  Trail  open  at  all  seasons. 

The  drive  from  Ely  to  Los  Angeles  is  one  of  great  interest  and 
beauty,  particularly  for  the  eastern  tourist  to  whom  the  vast 
reaches  of  the  southwest  desert  are  new  and  inspiring  and  who 
is  willing  to  put  up  with  the  inconveniences  of  travel  and  accom- 
modations in  this  sparsely  populated  region.  The  trip  can  be 
made  easily  in  from  three  to  four  days  time,  with  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  short  stops  in  the  interesting  mining  towns  of  Gold- 
field  and  Tonopah,  Nevada,  and  the  high  summer  resorts  of 
California. 
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Much  of  the  route  is,  of  course,  still  natural  desert  trail,  but 
in  no  way  dangerous  if  proper  caution  is  used  in  the  mountain 
passes.  Hospitable,  if  rough,  ranches  dot  the  trail  and  to  camp 
out  is  unnecessary.  The  road  skirts  the  northern  edge  of 
Mohave  Desert  and  in  the  summertime  the  trip  is  a  hot  one. 

Leaving  Ely  it  is  an  easy  drive  of  183  miles  for  the  first  day 
to  Tonopah,  where  excellent  modern  accommodations  can  be 
secured.  Tonopah  is  still  the  pictu'resque  mining  camp,  and  the 
activities  stimulated  there  by  the  prevailing  high  price  of  metals 
present  an  interesting  picture  which  recalls  the  boom  days  of  the 
old  West. 

Goldfield  is  but  26  miles  south  and  west  of  Tonopah  and  the 
second  day  the  tourist  can  without  difficulty  reach  Lone  Pine, 
California,  165  miles  from  Tonopah,  by  way  of  Westgard  Pass, 
Big  Pine  and  Independence.  Excellent  accommodations  can 
be  secured  at  Lone  Pine.  The  second  day's  drive  leads  over 
some  high  summits  with  some  steep  climbs,  altitudes  of  6,000 
and  7,000  feet  being  reached. 

It  is  just  slightly  over  100  miles  from  Lone  Pine  to  Mohave, 
California,  a  day's  drive  of  wonderful  beauty  of  the  most  diversi- 
fied character.  The  route  follows  the  Los  Angeles  aqueduct 
which  carries  the  pure  water  of  beautiful  Owens  Lake  to  the 
southern  metropolis  through  some  of  the  most  wonderful  moun- 
tain affid  desert  scenery  on  the  continent. 

Stretches  of  road  allowing  a  maximum  speed  alternate  with 
deep  sand,  which  requires  low  gear  work,  but  the  beauty  of  the 
drive  makes  up  for  any  deficiencies  in  the  road. 

One  day  can  be  devoted  to  the  drive  from  Lone  Pine  to 
Mohave  on  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad,  where  the  tourist  can  secure 
accommodations  at  the  Harvey  House,  or  if  it  is  desired  to 
complete  the  trip  in  three  days,  one  can  continue  on  the  addi- 
tional 100  miles  to  Los  Angeles.  The  wild  beauty  of  the  scenery 
between  Mohave  and  Bouquet  Canyon  leading  down  into  Los 
Angeles  is  indescribable,  and  it  is  hard  to  determine  whether  it 
is  more  desirable  to  make  this  section  of  the  trip  by  day  or  night. 

The  last  75  miles  of  the  journey  from  Elizabeth  Lake,  Cal.,  into 
Los  Angeles  is  all  over  perfect  concrete  roads  of  the  type  which 
the  State  of  California  plans  on  extending  ultimately  on  the 
Midland  Trail  as  far  as  Big  Pine  near  the  State  line. 

To  eastern  tourists  who  are  making  the  round  trip,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  they  make  the  journey  either  east  or  west  over  the 
Midland  Trail,  as  well  as  the  beautiful  drive  on  the  Lincoln 
Highway  from  Ely  to  San   Francisco. 

The  Tioga  Road : 

A  trip  through  the  Yosemite  National  Park  may  well  be  a 
part  of  the  itinerary  of  the  tourist  westward  bound  upon  the 
Lincoln  Highway.     At  any  time  between  the  middle  of  July 
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and  the  middle  of  September,  a    practical    route    through  the 
Park  is  offered  via  the  Midland  Trail  and  the  Tioga  Road. 

The  motorist  may  leave  the  Lincoln  Highway  at  Ely,  Nevada, 
and  travel  south  on  the  Midland  Trail  by  way  of  Tonopah  and 
Goldfield  to  Big  Pine,  leaving  the  Midland  Trail  at  Big  Pine  and 
traveling  north  by  way  of  Bishop  to  Mono  Lake,  crossing 
through  the  Yosemite  Park  and  rejoining  the  Lincoln  Highway 
again  at  Stockton,  California,  by  way  of  the  Tioga  Road. 

For  the  limited  travel  season  above  mentioned,  this  route  will 
be  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  and  offers  marvelous  scenic 
attraction.  Assurance  has  been  given  to  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Association  by  Mr.  M.  M.  Albright,  acting  Director  of  the 
National  Park  Service  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  con- 
cerning the  fitness  of  this  route  for  travel  and  the  many  delights 
of  the  trip  through  the  Yosemite  are  known  to  everyone. 

It  is  suggested  that  during  the  hot  summer  months,  when 
travel  over  the  Midland  Trail,  skirting  the  Mojave  Desert  to 
Los  Angeles  is  extremely  uncomfortable  due  to  the  high  tempera- 
ture, a  pleasing  alternate  route  is  afforded  by  following  the  Tioga 
Road  through  the  Yosemite  Park  to  Stockton,  thence  completing 
the  drive  to  Oakland  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  and  down  the 
coast  to  the  southern  city. 

The  Jefferson  Highway : 

The  Association  promoting  this  highway  was  organized  in 
November,  1915,  at  New  Orleans  and  the  route  extends 
from  that  point  to  Winnipeg,  Man.  It  was  organized  for 
the  dual  purpose  of  providing  a  great  north  and  south  highway 
and  to  honor  the  name  of  Thomas  Jefferson  for  the  part  he  took 
in  the  Louisiana  Purchase. 

The  original  conception  was  formed  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
by  E.  T.  Meredith  of  that. city,  but  for  sentimental  reasons  the 
organization  meeting  was  called  at  New  Orleans. 

The  first  thought  was  to  have  the  course  of  the  Jefferson  High- 
way entirely  in  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  but  that  was  sentiment. 
"When  the  time  came  to  actually  lay  the  course,  it  was  found  to 
have  slipped  over  into  Texas  and  gotten  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River  for  a  space  in  Minnesota. 

No  great  highway  could  be  located  from  north  to  south  without 
crossing  the  great  Lincoln  Way,  but  the  Jefferson  possesses  the 
distinction  and  advantage  of  intersecting  that  great  Premier 
Highway  of  the  county,  about  midway  of  its  course,  in  the  richest 
agricultural  state  of  the  Union — Iowa. 

The  way  is  blazed  by  over  two  thousand  metal  signs  and  over 
twelve  thousand  pole  marks  and  monograms. 

As  it  winds  its  way  south  from  Winnipeg,  the  Jefferson  tra- 
verses the  rich  area  of  the  great  glacial  deposits  in  Manitoba, 
through  Minnesota  southward  until  it  comes  to  the  upthrust  of 
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the  Ozark  mountains,  then  its  trend  is  westward  around  the 
western  spurs  of  these  mountains,  till  it  crosses  the  Red  River 
into  Texas,  at  Denison.  From  there  it  takes  a  south-easterly 
course  through  Louisiana,  over  the  alluvial  deposit  of  I1  "Red 
and  Mississippi  Rivers.  Mr.  J.  D.  Clarkson  of  St.  Joseph,  Missouri, 
is  the  General  Manager  of  the  Association  and  will  supply  maps 
and  further  information  upon  request. 

The  Dixie  Highway : 

As  an  outgrowth  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  movement,  and 
fathered  by  Carl  G.  Fisher  of  Indianapolis,  largely  through  whose 
efforts  the  Lincoln  Highway  came  into  being,  the  Dixie  High- 
way, with  its  eastern  and  western  branches,  between  Michigan 
and  Florida,  has  made  a  record  of  progress  in  the  three  years 
during  which  an  active  association  has  been  behind  the  work, 
which  is  only  surpassed  by  that  of  the  Lincoln  Highway. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  Dixie  Highway  with  all  its  divisions 
and  branches  is  5221  miles,  traversing  171  counties  of  eight 
states.     Its   main   branches   extend   from    Chicago   anr'  < 

Bend  via  Indianapolis,  Louisville,   Chattanooga,  Atla.' 
Jacksonville  to  Miami,  and  from  Detroit  via  Toledo,  Cincinnati, 
Lexington  and  Knoxville  to  Chattanooga,  where  the  two  divi- 
sions come  together. 

The  National  Headquarters  of  the  Dixie  Highway  Association 
are  located  at  the  hotel  Patten,  Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  Judge 
M.  M.  Allison  is  President  of  the  Association  and  V.  D.  L. 
Robinson,  Secretary  in  active  charge  of  the  offices.  A  complete 
touring  bureau,  through  which  candid  road  information  regarding 
the  Dixie  Highway  and  all  other  main  roads  in  the  southeast  is 
furnished,  is  one  of  the  important  departments  of  the  Dixie 
Highway  activities. 

Branches  of  the  Dixie  Highway  are  crossed  by  the  Lincoln 
Highway  at  Lima,  Ohio,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  and  Chicago 
Heights,  Illinois.

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Mileage  Figures  in  This  Log 
and  How  to  Read  Them 

IN  previous  Lincoln  Highway  Road  Guides  the  mileage  was 
shown  at  each  point  on  the  route  reading  from  New  York 
and  San  Francisco  and  the  intermediate  mileage  was  indi- 
cated to  the  next  point.  These  figures  were  in  the  margin  in 
the  same  relative  location  as  the  figures  in  this  volume. 

As  the  majority  of  tourists  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  are  not 
making  a  complete  trip  from  coast  to  coast,  but  covering  sec- 
tions of  the  Lincoln  Highway  between  main  points,  the  mileages 
in  this  volume  are  indicated  in  a  different,  and  we  believe,  more 
convenient  manner.  The  route  has  been  divided  into  ten  sec- 
tions, each  comprising  the  distance  between  two  main  points. 
These  divisions,  between  which  mileage  figures  are  given  in  this 
volume,  are  as  follows:

Opposite  the  name  of  each  point  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  will 
be  found  the  name  or  its  abbreviation  of  the  two  cities  which 
form  the  terminals  of  the  section  in  which  that  point  is  located, 
and  the  first  two  mileage  figures  given  are  the  distances  from  the 
point  in  question  to  these  two  terminals.  The  small  figure  in  the 
center  of  the  margin  below  the  two  mileage  figures  to  the  terminal 
points  is  the  distance  to  the  next  point. 

The  publishers  of  this  book  believe  that  the  system  followed 
in  this  edition  will  be  more  convenient  for  the  majority  of  the 
users  of  the  volume  than  that  followed  in  previous  editions. 

A  word  or  two  denoting  the  character  of  road  encountered 
between  the  two  points  is  also  inserted  under  the  intermediate 
mileage  in  the  margin  so  that  the  tourist  can  tell  at  a  glance  at 
any  point,  both  how  far  he  is  from  the  terminals  of  his  journey, 
how  far  it  is  to  the  next  point,  on  the  log,  either  east  or  west, 
and  the  character  of  road  improvements  to  be  encountered. 
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A  tourist  driving  into  a  small  community  where  accommoda- 
tions are  limited,  early  in  the  evening  can,  by  referring  to  the 
intermediate  mileage  and  the  character  of  road  surface  indi- 
cated in  the  margin  determine  whether  it  would  be  wise  to  con- 
tinue on  to  the  next  larger  town  where  possibly  better  accommo- 
dations for  the  night  may  be  secured. 

As  an  example  of  the  way  to  read  these  figures  in  the  margin, 
if  the  tourist  is  at  Langhorne,  Penna.,  he  can  immediately  note 
from  this  Guide  that  he  is  71.6  miles  from  New  York  City,  22 
miles  from  Philadelphia,  and  5  miles  from  the  next  point  west 
on  the  route.  He  can  also  note  that  the  road  is  paved  all  the 
way  into  Philadelphia. 


Control  Stations  and  Control 
Station  Signs 

FOR  the  guidance  of  the  motorist  who  desires  to  keep  an 
accurate  check  on  the  mileage  made,  and  to  follow  in  detail 
the  mileage  figures  given  in  this  Road  Guide,  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association  has  established  definite  "Control  Stations" 
at  the  various  points  along  the  route. 

By  "Control  Station"  is  meant  the  point  at  which  the  speedom- 
eter reading  was  taken  for  this  Road  Guide  and  consequently 
the  point  at  which  other  speedometer  readings  can  be  checked 
or  set  in  accordance  with  these  readings. 

Some  tourists  wish  to  be  able  to  tell  at  any  time,  by  glancing 
at  their  speedometer,  their  exact  distance  from  their  destination 
or  from  the  next  city  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  logging  from 
definite  points  and  from  the  same  point  as  the  printed  log.  At 
many  principal  points  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  and  particularly 
those  points  where  speedometer  reading  has  been  set  to  zero, 
the  Association  has  placed  official  Control  Signs  of  red,  white 
and  blue,  and  in  smaller  communities  where  no  signs  have  been 
erected,  a  Control  Station,  or  point  to  which  the  log  reads,  has 
been  selected  at  some  convenient  central  corner  or  landmark. 

All  control  stations  are  indicated  in  this  Guide,  on  the  first 
line  following  the  mileage  reading,  under  each  city,  town,  or 
village.  Where  there  are  signs  placed,  the  wording  will  read, 
"Control  Sign,"  and  where  there  are  no  signs,  the  point  from 
which  speedometer  readings  were  taken  will  be  indicated  as 
"Control  Station." 

By  setting  your  speedometer  in  accordance  with  the  figures 
given  in  this  Guide,  at  any  Control  Station  indicated,  you  will 
be  able  to  follow  the  Association's  logging  with  great  accuracy, 
checking  up  any  minor  differences  noted,  at  succeeding  "Control" 
points.

The  Complete  Official  Road  Guide  to  the  Lincoln  Highway 

As  to  Mileages 

IT  may  be  noted  that  the  early  logs  of  the  Lincoln  Highway, 
issued  in  1913,  as  well  as  the  first  and  second  editions  of  the 
Complete  Official  Road  Guide  of  the  Lincoln  Highway,  will 
show  material  differences  as  to  mileages  when  compared  with  the 
present  volume.  Also  the  tourist  may  encounter  at  many  points 
on  the  route  signs  which  were  erected  in  1915  and  1916,  or  even 
earlier,  and  which  may  contain  mileages  which  do  not  agree  with 
those  given  in  this  volume.  These  differences  in  mileage  are  due 
to  the  constant  effort  of  the  Association,  the  states,  the  counties 
and  the  people  along  the  route  in  shortening  the  total  distance 
between  the  two  coasts. 

The  present  volume  is  as  near  accurate  as  possible,  and  super- 
sedes all  previous  logs.  As  the  work  continues,  each  year  will 
see  decided  shortening,  due  to  the  elimination  of  curves  and 
unnecessary  detours,  and  the  mileages  between  points  and  be- 
tween the  two  coasts  will  therefore  continue  to  change  as  the 
Lincoln  Highway  more  nearly  approaches  that  ideal  toward 
which  the  people  of  the  nation  are  striving,  the  shortest,  direct, 
connecting,  improved  Highway  between  the  two  coasts. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  work  of  straightening  the  Lincoln 
Highway  has  progressed  will  be  shown  by  the  comparison  of  the 
figures  in  the  log  of  1913  with  the  total  mileage  given  herein. 
The  1913  log  showed  a  total  mileage  of  approximately  3389  miles 
between  New  York  and  San  Francisco.  The  log  of  the  Complete 
Official  Road  Guide  of  1915  showed  an  approximate  total  of  3384 
miles,  while  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  distance  as  indicated 
herein  is  3323  miles. 


Tourists  Indebted  to  Guide  Advertisers 

THE  funds  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  are  devoted 
to  the  furtherance  of  road  improvement,  and  the  policy  of 
the  Association  does  not  allow  expenditures  along  any  lines 
other  than  those  aimed  directly  at  the  rapid  improvement  of  the 
route  itself.  Consequently  this  volume  which  is  so  necessary  for 
"transcontinental  tourists  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  carries  suffi- 
cient advertising  to  cover  the  expense  of  its  publication.  Those 
who  are  conversant  with  the  work  of  the  Association  will  appre- 
ciate the  wisdom  of  this  policy.  Funds  contributed  to  the  Asso- 
ciation for  road  building  purposes  are  not  touched  for  such 
expenses  as  the  production  of  maps  and  other  road  information, 
necessary  as  they  are  to  the  tourist.  The  motorist  is  therefore 
indebted  to  those  advertisers,  who,  by  taking  space  in  this  vol- 
ume, have  made  its  publication  possible.  The  small  price  at 
which  the  book  is  sold  to  the  tourist  is  but  a  fraction  of  the  actual 
cost  necessary  to  secure  the  detailed  information  provided  herein, 
and  the  work  of  compilation  and  publication. 
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Lincoln  Highway  Maps 

A  GENERAL  outline  map  of  the  United  States,  with  the 
route  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  indicated  in  red,  and  its 
main  connecting  and  improved  feeder  roads  indicated  in 
blue,  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  the  volume.  Upon  a  map  of  this 
small  scale  it  is  of  course  impossible  to  give  sufficient  detail  so  that 
the  map  alone  can  be  used  for  touring.  The  purpose  of  the  map  in 
this  volume  is  merely  to  give  the  tourist  a  general  idea  of  the 
geographical  location  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  across  the  various 
states  traversed,  and  its  position  relative  to  other  main  routes 
of  travel.  On  this  small  map  it  is  impossible  even  to  give  the 
location  and  names  of  all  of  the  cities  on  the  Highway. 

Additional  copies  of  this  small  map,  separate  from  this  volume, 
can  be  obtained  by  sending  25c  to  the  Headquarters  of  the 
Lincoln  Highway  Association,  Detroit,  Michigan,  or  from  any 
Lincoln  Highway  Consul. 

Large  WallMaps 

For  touring  bureaus,  offices,  motor  clubs,  etc.,  the  Association 
has  published  a  large  wall  map  46  x  66  inches  in  size,  which  is  in 
very  great  detail,  every  county  in  the  United  States  being 
indicated  as  well  as  every  city  large  enough  to  have  a  post  office. 
Upon  this  map  the  Lincoln  Highway  is  shown  in  red  and  about 
twenty  thousand  miles  of  other  main  improved  connecting  roads, 
corresponding  with  those  indicated  on  the  small  map  in  the  back 
of  this  volume,  are  shown  in  blue.  The  map  is  mounted  on 
rollers  and  printed  on  very  tough  map  paper  and  will  be  of  ser- 
vice for  an  indefinite  period.  The  price  of  these  large  wall 
maps  is  $3.75,  f.  o.  b.  Detroit,  cash  to  be  sent  with  the  order  to 
the  National  Headquarters. 

Strip  Maps 

A  great  many  tourists  desire  to  follow  a  detailed  map  which 
presents  a  complete  picture  of  the  country  covered  during  the 
day's  drive,  and  which  shows  railroad  crossings,  bridges,  state 
and  county  lines,  and  all  turns,  indicated  in  their  proper  location. 
The  Association  has  started  in  to  map  the  Lincoln  Highway  in 
such  detail,  and  on  a  scale  of  four  miles  to  the  inch,  planning  a 
series  of  strip  maps,  each  covering  approximately  one  hundred 
miles  and  embracing  in  a  series  of  thirty  the  entire  route  between 
the  two  coasts. 

The  Association's  finances  have  not  permitted  the  issuance  of 
all  thirty  maps  at  on.ce  as  they  are  highly  expensive  and  require 
a  great  deal  of  work  in  their  compilation.  At  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  this  volume,  strips  one  and  two,  covering  New 
York  to  Philadelphia,  and  Philadelphia  to  Gettysburg,  Pa., 
respectively,  are  completed  and  may  be  secured  by  remitting  25c 
apiece  to  the  Association.  These  maps  embrace  in  detail  a  strip 
of  territory  extending  about  twenty  miles  both  north  and  south

of  the  road  and  contain  on  their  reverse  side  detailed  maps  of  the 
larger  cities  through  which  the  Lincoln  Highway  passes,  showing 
the  exact  routing  by  streets. 

Mileage  readings  both  east  and  west  are  given  in  detail  on  these 
maps. 

The  Association  hopes  to  publish  several  additional  strips  each 
season  as  its  finances  permit. 


Warning  as  to  Fires 

THE  Chief  Forester  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  urges 
all  tourists  to  use  great  care  in  extinguishing  all  matches, 
cigar  or  cigarette  ends.  This  pertains  particularly  to  those 
who  may  be  touring  in  mid-summer  or  during  prolonged  dry 
spells. 

He  urges  that  those  tourists  who  may  from  time  to  time  camp 
by  the  roadside,  completely  extinguish  all  fires  that  may  have 
been  kindled.  He  suggests  that  these  fires  be  stamped  out  or 
that  a  bucket  of  water  be  used.  Water  will  be  found  in  abun- 
dance at  those  points  which  are  likely  to  be  chosen  for  camp  sites. 


The  Indian  Agents  urge  the  co-operation  of  tourists  in  their 
duties  by  refraining  from  furnishing  liquor  in  any  form  to  these 
wards  of  the  Government.  This  practice  in  some  instances  has 
made  it  necessary  to  exclude  tourists  from  certain  Reservations. 
This  is  most  unfortunate  as  a  visit  to  one  of  these  "concentration 
camps"  is  sure  to  prove  of  interest  to  the  eastern  tourist. 


Better  Be  Safe  Than  Sorry 

EVERY  person  who  lights  a  match,  builds  a  campfire,  or 
lights  a  "smoke"  in  wooded  country  or  along  a  brushy 
and  grassy  road  can  help  reduce  the  enormous  loss  from 
forest  and  grass  fires  BY  BEING  THOUGHTFUL. 

The  property  owners  in  every  locality  are  doing  all  in  their 
power  to  prevent  forest  and  grass  fires.  Do  your  share  by  making 
it  impossible  for  any  fire  to  be  attributable  to  your  thought- 
lessness. 

When  lighting  a  match  USE  YOUR  HEAD— the  match 
can't. 

If  you  think  too  late — after  you  have  thrown  a  match  or 
lighted  cigarette  stump  to  the  side  of  a  grassy  road — STOP — go 
back  and  see  that  it  can't  start  a  fire.  Three  minutes  of  your 
time  may  avoid  hours  of  hard  and  dangerous  fire  fighting. 

The  Pennsylvania  and  California  authorities  ask  that  if  you 
discover  a  large  fire  in  those  States  you  report  it  to  the  State 
Forester,  at  Harrisburg  or  Sacramento. 
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Lincoln  Highway  "Seedling  Miles" 

THE  Lincoln  Highway  Association  has  worked  in  an  endea- 
vor to  bring  about  permanent  construction  on  the  Lincoln 
Highway,  construction  of  that  economical  type  which,  once 
built,  requires  a  minimum  of  repairs  and  yearly  mainte- 
nance. Through  its  Engineers  and  Officers  the  Association  has 
given  careful  consideration  and  study  to  each  of  the  many  types 
of  road  construction  that  are  found  in  this  country,  to  the  end 
that  it  might  recommend  to  the  communities  constructing  links 
in  the  Lincoln  Highway  that  type  of  road  which  investigation  and 
experience  has  shown  to  be  the  most  economical  upon  main 
routes  of  traffic  destined  to  carry  great  and  constant  volumes 
of  passengers  and  freight. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association,  in  the  light  of  its  investiga- 
tions has  advocated  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  hard  surface  im- 
provement wherever  practicable,  as  being  the  most  efficient 
and  economical  type. 

As  a  measure  of  its  educational  work,  and  to  demonstrate  the 
desirability  of  this  permanent  type  of  road  construction  for 
both  passenger  and  freight  traffic  the  Lincoln  Highway  Associa- 
tion has  endeavored  to  arrange  for  the  building  of  what  are 
known  as  "Seedling  Miles"  of  permanent  Lincoln  Highway 
wherever  it  is  thought  that  the  construction  of  such  a  mile  would 
aid  in  crystalizing  public  sentiment  and  bringing  about  further 
construction  of  the  same  character. 

Several  of  these  Seedling  or  demonstrating  miles  of  permanent 
construction  have  been  laid  during  the  past  three  years,  the 
work  being  done  by  the  counties  or  communities  either  with 
the  regular  road  improvement  funds  of  the  county  and  state  or 
with  money  raised  by  public  subscription  in  the  nearby  cities 
and  from  property  owners  along  the  road,  and  the  material 
being  supplied  by  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association. 

A  Lincoln  Highway  "Seedling  Mile"  built  to  the  Association's 
standard,  of  permanent  concrete  construction  at  some  point 
where  mud  roads  have  been  the  rule,  and  where  all  local  traffic 
has  an  opportunity  to  note  the  striking  difference  between  it 
and  the  mud  in  which  it  begins  and  ends,  is  one  of  the  most 
potent  arguments  for  continuous  connecting  highways  of  such 
construction,  which  could  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  any  so- 
called  "mud  roads"  locality. 

The  Association  has  particularly  encouraged  the  building  of 
Seedling  Miles  in  those  districts  of  the  middle  West  where  no 
permanent  improvement  has  existed  on  the  route.  Any  such 
community  along  the  Lincoln  Highway  desiring  to  construct  a 
Seedling  Mile  can  by  making  proper  application  to  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association  and  securing  its  approval,  secure  sufficient 
cement  for  the  construction  of  a  standard  sixteen  foot  road. 
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The  only  condition  is  that  satisfactory  sub-grade  and  drainage 
must  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  community,  the  labor 
cost  of  doing  the  work  financed,  and  adequate  provision  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  road  for  a  reasonable  period  follow- 
ing its  construction. 

The  attention  of  the  tourist  is  called  to  the  first  Lincoln  High- 
way Seedling  Mile  constructed  in  the  fall  of  1914,  just  west  of 
Malta,  111.  Other  standard  Seedling  Miles  will  be  noted;  one 
in  Cook  County,  Illinois;  one  in  Whiteside  County,  Illinois, 
between  Sterling  and  Morrison;  one  near  Kearney,  Nebraska,  and 
one  near  Grand  Island,  Nebraska. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  now  has  applications  for 
cement  for  the  construction  of  Seedling  Miles  in  Iowa,  Indiana, 
and  Ohio,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  at  least  five  such  miles  will 
be  built  in  the  states  named  at  an  early  date. 

That  the  Lincoln  Highway  Seedling  Mile  is  well  named  is  a 
fact  which  events  have  established  beyond  dispute.  Mention 
has  just  been  made  of  the  three  Seedling  Miles  constructed  in 
the  State  of  Illinois.  The  construction  of  four  and  one-half 
miles  of  permanent,  hard-surfaced  Lincoln  Highway  in  Cook 
County  was  made  possible  only  by  the  action  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association  in  providing  for  a  Seedling  Mile  upon  the 
route  in  this  County.  This  improvement  was  scarcely  completed 
when  the  voters  in  the  county  gave  their  approval  to  the  idea  of 
permanently  constructed  roads  by  voting  a  million  dollar  bond 
issue,  a  large  portion  of  which  is  available  for  completing  the 
permanent  construction  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  entirely  across 
the  County. 

The  success  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Seedling  Mile  program  in 
Illinois  is  eveVi  more  emphatically  indicated  through  the  con- 
struction to  be  undertaken  in  hard-surfacing  the  entire  route 
from  Geneva  to  the  Mississippi  River,  the  program  including  also 
the  Lincoln  Highway  Feeder  from  Geneva  to  the  City  of  Chicago. 
In  the  great  good  roads  campaign  conducted  to  secure  this 
immense  constructive  program  the  balance  was  thrown  in  favor 
of  hard  roads  by  the  contribution  of  eighteen  thousand  barrels 
of  cement  for  the  purpose  of  Lincoln  Highway  improvement  in 
the  six  counties  traversed  by  the  route  in  the  territory  above 
mentioned.  This  contribution  was  brought  about  directly 
through  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association.  The  eighteen  thou- 
sand barrels  was  sufficient  to  provide  one  mile  of  concrete  pave- 
ment in  each  county. 
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The  Great  American  Tour 


The  Lincoln  Highway,  as  America's  Main  Street,  to 
Carry  Vast  Volume  of  Tourist  Traffic   , 

By  A.  F.  BEMENT,  Secretary,  The  Lincoln  Highway  Association 

THE  season  of  1917,  our  first  year  in  the  war,  was  the  first 
season  during  which  the  volume  of  American  touring  as 
indicated  by  the  statistics  compiled  along  the  Lincoln 
Highway  and  other  important  through  routes  of  tourist  traffic, 
did  not  double. 

The  total  traffic  in  1917  was  about  the  same  as  1916,  and  last 
year  it  was  anticipated  by  many  that  this  season  would,  for  the 
first  time  since  the  development  of  the  motor  car,  show  a  falling 
off  in  the  amount  of  travel  on  America's  highways. 

It  appeared  likely  for  a  time  that  there  would  be  a  serious  short- 
age of  motor  cars  due  to  factories  being  taken.over  by  the  Govern- 
ment'for  the  manufacture  of  needed  war  materials  and  due  to  a 
possible  lack  of  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  the  automobiles 
themselves.  However,  the  manufacturers  have  assured  the 
public  that  a  normal  quantity  of  motor  cars  can  be  produced 
even  while  the  factories  are  turning  out  in  addition  everything 
required  by  the  Government  and  that  the  supply  of  materials 
is  equally  adequate  for  both  the  manufacture  of  the  cars  required 
and  Government  needs  as  well. 

Automobile  manufacturers  report  an  exceptional  volume  of 
retail  sales  to  individuals  contemplating  automobile  tours  during 
the  coming  year  and  preparations  are  being  made  by  the  propri- 
etors of  hotels  and  garages  along  such  popular  and  main-traveled 
routes  as  the  Lincoln  Highway  for  a  volume  of  business  eclipsing 
that  of  any  previous  year. 

The  gasoline  question  at  one  time  loomed  as  a  formidable 
obstacle  in  the  face  of  American  touring  this  season.  It  has 
apparently  been  settled  and  an  adequate  supply  at  a  price 
averaging  no  greater  than  that  paid  a  year  ago  assured  for  every 
need  of  both  the  American  public  and  the  Government. 

Last  year  the  draft  registration  of  the  early  spring  made 
millions  of  men  and  families  uncertain  and  unable  to  plan  for  the 
summer,  not  knowing  what  the  chance  of  the  drawing  would 
reveal.  This  year  that  condition  has  passed.  Those  who  have 
been  called  have  gone  and  the  careful  classification  of  the  ques- 
tionnaire allows  men  of  draft  ages  and  their  families  to  plan  with 
more  or  less  certainty  for  the  immediate  future.  Thousands  will 
undertake  motor  trips  who  last  year  could  not,  in  view  of  the 
uncertainty  of  their  positions,  contemplate  extensive  travel  for 
their  recreation  period. 
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The  concentration  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  in  the 
scattered  mobilization  camps  will  in  itself  result  in  the  planning 
and  undertaking  of  long  distance  drives  on  the  part  of  thousands 
of  relatives  and  friends. 

The  country  has,  to  a  large  extent,  recovered  from  its  shock 
of  entry  into  war  and  thousands  in  every  line  of  endeavor  who 
have  for  a  long  winter  been  grimly  sawing  wood  at  their  appoint- 
ed tasks  plan  a  period  of  relaxation  and  an  opportunity  to 
increase  their  health  and  efficiency  in  the  out-of-doors  by  a  more 
or  less  extended  motor  trip  to  the  mountains,  lakes,  benches  and 
parks,  of  every  section  of  the  land. 

The  average  American  of  today  is  a  motorist  and  in  planning 
his  vacation  trip  will  think  first  of  his  automobile  as  a  means  of 
locomotion.  There  is  patriotism  in  the  thought  for  with  the 
railroads  of  the  country  staggering  under  their  present  over- 
burden of  freight  traffic,  the  unnecessary  passenger  traffic  should 
be  kept  to  a  minimum  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  war  needed 
commodities. 

The  luxuries  of  tourist  travel  by  rail  are  under  the  ban. 

The  motor  vehicle  can  serve  America  to  good  purpose  in  more 
ways  than  one.  While  road  improvement  is  being  rushed  on 
all  main  lines  of  communication  to  facilitate  the  passage  of 
heavily  laden  trucks  transporting  war  supplies  for  the  Govern- 
ment and  short  haul  freight  for  the  relief  of  our  over-burdened 
railroads,  the  misnamed  "pleasure  car,"  which  has  now  been 
removed  by  the  Government  from  the  list  of  unnecessary 
commodities,  can  be  carrying  American  workers  of  all  classes  over 
these  same  roads  on  brief  or  extended  revitalizing  and  reenergiz- 
ing trips  back  to  the  beauties  and  wonders  of  nature  and  the  vast 
playgrounds  of  America. 

All  work  and  no  play  does  not  make  for  the  greatest  efficiency 
or  the  greatest  accomplishment.  America's  long  distance 
motorists  .will  be  gaining  new  health,  vision  and  energy  for  a 
return  to  their  tasks,  at  the  least  expenditure  of  necessary 
material  and  money  and  will  be  at  the  same  time  assisting  in  the 
maintaining  of  a  normal  and  healthy  business  activity  in  every 
section  of  the  land. 

The  tremendous  volume  of  the  tourist  traffic  to  which  all 
indications  point  this  season  cannot  but  be  taken  as  a  good  sign; 
good  for  the  business  of  the  nation ;  good  for  its  health  and  spirit 
and  morale;  good  in  bringing  about  a  closer  understanding 
between  widely  separated  sections  of  the  Union  and  a  correspon- 
dingly greater  unity  of  thought  and  action. 

Americans  are  the  greatest  travellers  in  the  world,  and  not  for 
long  can  our  universal  impulse  to  move  about,  seeking  new 
sights,  knowledge,  experiences  and  pleasures^  be  denied.  With 
our  rambling  inclinations  definitely  confined  to  the  territorial 
limits  of  our  own  country  and  our  individual  travel  by  motor 
bringing  us  into  close  personal  contact  with  each  other  and  with 
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the  people  of  every  section — better  and  truer  Americanism  is 
bound  to  result. 

Before  the  war,  tens  of  thousands  of  Americans  annually 
visited  the  historic  and  scenic  sights  of  the  old  world  to  such  an 
extent  that  "See  America  First"  became  the  slogan  of  the  hour 
and  every  endeavor  was  put  forth  by  our  press  to  convince 
Americans  that  there  were  things  in  their  own  country  to  be  seen 
as  interesting,  as  beautiful  and  sublime  as  anything  offered  in  the 
most  out-of-the-way  corner  of  the  world. 

As  our  American  Highways  have  improved  and  thus  opened  a 
way  to  our  native  wonders  and  scenic  beauties,  a  yearly  increas- 
ing volume  of  travel  has  flowed  and  counter-flowed  throughout 
the  land  and  yearly  more  Americans  are  becoming  familiar  with 
their  own  country  and  the  people,  traditions,  history  and  ideas 
of  its  various  sections. 

The  transcontinental  trip,  affording  a  wonderful  perspective 
of  the  widely  varied  charms  of  the  East,  Middle-West  and  far 
West,  is  still  a  favorite. 

The  transcontinental  motorists  of  this  year,  or  a  vast  majority 
of  them,  will  as  usual  follow  the  Lincoln  Highway  or  portions  of  it 
and  will  be  able  to  enjoy  long  sections  of  improvement  primarily 
constructed,  or  being  constructed  for  the  transportation  of 
Government  supplies,  farm  products  and  commercial  freight. 

What  are  the  conditions  to  be  encountered  in  a  transconti- 
nental trip  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  1918?  Not  all  good,  to  be 
sure,  but  infinitely  better  than  ever  before  and  destined  to  be 
made  better  this  year  on  a  scale  of  improvement  far  greater  than 
ever  before  undertaken,  due  largely  to  the  urging  of  the  Council 
of  National  Defense  that  the  road  be  brought  as  soon  as  possible 
into  the  best  shape  made  possible  by  the  available  funds  in  each 
state  through  which  the  route  passes. 

In  November,  the  Council  of  National  Defense,  in  a  letter  to 
the  State  Councils  of  Defense,  said  in  part:  "With  the  constant 
increase  in  traffic  across  the  country,  the  transcontinental  high- 
ways are  becoming  increasingly  important.  Of  these,  the  most 
advanced  is  the  Lincoln  Highway.  We  ask  your  help  to  put  it 
in  first  class  condition.  The  Lincoln  Highway,  running  from 
ocean  to  ocean  can  be  made  a  useful  adjunct  to  railroad  trans- 
portation. In  good  condition  it  is  available  for  the  movement  of 
freight  by  motor  truck.  In  particular,  auto  vehicles  destined 
for  the  use  of  the  Government  or  our  Allies  can  be  run  over  it  to 
the  seaboard  on  their  own  power  and  in  so  doing,  carry  freight 
thus  making  a  considerable  saving  to  the  railways. 

"We  ask  that  you  consult  with  your  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion and  interest  it  and  your  local  organizations  to  make  what- 
ever immediate  local  repairs  are  necessary  to  put  the  Lincoln 
Highway  in  useable  condition  and  then  to  keep  it  so." 

A  tremendous  program  for  constructive  "linking  up"  of 
disconnected  stretches  of  improvement  is  the  result. 
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In  1917  approximately  two  and  a  quarter  million  dollars  were 
spent  in  the  eleven  states  through  which  the  Lincoln  Highway 
passes  upon  its  improvement,  less,  however,  than  in  any  other 
one  year  since  its  announcement  and  dedication.  Largely  due 
to  the  urging  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense  and  the 
Federal  interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  route  as  a  main 
military  strategic  and  commercial  backbone  Highway,  and 
with  the  Federal  Aid  extended  for  the  improvement  of  such  high- 
ways, plans  for  1918  indicate  the  expenditure  of  over  four  million 
dollars  or  nearly  100%  more  than  in  1917.  Construction  will 
be  under  way  in  many  states  but  in  every  instance  good  detour 
roads  will  be  provided  by  the  local  authorities. 

Compare  the  conditions  as  they  exist  today  on  our  main  trans- 
continental Highway — on  what  has  been  called  the  Great 
American  Tour — with  those  which  existed  previous  to  the 
organization  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  in  1913  and 
before  the  attention  of  the  states  and  counties  and  their  available 
funds  had  been  concentrated  upon  the  improvement  of  that 
route. 

As  late  as  1908  and  1909  transcontinental  travel  by  motor  was 
still  an  adventure  for  the  intrepid  and  was  undertaken  almost 
solely  by  motor  car  manufacturers  either  as  a  test  or  advertising 
trip.  In  those  times,  if  you  planned  a  jaunt,  say  from  Boston  to 
Los  Angeles,  New  York  to  San  Francisco,  Washington  to  Seattle 
or  Portland  to  Portland,  you  proceeded  first  to  lay  in  a  stock  of 
supplies  and  accessories  only  slightly  less  comprehensive,  expen- 
sive and  cumbersome  than  Captain  Amundsen  would  require  for 
a  dash  for  the  Pole  or  Stanley  for  a  trip  into  darkest  Africa. 

Then  you  started  out  pretty  much  by  the  compass,  following 
a  general  map  of  the  United  States  and  finding,  or  endeavoring 
to  find  the  best  road,  if  roads  existed,  from  town  to  town  along 
as  direct  a  course  as  you  could  lay.  You  could  not  tell  before- 
hand how  long  your  trip  would  take,  how  much  it  would  cost, 
which  way  you  were  going,  through  which  cities  you  would  pass 
or  whether,  in  reality,  you  would  ever  reach  your  destination  or 
not. 

How  different  now,  after  a  relatively  short  period  of  national 
interest  and  united  effort  toward  "Tightening  the  Union"  and 
linking  America's  coasts  with  main  line  motor  roads!  After  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  states,  counties  and  Federal  Government 
have  resulted  in  the  expenditure  of  some  twelve  million  dollars 
upon  Lincoln  Highway  improvement. 

The  tourist  of  1918  cannot  appreciate,  unless  he  attempted  a 
similar  drive  over  the  transcontinental  route  three  or  four  years 
ago,  the  vast  extent  of  the  improvement  which  has  been  accom- 
plished. It  is  unfortunately  true  that  a  poor  section  of  road 
leaves  a  much  more  lasting  impression  upon  the  mind  than  a 
perfect  section  even  many  times  as  long.  One  cannot  start  out 
now  for  a  trip  across  the  United  States  anticipating  boulevard 
conditions  from  coast  to  coast  and  it  will  be  many  a  long  year 
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before  such  a  motorist's  millennium  is  realized.  But  one  can 
start  out  with  a  definite  knowledge  of  just  how  he  is  going,  what 
the  conditions  are  in  each  state,  approximately  the  length  of  time 
the  trip  is  going  to  take,  what  its  cost  will  be,  and  can  be  very 
certain  of  arriving  at  his  destination  upon  almost  schedule  time, 
if  proper  care  is  exercised  and  the  really  very  few  necessary 
preliminary  precautions  taken. 

The  tourist  driving  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  1918  should 
remember  that  many  of  the  long  stretches  of  perfect  construction 
which  he  will  pass  over  would  have  been,  a  few  years  ago,  impass- 
able bogs  if  wet  or  inches  deep  in  dust  if  dry. 

Eastern  tourists  traveling  the  great  West  should  remember  that 
many  a  western  county  embraces  a  territory  as  large  as  some  of  our 
eastern  states  and  contains  a  population  of  but  a  few  scattered 
thousands.  Many  motorists  touring  across  the  West  content 
themselves  with  abusing  the  communities  or  the  state  when  poor, 
or  even  worse  road  conditions  are  encountered,  as  they  often  are, 
without  giving  a  thought  to  the  almost  insurmountable  obstacles 
with  which  these  communities  or  states  are  confronted  in  endeav- 
oring to  provide  even  passable  road  conditions  on  their  vast 
mileages  of  public  highway. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  across  New  Jersey  is  macadam  in  its 
entirety  but  due  to  the  tremendous  traffic  which  it  has  carried, 
particularly  the  companies  of  motor  trucks  carrying  Government 
supplies  from  inland  points  to  Atlantic  coast  ports,  sections  of 
the  route  have  suffered  rapid  deterioration.  Improvement  of 
these  sections  will  be  under  way  this  year  and  ultimate  construc- 
tion of  a  more  permanent  type  of  pavement  has  been  advocated 
by  State  Engineer  General  George  W.  Goethals  of  Panama  Canal 
fame,  who  has  foreseen  the  real  economy  of  constructing  such 
main  line  highways  of  the  most  permanent  and  lasting  type  even 
regardless  of  first  cost. 

Approximately  four  hundred  miles  across  Pennsylvania 
through  the  Allegheny  Mountains  the  Lincoln  Highway  is 
smooth,  well  kept  macadam,  and  leads  through  a  country  of  the 
utmost  scenic  beauty.  There  are  but  fourteen  miles  of  Lincoln 
Highway  unimproved  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Travelers  of  the  present  year  may  be  forced  to  make  numerous 
short  detours  in  Ohio  due  to  Lincoln  Highway  improvement  in 
progress.  Permanent  construction  is  to  be  rushed  in  each  of  the 
thirteen  counties  of  the  state  traversed  by  the  Highway  as  a 
patriotic  response  to  the  request  of  the  Council  of  National 
Defense  for  the  improvement  of  the  Lincoln  Highway. 

Less  than  twenty  miles  of  really  bad  roads  are  encountered  in 
crossing  the  entire  state  of  Indiana.  Long  stretches  of  brick  and 
concrete  highway  testify  to  the  endeavor  of  the  people  of  the 
Hoosier  State  to  bring  this  great  Memorial  Highway  into  the 
perfect  condition  which  its  importance  justifies.  In  dry  weather 
the  trip  across  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Nebraska  can  be  made  over 
well-graded,  dragged  and  drained  dirt  roads,  but  in  the  latter  two 
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states  especially  rain  furnishes  a  barrier  to  all  traffic.  When  it 
rains,  the  tourist  must  stop,  if  he  wishes  to  save  his  car,  his  time, 
his  tires  and  his  temper. 

Due  to  the  exceptionally  heavy  traffic  of  the  past  year,  sec- 
tions of  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  Wyoming  gave  way  and  pre- 
sented very  bad  traveling  to  the  motorist  using  the  road  late  in 
the  year;  but  the  Wyoming  State  Highway  Department,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  county  authorities  all  along  the  route,  has 
promised  to  have  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  condition  for  such 
traffic  as  it  is  called  upon  to  carry  during  the  present  year. 

In  Utah  and  Nevada  that  part  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
properly  known  as  the  desert  section  is  encountered.  The  drive 
from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Ely,  Nevada,  should  not  be  lightly 
attempted.  Adverse  weather  conditions  here  can  make  the  road 
impassable,  but  when  dry  the  route  can  be  and  is  driven  without 
serious  difficulty,  and  with  much  of  absorbing  interest  and  scenic 
grandeur  to  make  up  for  any  minor  inconveniences. 

California  provides  a  perfect  trans-state  road  and  a  drive  of 
wondrous  scenic  beauty. 

Long  distance  motor  traffic  is  no  longer  a  novelty  in  this  coun- 
try;  it  is  becoming  the  iule.  A  motor  trip  of  two  thousand  miles 
no  longer  creates  comment.  Out-of-the-way  spots,  inaccessible 
by  rail,  once  lonely  trails  whose  heaviest  traffic  not  long  since 
was  the  occasional  passage  of  the  prospector  with  his  ambling 
burro  or  the  native  in  his  swaying  buckboard,  now  swarm  with 
tourists  from  every  section  of  the  Union. 

I  remember  last  summer,  while  being  temporarily  delayed  in  a 
little  private  Hades  of  an  arroyo  in  the  Mohave  Desert  on  the 
Midland  Trail,  the  main  route  of  travel  from  Los  Angeles  to 
eastern  and  northern  points,  of  sitting  in  the  sand  in  the  scanty 
shade  of  the  car,  fighting  red  ants  and — watching  the  traffic  go 
by!  We  were  there  about  four  hours  waiting  while  the  unlucky 
member  of  our  party  walked  to  the  nearest  ranch  for  horses  and 
I  would  hesitate  to  estimate  how  many  cars  went  by  and  how 
many  different  states  they  represented.  We  certainly  were  not 
lonely  for  about  every  five  minutes  a  car  pulled  up,  asked  the 
usual  questions,  answered  ours  and  passed  on,  north  or  south. 
They  all  knew  where  they  were  going,  how  they  would  get  there 
and  when. 

Another  instance  showing  the  tremendous  growth  of  American 
motor  travel  was  presented  in  one  of  the  prosperous  small  towns 
which  dot  the  line  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  the  Middle-West, 
where  I  arrived  one  July  day  at  noon  and  stopped  for  lunch. 
There  were  "touring  cars"  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word,  lined  up 
for  a  block  or  more  on  both  sides  of  the  street.  Not  more  than  a 
half  dozen  in  the  entire  block  carried  the  licenses  of  the  state  in 
which  I  had  traveled  that  day.  The  home  garages  of  fully  a 
dozen  of  the  automobiles  in  sight  were  located  at  least  a  thousand 
miles  away.  The  car  owners  and  their  families  within  the 
restaurant  typified   the  citizenry  of  New  England,    the  sunny 
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South  un<l  far  California,  brought  together  at  this  point  by  means 
of  the  through  connected  Highway  which  irresistibly  draws  the 
automobile  tourist  from  the  farthest  points  of  the  land. 

With  the  freedom  established  by  their  membership  in  the  great 
motor  fraternity,  they  voiced  the  talk  of  the  road  from  table  to 
table.  Here  a  family  of  four,  consisting  of  a  father  and  mother 
and  two  robust  sons  of  college  age,  evidently  the  pilots  of  their 
car,  made  anxious  inquiry  of  a  party  of  Californians  relative  to 
the  road  conditions  and  marking  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  through 
the  West — their  destination  was  the  Pacific  Coast.  In  turn  they 
imparted  information  to  the  travelers  eastward  bound  concerning 
the  delights  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  drive  across  Pennsylvania 
and  New  Jersey  to  New  York,  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  road. 

Such  pictures  are  typical.  They  were  evidenced  during  the 
travel  season  of  1917  along  the  entire  course  of  the  Lincoln  High- 
way and  the  other  main  through,  connected  routes  of  automobile 
travel  within  the  United  States. 

Upon  the  Lincoln  Highway  this  year  you  will  be  able  to  see  the 
license  tags  of  every  State  in  the  Union.  Upon  America's  Main 
Street,  between  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  the  Golden  Gate, 
Americans  will  be  rubbing  shoulders  and  fenders,  meeting  each 
other,  exchanging  ideas,  gaining  a  broader  insight  into  the  vast- 
ness  of  our  land  and  its  resources,  being  inspired  anew  by  the 
historical  associations  which  from  Valley  Forge  to  the  Presidio 
teem  along  the  Trail,  gaining  new  health,  and  confidence  and 
good  American  "punch"  in  the  God-given  spaces  of  our  far  West.

THE  Lincoln  Highway  Association  as  a  great  working  force 
is  composed  of  thousands  of  public  spirited,  interested 
organizations  and  individuals,  newspapers,  public  men, 
officials  and  citizens  in  every  part  of  the  union.  It  includes  every 
one,  who,  in  any  capacity  has  aided,  or  is  aiding,  the  advancement 
of  the  project.     Their  number  is  legion. 

It  is  clear  that  this  vast  volume  of  volunteer  effort  mustTiave  a 
nucleus — a  working  head — a  central  organization  to  act  as  a 
clearing  house  for  all  the  hundreds  of  local  organizations  working 
toward  the  completion  of  their  local  sections.  This  is  supplied 
by  the  Headquarters  of  the  Association  in  Detroit,  where  the 
small  paid  personnel  of  the  National  Organization  is 
located.  Through  the  Headquarters  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
thousands  who  are  working  for  the  Lincoln  Highway  are  central- 
ized, efficiently  directed  and  supplied  with  the  inspiration  of 
continuous  contact  with  the  progress  of  the  work  all  along  the 
line.  Through  it  plans  are  laid  and  worked  out;  funds  secured 
for  improvement  which  local  means  are  not  adequate  to  bring 
about;  new  interest  and  effort  constantly  stimulated  and  inspired 
and  the  importance  of  the  national  work  kept  constantly  before 
the  American  public. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Association  are  maintained  from  the 
funds  provided  by  those  interested  in  the  great  work  and  desirous 
of  its  ultimate  completion.  The  important  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion can  be  advanced  in  the  measure  allowed  by  available  funds. 
These  funds  come  from  three  sources. 

How  the  Work  of  the  Lincoln  Highway- 
Association  is  Financed 

The  major  portion  of  the  funds,  which  have  made  possible  the 
carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  have 
come  from  the  "Founders"  of  the  Association.  These  are  the 
men  and  corporations  who  enable  the  stable  and  business-like 
administration  of  the  Association's  affairs  by  pledging  a  thousand 
dollars  a  year  toward  the  support  of  the  work,  for  three  years. 

The  known  pledged  income  provides  a  working  basis  for  the 
Association's  affairs,  without  which  it  would  be  impossible  to 
plan  in  advance,  or  to  undertake  many  of  the  educational  phases 
of  the  Association's  work  which  go  so  far  toward  advancing 
actual  construction,  but  which  in  no  way  return  to  the  Associa- 
tion any  portion  of  their  cost.  Under  this  head  comes  the 
providing  of  speakers,  the  preparation  and  publication  of  educa- 
tional publicity,  the  expense  of  holding  road  meetings  and  the 
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increasing  overhead  cost  of  handling  a  vast   volume   of  corre- 
spondence. 

Income  from  Activities 

The  Association,  while  not  being  incorporated  for  profit, 
realizes  a  certain  return  from  many  of  its  necessary  activities, 
in  the  course  of  each  year,  such  as  the  publication  and  sale  of 
maps,  Road  Guides,  etc.  From  it  the  Association  is  able  to 
carry  much  of  the  heavy  expense  of  the  compilation  and  publica- 
tion of  data  constantly  requested  from  every  section  of  the 
country. 

Sustaining  Members 

A  very  small  proportion  of  the  Association's  total  income  has 
been  derived  from  the  annual  dues  of  a  small  number  of  Sustain- 
ing Members,  who,  in  addition  to  approving  of  the  Association's 
work,  and  in  many  instances  even  expending  their  personal 
efforts  in  its  behalf,  see  the  necessity  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
central  organization  and  pledge  to  it  the  payment  of  $5.00  per 
year  during  their  membership.  The  Association  appeals  for 
additional  support  from  those  thousands  of  individuals  in  every 
part  of  the  country  who  are  interested  in  the  advancement  of 
the  Lincoln  Highway  and  the  great  idea  for  which  it  stands. 

If  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  thousands  interested  in  the 
Association's  work  would  become  Sustaining  Members  of  the 
Association  and  pay  their  small  yearly  proportion  of  the  expense 
of  the  organization,  a  fund  would  be  provided  which  would  quad- 
ruple the  effectiveness  of  the  Association's  efforts  and  result  in  a 
much  more  rapid  advance  toward  its  object. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  needs  ten  thousand  Sustain- 
ing Members.  The  broadening  influence  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Association  and  the  increasing  National  interest  in  the  promotion 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway  yearly  throw  a  greater  volume  of  detail 
work  upon  the  small  organization  made  possible  now  by  the  funds 
secured  from  the  Association's  Founders,  and  its  minor  revenue 
producing  activities. 

There  is  a  Sustaining  Members  application  in  this  book.  If 
you  approve  of  the  work  which  the  Association  is  doing  and  which 
it  is  stimulating  in  an  inestimably  vast  degree  beyond  what  the 
organization  itself  directly  accomplishes;  if  you  believe  that 
the  Lincoln  Highway  is  of  importance  to  the  nation,  and  that  its 
completion  should  be  continuously  urged  and  promoted  in  every 
way  possible,  aid  the  organization  in  its  work  by  becoming  a 
Member  and  signing  the  blank  and  returning  it  to  the  Associa- 
tion's Headquarters,  together  with  the  dues  for  the  year.

WHEREAS,  toward  the  end  of  accomplishing  this  purpose  elaborate 
research  and  investigation  has  been  prerequisite  to  crystallization  of  opinion 
before  intelligent  and  wise  decision  could  be  reached,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Association  expressly  desires  to  impress  upon  all  the 
people  that  it  fully  acknowledges  that  a  public  declaration  by  it  of  a  route 
is  of  no  force  or  effect  except  as  it  shall  be  wise  and  practical,  and  being  so, 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  people  for  such  a  useful  and  enduring  memorial, 
and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  obvious  that  this  Association  can  only  aid  and  co-oper- 
ate toward  the  desired  end,  and  that  UPON  ALL  THE  PEOPLE,  and 
especially  upon  the  officials  of  each  State  and  County  and  upon  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof,  within  the  borders  of  which  is  designated  by  these  resolutions 
a  section  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  does  rest  the  patriotic  burden  of  ESTAB- 
LISHING, BROADENING,  STRAIGHTENING,  MAINTAINING, 
AND  BEAUTIFYING  such  Highway  to  the  end  that  it  may  become  an 
appropriate  memorial  to  the  Great  Martyred  Patriot  whose  name  it  bears, 
and 

WHEREAS,  our  chief  step  toward  the  desired  goal  is  to  crystallize  in  the 
public  mind  the  practical  wisdom  of  the  route  selected,  therefore  be  it 
recorded  here: 

First — That  in  general  it  has  been  for  nearly  a  century  and  is  today  the 
main  Overland  Trail,  and  that  part  lying  West  of  Chicago  is  known  by  that 
historic  name. 

Second — It  is  the  most  direct  and  most  practical  route  as  to  grades, 
curves  and  general  topography. 

Third — It  is  to  the  greatest  extent  improved  and  marked  throughout  its 
length. 

Fourth— It  is  capable  of  being  established  as  a  fitting  memorial  highway 
at  the  least  cost,  and

inspection  in  the  hope  that  the  wisdom  and  care  in  selection  may  insure 
united  sentiment,  and  with  the  prayer  that  this  record  will  appeal  to  the 
hearts  of  all  patriotic  Americans  to  the  end  that  plans  and  activities  toward 
construction  may  go  immediately  forward,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Lincoln  Highway  now  is  and  henceforth  shall  be 
an  existing  memorial  in  tribute  to  the  immortal  Abraham  Lincoln.

1TH  the  authority  to  plan  and  the  power  to  execute  of  the  great 
Napoleon,  the  Lincoln  Way  might  be  creditably  planned  and  executed 
with  dispatch  from  the  beginning. 

The  idealists  who  have  energetically  pressed  forward  the  great  project 
of  a  Lincoln  Highway  from  coast  to  coast  have  accomplished  wonders  to- 
wards crystallizing  a  nation-wide  demand  for  the  consummation  of  such  a 
great  and  desirable  project. 

A  committee  of  these  idealists,  after  energetically  and  at  their  own  per- 
sonal expense  pressing  the  propaganda  to  national  fame  and  interest,  decided 
to  increase  the  force  behind  their  efforts,  enlist  the  financial  aid  of  others, 
and  thus  develop  a  stronger  public  interest  and  support  of  the  work. 

After  much  deliberation  they  decided  to  centralize  and  organize  with 
headquarters  at  a  convenient  center. 

Route  investigations  began.  All  data  was  studied.  Climatic  conditions 
considered.  Routes  possible  and  impossible  were  traveled  and  details  care- 
fully noted  as  bearing  on  the  ultimate  decision  which  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Association  was  organized  to  make,  as  to  what  route  would  in  its  judgment 
be  the  most  practicable  to  become  the  great  Lincoln  Memorial  Highway. 

The  Lincoln  Way  so  selected,  if  done  wisely,  will  become  great. 

None  know  better  than  those  who  will  assume  to  select  the  route  that  it  is 
not  done  with  Napoleonic  authority  or  power. 

The  force  behind  the  decision  will  be  only  the  wisdom  of  it,  which  it  is 
hoped  will  give  the  selection  of  route  the  force,  because  it  is  believed  that  the 
route  of  the  "Lincoln  Way,"  wisely  chosen,  will  have  behind  it  the  patriotic 
force  of  the  whole  people. 

The  appeals  of  sections  have  been  heard.  The  arguments  of  all  interests 
have  been  and  are  being  weighed. 

Shall  the  Lincoln  Way  be  marked  on  the  map  from  large  city  to  city? 
Shall  it  be  from  point  of  interest  to  point  of  interest? 

Shall  it  be  a  highway  from  New  York  to  San  Franciso,  as  direct  as  prac- 
ticable considering  the  limitations  by  Nature  in  the  topography  of  the 
country? 

See  America  first! 

With  all  our  force  we  endorse  that  sentiment!  But  a  transcontinental 
highway  that  wound  from  large  city  to  large  city,  from  one  wonder  of  nature 
to  another  would  indeed  be  a  devious  and  winding  journey  in  this  great 
America  of  ours. 

It  becomes  plain  that  the  decision  on  such  a  complicated  route  could  not 
be  arrived  at  in  generations.  No  concentrated  effort  could  be  gained  for  the 
execution  of  the  work.  It  becomes  plain  that  the  scope  of  the  work  must  be 
within  the  practicable.  It  must  be  such  as  to  immediately  upon  presen- 
tation gain  your  support  and  mine. 

The  decision  must  be  confined  to  one  permanent  road  across  the  country 
to  be  constructed  first,  no  matter  how  desirable  others  may  be  and  actually 
are. 

Such  has  become  the  basic  principle  guiding  the  Lincoln  Highway  Associa- 
tion.

How  the  Work  is  Advanced  Through  Public  Spirited 
Volunteer  Endeavor  Along  the  Route 

A  WORD  of  explanation  in  regard  to  the  plan  of  organization 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  will  be  of  interest  to 
the  tourist.  It  will  be  noted  throughout  this  volume  that 
at  the  beginning  of  each  State  route  log  the  name  of  the  "State 
Consul"  of  the  Association  and  his  lesidence  is  given  and  that 
under  the  information  concerning  each  city,  town  oi  village  along 
the  route  will  be  one  or  two  names  following  the  title  of  "County 
Consul,"  or  "Local  Consul." 

These  men  are  the  volunteer  representatives  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association.  They  are  the  Lincoln  Highway  leaders 
in  their  communities  and  through  them,  the  Headquarters  of  the 
Association  in  Detroit  are  kept  in  touch  with  the  progress  of  the 
work  all  along  the  line  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  and  are 
enabled  to  efficiently  direct  nation-wide  plans  for  Highway 
improvement  or  marking  and  to  mold  public  sentiment  in  every 
state,  county  and  community. 

The  National  Lincoln  Highway  Association  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  Board  of  Directors.  Under  this  Board  is  an  executive 
committee  of  five  men  who  formulate  the  active  policy  of  the 
Association  which  in  turn  in  directed  by  the  President  under 
whom  in  active  continuous  personal  charge  of  the  working  out  of 
the  Association's  plans  are  the  Secretary  and  Field  Secretary. 

In  each  state  through  which  the  Lincoln  Highway  passes  an 
active,  interested  public  spirited  individual,  a  leader  in  state 
affairs,  and  particularly  in  good  roads  efforts  has  been  appointed 
as  "State  Consul"  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association.  The 
State  Consul  directs  the  efforts  of  the  "County  Consuls"  who  in 
in  turn  are  selected  by  the  National  Organization  at  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  State  Consul  and  appointed  to  aid  Lincoln 
Highway  endeavor  in  their  respective  counties. 

Under  the  County  Consul  is  a  closely  knit  organization  of 
local  representatives  or  "Consuls"  in  each  community  through 
which  the  Lincoln  Highway  passes.  The  organization  of  Lin- 
coln Highway  Consuls  now  numbers  nearly  two  hundred  and 
fifty  and  comprises  doctors,  lawyers,  clergymen,  state  and  county 
officers,  bankers,  farmers,  Secretaries  of  Commercial  Clubs  and 
like  civic  organizations;  all  giving  of  their  time,  effort  and  money 
toward  the  advancement  of  the  great  work  voluntarily  and  with- 
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out  other  recompense  than  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they 
are  achieving  in  cooperation  a  work  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
their  communities,  counties  and  states  and  to  the  nation  as  a 
whole. 

To  the  Lincoln  Highway  organization  of  Consuls  along  the 
route  is  due  the  greatest  measure  of  appreciation,  not  only  from 
the  communties  in  which  they  live,  but  from  the  nation  as  a 
whole  and  from  the  traveling  public. 

Tourists  can  always  call  upon  the  Consuls  of  the  Lincoln  High- 
way Association  along  the  line  for  any  information  required  with 
the  assurance  that  it  will  be  provided  with  pleasure.  It  would 
also  be  appreciated  by  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  if 
tourists  traveling  the  Lincoln  Highway  would  report  to  the 
nearest  County  or  Local  .Consul  any  road  conditions  or  other 
matters  which  they  feel  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
organization,  in  the  interest  of  the  work. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  could 
do  little  or  nothing  without  the  complete  cooperation  of  these 
public  spirited  patriotic  individuals  located  along  the  route  who, 
by  leading  public  sentiment  and  arousing  interest  in  their  com- 
munities have  made  the  vast  accomplishment  in  the  improvement 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway  possible.  The  Headquarters  of  the 
Association  can  only  endeavor  to  efficiently  direct  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  local  organizations  and  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  a 
unified  continuous  campaign  of  improvement  and  public  educa- 
tion from  New  York  to  San  Francisco. 

The  American  Public  should  know  that  it  is  to  the  Lincoln 
Highway  workers  along  the  route  that  the  thanks  of  the  nation 
are  due  in  the  greatest  measure  for  the  accomplishments  which 
have  been  brought  about  under  the  direction  of  the  central 
organization.

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Pertinent  Facts  About  the  Lincoln  Highway 

THE  Lincoln  Highway  is  a  continuous,  connecting,  improved 
road  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  connecting  New  York 
and  San  Francisco,  a  distance  of  3322  miles.  The  route  is 
about  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles  longer  than  the  shortest  con- 
necting transcontinental  railroads,  and  is  forty-five  miles  shorter 
than  the  transcontinental  long  distance  telephone  line. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  being  established  by  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association,  a  patriotic  and  non-commercial  body, 
incoporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  with  head- 
quarters in  the  city  of  Detroit. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  is  not  a  constructing  organi- 
zation, but  is  a  national  body  concentrating  its  attention  upon 
the  education  of  the  public  toward  the  proper  expenditure  of  road 
funds  in  the  securing  of  our  first  main  arterial  highway  between 
the  two  coasts,  a  road  which  will  be  the  first  step  in  a  national 
system  of  such  permanent  connecting  routes. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  open  to  lawful  traffic  of  all  descriptions 
without  toll  charges.  At  present  the  tourist  encounters  tolls  in 
certain  parts  of  Pennsylvania,  but  these  will  be  removed  as  fast 
as  the  funds  heeded  for  the  public  purchase  of  the  rights-of-way 
can  be  made  available.  Since  the  announcement  of  the  route  in 
1913  many  sections  of  toll  road  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  Penn- 
sylvania have  been  made  public  thoroughfares,  through  the  pur- 
chase of  the  private  rights-of-way  by  the  state  and  the  counties 
and  the  elimination  of  these  toll  sections  is  going  rapidly  forward. 
Except  at  these  points  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  at  bridges 
such  as  the  one  over  the  Mississippi  River  at  Clinton,  Iowa, 
nothing  in  the  nature  of  toll  charges  is  encountered.  There  is  a 
nominal  vehicle  charge  both  in  crossing  the  Hudson  River  and 
San  Francisco  Bay. 

The  basic  principle  followed  in  the  laying  out  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  was  to  secure  the  shortest  and  most  direct  route  be- 
tween New  York  City  and  San  Francisco,  consistent  with  the 
topography  of  the  country  and  serving  the  greatest  possible 
proportion  of  the  population.  The  Lincoln  Highway  serves  60 
per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  United  States,  and  is  directly 
available  to  67  per  cent  of  the  registered  automobiles. 

Many  pleasant  trips  to  points  of  scenic  and  historic  interest 
may  be  taken  over  the  improved  roads  connecting  with  the 
Lincoln  Highway.  The  Lincoln  Highway  passes  only  18  miles 
south  of  Chicago,  and  tourists  can  easily  and  quickly  reach  the 
heart  of  the  city  over  any  of  a  number  of  improved  roads. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  is  promoting  the  construc- 
tion of  permanent  hard-surfaced  roads  through  a  plan  of  "seed- 
ling mile"  construction,  by  which  the  Association,  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  cement  companies  of  the  United  States, 
supplies  counties  with  sufficient  cement  to  construct  a  mile  of 
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concrete  road  of  standard  specifications.  This  plan  has  already 
resulted  in  the  construction  of  the  first  two  hard  surfaced  miles 
of  road  in  the  State  of  Nebraska,  one  near  Grand  Island  and  the 
other  at  Kearney.  Other  seedling  miles  have  been  placed  in 
Illinois,  near  DeKalb,  Morrison  and  Chicago  Heights,  and  plans 
for  further  seedling  mile  construction  in  1918  in  the  States  of 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Iowa  will  be  carried  out.  In  every 
instance  where  seedling  miles  have  been  established  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Association  with  the  local  communities,  the 
plan  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  good  roads  sentiment  of 
the  county,  and  of  that  section  of  the  state  in  which  the  construc- 
tion was  undertaken,  and  in  further  construction  of  like  nature, 
either  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  or  on  the  main  connecting  roads. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  now  marked  for  the  guidance  of  the 
tourist  for  its  entire  length,  the  general  plan  of  marking  being 
from  five  to  eight  standard  markers  to  the  mile,  and  two  at  the 
turns. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  the  backbone  of  any  national  highway 
system,  of  commercial  and  strategic  importance.  It  bisects  the 
heart  of  the  Union.  It  was  the  first  road  in  the  United  States 
to  be  definitely  laid  out  and  its  improvement  urged  by  a  national 
body.  It  is  the  best  known  road  in  the  world  and  in  the  four 
years  since  its  inception  more  effort  and  money  have  been  concen- 
trated upon  its  unified  improvement  and  maintenance  than  any 
other  road  in  the  world.  Careful  estimates  made  from  reliable 
data  indicate  the  expenditure  of  over  twelve  million  dollars  on 
Lincoln  Highway  improvement  since  1913.  Plans  for  1918 
indicate  work  to  cost  over  four  million  dollars  will  be  completed. 
This  tremendous  program  of  improvement  is  partially  the  result 
of  the  urgent  request  sent  out  by  the  Council  of  National  Defense 
in  1917,  that  every  effort  be  put  forth  by  the  states  and  counties 
to  bring  the  Lincoln  Highway  into  such  condition  that  it  could 
be  used  as  a  highway  transport  route  by  the  army. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  by  no  means  a  good  road  for  its  entire 
distance,  and  in  fact  at  many  points  the  condition  of  the/oad 
depends  entirely  on  the  weather,  and  in  wet  weather  will  be 
found  in  bad  shape.  The  Association  is  striving  in  every  way 
possible  to  remedy  these  conditions,  and  it  is  the  poor  condition 
of  many  sections  of  the  route  at  present  which  makes  necessary 
such  an  organization  as  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association. 

The  task  of  completing,  in  hard  surfaced  material,  a  trans- 
continental road  is  one  of  tremendous  difficulties  and  great  cost, 
and  while  it  will  doubtless  be  many  years  before  anything  ap- 
proaching the  ideal  toward  which  the  Association  is  aiming  will 
be  accomplished,  nevertheless,  tremendous  strides  are  being  made 
toward  this  ideal  with  every  passing  year,  and  the  tourist  who  is 
properly  prepared  for  the  journey  can  at  present  make  the  trip 
a  delightful  outing,  and  if  favored  by  weather  conditions,  com- 
plete the  entire  journey  from  one  coast  to  the  other  in  a  month's 
time.

War's  Developments  Justify  Early  Vision  of  Lincoln 
Highway  Need

AMERICA'S  need  for  through  Highways  has  never  been 
more  widely  or  seriously  appreciated  than  at  the  present 
time.  Transportation  has  become  a  national  problem 
of  vital  importance. 

When  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  began  its  educational 
work  in  1913,  there  was  little  interest  in  interstate  routes  of 
travel  and  not.a  vestige  of  interstate  cooperation  toward  bringing 
about  the  construction  of  such  routes.  Neither  was  there,  at 
that  time,  any  way  in  which  the  Federal  Government  could 
extend  financial  assistance  to  those  states  whose  population  and 
wealth  did  not  allow  them  to  properly  improve  their  sections  of 
nationally  important  highways. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  has  endeavored  to  impress, 
during  four  years,  the  fact  that  many  of  our  road  improvement 
problems  are  national  rather  than  local.  That  there  were  main 
roads  in  this  country,  traversing  hundreds  of  counties  and  half 
a  score  of  states,  the  improvement  of  which — not  in  spots  but 
as  a  whole — was  a  matter  of  concern  to  the  entire  Union  and  the 
construction  of  which  was  a  national  necessity  and  not  some- 
thing to  be  left  to  the  exigencies  of  local  means,  politics  and 
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disposition  to  improve.  There  are  long  stretches  of  nationally 
necessary  thoroughfares  in  this  country  which  serve  no  local 
purpose  whatever,  or  traverse  regions  of  absolutely  no  population 
and  where  they  will  never  be  built  by  local  means  but  will  stand 
as  barriers  to  through  freight  and  passenger  traffic  until  some 
outside  effort  and  money,  whether  Government  or  private,  is 
brought  in  to  bridge  the  gap.  Long  before  Government  interest 
or  support  was  thought  of  in  connection  with  the  development 
of  inter-state  Highways,  the  Association  was  securing  the  ground 
work  of  public  interest  and  building  up  a  public  sentiment  in 
favor  of  efficiency  in  the  expenditure  of  road  funds. 

Centralized  road  authority  and  Federal  Aid  have  been  two 
of  the  things  which  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  has  con- 
sistently urged  as  necessary  to  bring  about  as  quickly  as  possible 
an  efficient  American  road  system. 

The  Association  has  always  believed  that  there  is  not  and  has 
not  been  a  lack  of  money  for  proper  road  construction  in  this 
country,  but  a  only  lack  of  intelligent  application  of  our  road 
money  to  our  roads.  This  in  turn  is  a  result  of  the  lack  of  a 
proper  centralized  controlling  and  directing  authority  which 
could  coordinate  the  efforts  of  the  various  State  Highway  Depart- 
ments and  County  authorities  and  work  out  a  national  plan 
which  would  link  up  the  improvements,  being  continuously 
made  in  every  County  and  State,  to  form  routes  of  interstate 
and  national  importance. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  tremendous  amount  of  road 
construction  which  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  in  this 
country  and  which  has  reached  a  total  of  over  1300,000,000  a 
year,  has  not  linked  up  to  form  any  comprehensive  or  nationally 
important  highway  system,  from  the  standpoint  of  military 
or  commercial  necessity,  when  we  stop  to  consider  that  the 
United  States  has  about  two  million  miles  of  road  of  which  per- 
haps less  than  twenty  per  cent  will  carry  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
traffic.  With  no  central,  controlling  authority  to  designate 
which  of  the  two  million  miles  form  the  necessary  twenty  percent, 
upon  which  the  various  road  constructing  units  of  the  Nation 
should  first  concentrate  their  joint  efforts,  the  result  has  been 
in  the  past  the  diffusion  of  funds  sufficient  to  build  our  funda- 
mentally needed  routes,  over  various  widely  scattered  sections  of 
the  entire  two  million  miles.  An  inefficiency  of  expenditure 
which  has  left  us  today  with  but  a  few  rudimentary  steps  towards 
a  commercial  and  military  highway  system  and  these  few  steps, 
like  the  Lincoln  Highway,  are  the  result  of  interstate  coopera- 
tion brought  about  by  private  organizations  like  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association,  rather  than  by  regularly  constituted  gov- 
ernmental authority. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  has  worked  in  an  effort  to 
interest  the  eleven  states  and  ninety-six  counties  through  which 
the  Lincoln  Highway  passes  in  the  unified  improvement  of  a 
main   trans-continental   Highway   first   and    the   funds   for  its 
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construction  have  come  from  the  road  improvement  sources  of 
these  various  units. 

Each  year,  due  to  the  growing  recognition  of  the  soundness  of 
the  Association's  aims,  and  the  gradual  broadening  interest  in 
their  accomplishment  a  greater  degree  of  actual  progress  has 
been  made  and  millions  have  been  spent  upon  Lincoln  Highway 
construction  of  the  proper  type,  work  which  is  now  of  the  greatest 
value  to  the  Federal  Government — millions  which  might  other- 
wise have  been  easily  lost  sight  of  through  scattered  expenditure 
on  disconnected  local  roads. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  watch  the  growth  of  Federal  interest 
in  American  through  highways  and  the  gradual  congressional 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  roads  as  the  fundamental  transporta- 
tion system  of  the  nation  are  not  merely  questions  of  local  concern 
and  cannot  properly  serve  the  nation  if  their  construction  is 
left  entirely  to  local  effort. 

When  the  war  is  over,  one  of  the  credit  items  to  its  account  in 
this  country  will  be  the  stimulus  it  has  given  to  a  greater  Federal 
interest  in  American  highways  and  a  tendency  toward  a  greater 
Federal  participation  in  the  cost  of  constructing  our  main  arteries 
of  traffic.  Highways  as  an  adjunct  to  railway  transportation 
have  proven  their  value  and  necessity  abroad  and  they  are  now 
proving  the  same  thing  to  the  people  of  this  country. 

The  railroads  have  proven  inadequate  to  handle  the  tremen- 
dously increased- volume  of  freight  which  must  be  moved.  Our 
highways  must  bear  a  portion  of  the  burden.  One  of  the  first 
steps  taken  by  the  Council  of  National  Defense  was  to  urge 
upon  every  state  through  which  the  Lincoln  Highway  passes 
the  construction  of  that  road  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  possible 
use  of  Government  traffic. 

With  the  increasing  seriousness  of  our  railway  congestion  and 
the  necessity  for  the  rapid  transportation  of  supplies,  the  Lin- 
coln Highway  and  its  main  arteries  of  interstate  transportation 
in  this  country  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  serve  the  Nation, 
not  only  directly  in  their  use  by  the  Government  but  by  provid- 
ing those  secondary  avenues  of  transportation  upon  which  is 
being  forced  more  and  more  of  the  short-haul  freight  of  the 
country. 

The  roads  used  directly  by  the  Government  for  army  supply 
transportation  will  necessarily  be  comparatively  few  but  whether 
moved  in  Government  camions  or  private  commercial  trucks, 
every  ton  of  freight  transportated  over  any  highway  in  the 
United  States  relieves  from  our  railroads  just  that  much  of  the 
total  burden.  Every  freight  car  released  from  unnecessary  duty 
by  the  transportation  of  materials  via  through  highways  is  an- 
other freight  car  conserved  for  the  vital  needs  of  the  Government. 

Highway  freight  transportation  cannot  advance  more  rapidly 
than  the  improvement — the  proper  improvement  of  our  main 
highways. 

As  during  the  past  four  years,  the  next  decade  will  show  a 
continuously  increasing  disposition  on  the  part  of  Congress  to 
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extend  Federal  assistance  in  bringing  about  the  completion  of 
military  and  commercial  highways  between  main  points. 

We  are  gradually  working  toward  a  sensible,  systematic  way  of 
looking  at  our  road  question.  The  Bankhead-Shackleford  Act 
passed  in  July,  1916,  and  providing  875,000,000.00  of  Federal  Aid 
to  the  States  for  road  construction  was  the  first  step  in  the  right 
direction  and  while  that  amount  is  but  a  "drop  in  the  bucket," 
and  so  framed  as  to  give  those  states  requiring  the  greatest  meas- 
ure of  federal  support  the  least  actual  assistance,  it  nevertheless 
establishes  a  valuable  precedent  and  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
forerunner  of  much  enlightened  legislation  calculated  to  even- 
tually give  this  country  a  proper  highway  transportation  system. 

The  Chamberlain-Dent  Bill,  introduced  into  the  last  Congress 
by  Chairman  Dent  of  the  House  Military  Committee  and  in 
the  Senate  by  Chairman  George  E.  Chamberlain  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Military  affairs,  takes  the  first  definite  step  toward  the 
actual  working  out  of  plans  for  an  American  military  and  com- 
mercial Highway  System  which  was  advocated  by  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association  several  years  ago.  Briefly,  it  author- 
izes the  Secretary  of  War  to  direct  the  Chief  of  Engineers  of  the 
War  Department  to  prepare  a  "comprehensive  plan  of  improved 
highways  through  the  United  States,  designed  primarily  with 
a  view  to  facilitating  the  movement  of  military  troops,  munitions 
and  supplies  in  time  of  need  and  in  time  of  war." 

The  plan  provides  for  the  laying  out  of  a  "continuous  main 
national  highway  to  be  constructed  and  maintained  at  the 
national  expense  along  or  near  the  Atlantic  sea-board;  thence 
along  or  near  the  southernmost  boundary  of  the  United  States 
and  thence  along  or  near  the  Pacific  coast  to  a  point  at  or  near  the 
Canadian  line,  with  a  further  view  to  such  marginal  Highway  be- 
ing extended  along  the  Canadian  Boundary  of  theUnitedStates." 

Other  Bills  have  been  introduced  in  Congress  providing  for 
the  designation  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  from  Coast  to  Coast  as 
a  Federal  Post  Road  and  for  the  Federal  Government  to  extend 
financial  assistance  in  the  maintenance  of  the  route  where  it  is 
being  rapidly  deteriorated  by  the  heavy  traffic  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, in  the  delivery  of  essential  war  supplies  to  eastern  ports. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  is  indeed  thankful  that 
through  the  progressive  American  press  for  four  years  past  it 
has  been  able  to  sow  the  seed  of  public  understanding  and  bring 
about  a  national  interest  and  secure  the  first  steps  in  line  with  a 
policy  which  has  now  become  a  national  necessity. 

In  the  four  years  past,  more  than  twelve  million  dollars  have 
been  spent  upon  the  Lincoln  Highway  alone,  between  New  York 
and  San  Francisco. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  has  been  rightly  characterized  as  "a 
preparedness  movement  begun  in  time,"  and  those  who  have 
supported  and  aided  the  advance  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  Asso- 
ciation's work  from  the  first  have  reason  to  feel  proud  of  their 
early  vision  and  good  judgment  and  the  results  of  vast  national 
importance  which  their  patriotic  efforts  have  brought  about  and 
will  continue  to  inspire.

If  you  are  visiting  New  York  for  the 
first  time,  it  is  suggested  that  you  pro- 
vide yourself  with  the  Tourist  Guide  of 
New  York,  and,  if  possible,  join  one  of 
the  parties  and  make  a  cruise  around  the  water  front 
of  New  York  on  one  of  the  yachts  regularly  engaged 
in  that  service.  Among  the  points  of  historic  interest 
in  New  York  City  well  worth  the  attention  of  tour- 
ists are  the  following:  The  City  Hall;  Battery  Park;  Castle 
Garden;  The  Old  Block  House,  a  relic  of  Revolutionary  days, 
located  in  the  northern  extremity  of  the  park,  facing  110th 
Street;  Fraunce's  Tavern,  a  relic  of  Revolutionary  days,  and 
many  other  points  which  you  will  find  enumerated  in  the 
New  York  City  Guide. 

The  terminus  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  is  in  the  immediate 
center  of  the  theater  and  hotel  district  of  New  York.  Broad- 
way and  42nd  Street  is  one  of  the  most  congested  thorough- 
fare points  in  the  city.  Practically  all  of  the  hotels  you  will 
find,  maintain  bureaus  for  the  furnishing  of  information  to 
transient  visitors.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

NEW  JERSEY  has  the  shortest  mile- 
age of  any  of  the  eleven  states  crossed 
by  the  Lincoln  Highway  between  the 
two  coasts.  But  the  sixty-mile  drive  is  one 
of  certain  interest  to  the  motorist. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  leads  through  that 
portion  of  the  "Golden  State"  richest  in 
historic  lore  of  the  days  of  the  country's 
early  struggles.  The  Lincoln  Highway 
tourist  passes  through  Elizabeth,  the  first 
English  settlement  in  the  state,  purchased 
from  the  Indians  in  1664 ;  he  drives  by  the 
house  in   Rahway  where   Lafayette  was

entertained  at  the  time  of  his  visit  to  the  United  States  in  1824. 
Kingston  and  Princeton  are  of  extreme  interest  through  their 
many  associations  with  events  of  Revolutionary  days.  In  ad- 
dition, the  latter  point  holds  a  present  day  interest  through  the 
great  University  lo- 
cated there  and  of 
which  Woodrow  Wil- 
son is  a  former  Presi- 
dent. 

The  entire  course 
of  the  Lincoln  High- 
way through  New 
Jersey  is  hard  sur- 
faced. Various  types 
of  paving  are  to  be 
found  in  the  cities 
and  villages,  while 
macadam  prevails  upon  the  rural  sections.  The  Lincoln  High- 
way across  the  state  is  one  of  the  main  routes  of  travel  and  is 
entitled  to  consideration  among  the  first  of  the  roads  to  be  im- 
proved by  the  State  Highway  Department.  It  will  be  of  particu- 
lar interest  to  the  tourist  to  note  the  heavy  truck  traffic  on  this 
section  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  which  clearly  indicates  the  future 
use  and  possibilities  of  the  country'  great  highways  in  solving 
transportation   problems. 

A  state  law  regulates  the  speed  of  automobiles  in  all  parts  of 
New  Jersey.  It  allows  motorists  to  drive  25  miles  an  hour 
where  houses  are  100  feet  or  more  apart  and  12  miles  an  hour 
where  they  are  closer  together.  Traffic  regulations  in  all  cities 
and  towns  are  also  controlled  by  state  legislation  and  are  uniform.

Before  1664  Dutch  and  Swedish  peltry  hunters  came  to 
Trenton  to  trade  with  the  Indians.  The  Society  of  Friends 
(Quakers)  was  formed  here  in  1677. 

In  1758  barracks  for  the  King's  troops  were  erected  here 
on  account  of  the  French  and  Indian  wars  and  some  of  the 
buildings  are  still  preserved. 

Trenton  was  founded  by  Mahlon  Stacy  in  1685  and 
named  Trents  Town  in  1720,  in  honor1  of  Colonel  William 
Trent.  Richard  Stockton,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  and  Francis  Hopkinson,  the  author  of 
Hail  Columbia  were  among  the  distinguished  residents  of 
earlier  days. 

Trenton  stands  at  the  head  of  navigation  on  the  Dela- 
ware River.  It  has  exceptional  railroad  facilities  and  is  a 
center  of  many  great  industries.  Trenton  produces  upwards 
of  thirty  million  dollars  worth  of  pottery  and  fire  clay 
annually. 

Historically,  Trenton  will  always  be  remembered  chiefly 
as  the  scene  of  the  attack  by  Washington  on  the  Hessians 
who  were  quartered  there.  Crossing  the  Delaware  about 
seven  miles  north  of  the  city  on  Christmas  night,  1776,  in 
a  storm  of  sleet  and  snow,  Washington  with  2400  men  and 
twenty  guns  descender!  upon  the  Hessians  the  following  day 
and  utterly  routed  them.  Afterwards  he  evaded  Cornwallis, 
defeated  the  British  at  Princeton  and  retired  to  Morristown.

THE  Lincoln  Highway  follows  a 
route  of  exceptional  interest  and 
charm  in  crossing  Pennsylvania. 
The  drive  through  the  Allegheny  moun- 
tains is  particularly  attractive.  Scenic 
and  historic  interest  are  developments  of 
each  succeeding  mile. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  carries  the 
tourist  close  by  Valley  Forge,  where 
Washington  and  his  troops  spent  their 
memorable  winter  of  hardship.  A  stop 
at  Gettysburg  gives  time  for  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  battle  field  of  the  great 
struggle  of  the  Civil  War,  and  if  it  is  so 
desired,  the  trip  to  Washington,  the 
Xational  Capitol  can  be  made  from  this  point  in  half  a  day's 
time.  Lack  of  space  prevents  a  more  extended  review  of  the 
many  features  which  will  interest  the  tourist  in  traveling  this 
part  of  the  Lincoln  Highway. 

With  the  exception  of  less 
than  14  miles  the  entire  route 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway  across 
Pennsylvania  is  hard  surfaced. 
Practically  all  of  the  road  is 
maintained  in  boulevard  con- 
dition by  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Highway  Department. 
The  exceptionally  heavy  traf- 
fic, much  of  which,  as  the 
tourist  will  note,  is  of  heavily 
loaded,  through  bound  motor 
trucks,  has  at  some  points  resulted  in  very  appreciable  wear  upon 
the  macadam  surface  of  the  Highway. 

Public  interest  in  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  Pennsylvania  is 
widely  extended  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  entire  route  of  the 
Lincoln  Highway  across  the  State  will  soon  be  surfaced  with  the 
most  dependable  and  long  wearing  material  available.  For  the 
past  four  years  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  have  spent  an 
average  of  approximately  one  million  dollars  a  year  in  new 
construction  and  in  keeping  their  section  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
in  the  best  possible  condition  for  travel. 
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The  Lincoln  Way  through  the  Allegehenie9  of  Pennsylvania 
is  one  of  America's  most  scenic  drives

creased. Tolls  are 
the  bane  of  the 
Penns  y  1  v  a  n  i  a 
road  system  and 
every  endeavor  is 
being  made  to 
eradicate  them. 
But  at  various  points  they  will  still  be  found  upon  the  Lincoln 
Highway.  The  only  toll  charges  upon  the  Lincoln  Highway 
between  the  two  coasts  are  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Association,  and  many  of  the  most  prominent  and 
influential  of  the  civic  organizations  of  the  Keystone  State,  are 
centering  their  efforts  upon  the  removal  of  those  private  rights- 
of-way  still  forming  a  portion  of  the  trans-state  road. 

In  crossing  the  mountains  in  Pennsylvania  upon  the  Lincoln 
Highway,  numerous  grades  are  encountered.  Care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  the  brakes  of  the  automobile  are  properly 
adjusted  and  in  good  working  order.  All  motorists  appreciate 
that  there  is  greater  danger  descending  a  grade  than  in  ascending. 
In  some  instances  it  will  be  found  advisable  to  turn  off  the 
ignition  switch,  and  with  the  car  in  first  or  second  gear,  make  the 
descent,  allowing  the  compression  of  the  motor  to  retard  the 
speed,  rather  than  by  extensive  use  of  either  the  foot  brake  or 
emergency  brake,  either  of  which  may  be  burned  out  and  cause 
trouble  by  too  frequent  use.

In  1895,  the  Gettysburg  Battlefield  Memorial  Association 
transferred  its  grounds,  850  acres,  to  the  National  Govern- 
ment, and  by  an  act  of  Congress,  they  were  made  a  National 
Park,  under  the  supervison  of  the  Battlefield  Commission. 

Abraham  Lincoln  made  his  most  famous  speech  upon 
the  dedication  of  the  National  Cemetery  at  Gettysburg, 
November  19,  1863. 

The  number  of  soldiers  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Gettys- 
burg has  been  estimated  at  eighty-two  thousand  for  the 
'  Federals  and  sixty-eight  thousand  for  the  Confederates. 
The  total  casualties  for  the  Federal  army  were  twenty- 
three  thousand,  as  against  twenty  thousand  in  the  Con- 
federate army. 


GETTYSBURG  to  BEDFORD— 86.0  Miles 

Good  bituminous  madcadam  roads  prevail.  The  mountain 
roads  are  particularly  good,  and  the  scenery  is  most  beautiful. 
The  Lincoln  Highway  follows  the  old  Pittsburg  and  Philadelphia 
turn-pike,  over  which  stage  coaches  were  run  in  the  early  part 
of  the  nineteenth  centuary.  The  entire  section  has  received 
excellent  attention  from  the  Pennsylvania  State  Highway 
Department,  which  has  spent  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
to  bring  the  road  up  to  its  present  boulevard  condition  and  keep 
it  so  under  the  heavy  traffic  it  constantly  receives.

The 
Lincoln  Highway  was  the  route  traveled  by  the  Confederate 
army  under  Lee  to  Gettysburg  when  Meade's  forces  were 
met  and  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  occurred. 
The  chief  interest  in  this  town  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  greater 
part  of  Lee's  army  was  in  camp  here  previous  to  the  battle 
of  Gettysburg. 

From  Chambersburg  west  the  climbs  are  long  through  the 
Alleghenies,  but  the  grades  are  not  steep.  At  many  convenient 
points  water  will  be  found  adjacent  to  the  Highway  where  the 
State  Highway  Department  has  provided  concrete  watering 
troughs.  It  is  well  to  watch  your  radiator  and  fill  it  upon  every 
occasion  possible  as  hill  climbing  in  low  gear  will  heat  your  motor.

Four  McConnells,  William,  Alexander,  James  and  Adam, 
are  mentioned  by  Secretary  Peters  as  residents  of  the  Big 
Cove,  in  May,  1750.  It  is  probable  that  they  were  pro- 
genitors of  the  family  who  founded  the  town.  The  town 
was  laid  out  on  a  pack-horse  trail,  or  ''packers  path"  lead- 
ing from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburgh,  now  the  magnificent 
"Lincoln  Highway." 
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Saturday,  November  1,  1755,  the  Big  Cove  was  raided 
by  a  party  of  Indians,  Delawares  and  Shawnees,  headed 
by  Shingas,  the  Delaware  Chief.  Forty-seven  of  the  inhabi- 
tants were  killed  or  captured;  many  of  the  killed  were 
scalped.

In  the  heart  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  dates  back  to 
1770.

BEDFORD  to  PITTSBURG— 97.0  Miles 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  of  bituminous  macadam  or  brick 
the  entire  distance  from  Bedford  to  Pittsburgh.  The  country 
traversed  is  quite  hilly  but  the  grades  are  easy  and  the  scenery 
is  magnificent.  Seventeen  miles  west  of  Bedford  the  tourist 
will  encounter  a  spot  known  as  Grand  View  from  which  point 
one  is  treated  to  one  of  the  most  magnificent  of  scenic  views  on 
the  American  continent — in  the  foreground  the  pastoral  beauty 
of  Pennsylvania's  most  fertile  and  highly  cultivated  region,  the 
rolling  hills  of  Maryland  in  the  distance  and  far  beyond  a  glimpse 
of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  of  Virginia. 

From  Grand  View,  which  is  at  the  summit  of  the  range,  the 
Highway  descends  for  six  miles  to  Buckstown. 

From  the  village  of  Kanter  the  road  ascends  a  steady  grade 
to  Stoyestown  on  the  summit  of  Laurel  Ridge,  from  that  point 
descending  again  a  long  four-mile  grade  through  Laughlintown 
and  on  to  Ligonier. 

From  Ligonier  to  Pittsburg  the  same  excellent  mountain  roads 
prevail  but  care  should  be  exercised  as  many  sharp  turns  are 
encountered.

This  is  the  site  of  Old  Fort  Mcintosh,  where,  in  1785,  a 
treaty  of  peace  was  signed  with  the  Delaware,  Wyandotte, 
Chippewa  and  Ottawa  Indians.  It  is  historically  known 
for  the  battles  between  the  Indians  and  the  whites  which 
were  fought  in  this  vicinity. 

The  town  is  situated  on  the  plateau  at  the  j  unction  of  the 
Ohio  and  Beaver  Rivers.  The  route  of  the  $50,000,000  ship 
canal  goes  via  the  Beaver  River  to  Lake  Erie.

Between  Beaver  Pa.  and  East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  the  tourist  will 
encounter  about  fourteen  miles  of  dirt  road,  this  being  the  only 
stretch  of  dirt  Lincoln  Highway  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 
This  section  will  be  found  from  fair  to  good,  depending  "largely 
upon  the  weather  conditions.  Much  grading  and  dragging  has 
been  done. 

Between  Beaver  and  the  Ohio  State  Line  the  Lincoln  Highway 
follows  what  was  known  as  the  old  "Ridge  Route,"  of  the  old 
Tuscarawas  Indian  Trail,  through  beautiful  rolling  hills. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Highway  Department  is  planning  on 
permanently  improving  this  remaining  dirt  section  but  until  the 
work  is  undertaken,  difficulty  may  be  experienced  in  extremely 
wet  weather.  When  dry,  the  road  is  in  excellent  condition  for 
touring. 
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From  the  Pennsylvania-Ohio  line  to  the  city  of  East  Liverpool, 
a  distance  of  about  four  miles,  the  tourist  will  find  new  concrete 
and  brick  construction  of  the  most  modern  type.  Over  a  hun- 
dred and  eighty  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  by  the 
county  and  city  upon  this  section  of  Lincoln  Way  improvement.

CONTINUOUS  evidence  of  the 
State  and  County  endeavor  to 
bring  about  the  complete  perma- 
nent improvement  of  the  Lincoln  High- 
way across  the  State  of  Ohio  will  be 
noted  by  the  Lincoln  Highway  tourist 
as  he  crosses  this  state.  The  distance 
from  the  Pennsylvania-Ohio  line  to  the 
Ohio-Indiana  state  line  is  256  miles; 
there  are  seventy-two  miles  of  brick  and 
one  hundred  and  sixty  miles  of  other 
hard  surfacing,  macadam  predominating. 
The  various  counties  on  the  Lincoln  Way  in  Ohio  have,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  State,  and  with  federal  aid,  spent  over  two 
million  dollars  during  the  past  two  years  on  the  improvement 
of  the  route. 

On  the  existing  unimproved  sections  of  the  road,  provision 
has  already  been  made  for  much  construction  of  some  permanent 
type  of  surfacing.

November,  1917,  that 
first  attention  be  giv- 
en the  Lincoln  High- 
way in  accordance 
with  the  request  made 
of  him  by  the  Council 
of  National  Defense, 
with  the  result  that 
every  county  has  pledged  its  first  attention  to  the  improvement  of 
the  route.  Already  much  of  the  trans-state  Highway  has  been  in 
use  as  a  Federal  Truck  Transport  road.  The  wholehearted  sup- 
port and  co-operation  of  the  State  Highway  Department  in  the 
furthering  of  Lincoln  Highway  construction  in  the  state  has  been 
given  from  the  first  and  state  and  federal  funds  have  been  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  appropriations  made  by  the  counties  in 
completing  much  of  the  work. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  excellently  marked  across  the  State 
of  Ohio.     In  Crawford  county  particularly,  in  and  through  the 
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city  of  Bucyrus,  attention  is  called  to  the  handsome  permanent 
markers  which  have  been  erected  at  the  expense  of  residents 
along  the  road.  These  are  of  the  finest  face  brick  with  a  cap 
and  base  of  white  concrete  and  carry  the  familiar  Lincoln  High- 
way red,  white  and  blue  marker,  in  a  terra  cotta  setting.  The 
installation  of  each  of  these  markers  costs  approximately  $50.00.

The  Lincoln  Highway  follows  the  main  line  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  for  a  large  part  of  the  distance  across  the  state. 

The  laws  of  Ohio,  relating  to  the  speed  of  motor  cars,  require 
eight  miles  per  hour  in  the  business  or  closely  built-up  sections 
of  a  community;  15  miles  per  hour  in  other  portions  of  the 
municipality  and  20  miles  per  hour  outside  of  the  city  limits.

'  In  traveling  the  Lincoln  Way  through  Van  Wert  County, 
to  the  Indiana  State  line,  the  tourist  traverses  for  the  entire 
distance  the  Ridge  Road  which  at  one  time  formed  the  southern 
shore  of  Lake  Erie.  This  ridge  is  from  five  to  ten  feet  higher 
than  the  land  upon  either  side  and  was  formed  by  the  receding 
of  the  great  glacier  which  in  prehistoric  times  covered  a  large 
part  of  Ohio.  This  ridge  was  for  many  years  a  favorite  highway 
for  the  Indians  in  their  journeys  east  and  west. 
^i  From  Van  Wert  to  the  Indiana  State  Line,  all  but  five  and 
one-half  miles  is  improved  bituminus  macadam  road.  The 
unimproved  section  is  at  the  extreme  western  end  of  the  county, 
four  and  one-half  miles  of  this  section  will  be  improved  with 
bituminous  macadam  and  1  mile  with  concrete.  The  cement 
for  this  construction  will  be  contributed  by  the  Lincoln  Highway 
Association.

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NOTE  TO  TOURISTS: 

During  the  extreme  wet  weather,  the  five  and  one-half  miles 
of  dirt  highway  in  Van  Wort  County  makes  travel  difficult.  A 
fair  macadam  road  will  be  found  between  Van  Wert  and  Fort 
Wayne,  via  Conway,  Dixon  and  Monroeville.  This  later  route 
is  several  miles  further  but  is  advisable  to  follow  during  heavy 
rains,  and  while  the  unimproved  section  is  under  construction.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


THE  progressive  attitude  adopted 
in  the  State  of  Indiana  in  the  mat- 
ter of  road  improvement  is  indi- 
cated by  the  many  stretches  of  ideal 
Lincoln  Way  within  the  state.  The 
sections  of  permanently  surfaced  road- 
way which  were  constructed  after  the 
definite  establishment  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  route  are  practically  all  of 
standard  brick  or  concrete  construction. 
Mile  after  mile  of  perfectly  constructed 
Lincoln  Way  of  this  character  is  covered 
by  the  tourist  in  Allen,  Elkhart  and  St. 
Joseph  counties,  with  numerous  stretches 
of  equally  perfect  going  at  other  points 
across  the  state.

the  exception  of  five  miles  of  dirt  in  Noble  County,  is  graveled. 
The  major  part  of  the  permanent  improvement  completed  in 
the  state  will  be  found  near  Ft.  Wayne,  Ligonier,  Goshen,  Elkhart 
and  South  Bend. 

Road  and  bridge  improvement  in  Indiana,  up  to  1917,  was 
carried  on  entirely  by  the  separate  counties,  the  state  having  no 
Highway  Commission  until  the  requirements  for  the  participa- 
tion in  the  Federal  funds  provided  by  the  Bankhead-Shackleford 
Act  in  1916,  made  the  creation  of  such  a  body  imperative.  Pre- 
vious to  the  formation  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  and  the 
establishment  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  as  one  of  the  three  State 
Highways  to  receive  the  first  attention  of  the  state,  five  of  the 
eight  counties  traversed  by  the  Lincoln  Highway  had  spent  or 
made  provision  for  the  expenditure  of  over  nine  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  on  the  Lincoln  Highway. 
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Indiana 


Much  of  the  Lincoln  Way  in  western  Indiana  will  be  found  to 
have  a  macadam  surface.  Ordinarily  it  is  in  a  very  acceptable 
driving  condition,  but  the  heavy  traffic  which  has  grown  and 
continues  to  grow  on  the  Lincoln  Way  makes  for  its  rapid  dete- 
rioration, and  it  is  probable  that  short  stretches  of  road  will  be 
found  which  in  wet  weather  will  make  travel  unpleasant.  How- 
ever, the  new  State  Highway  Commission  will  give  first  attention 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  and  plans  for  1918- 
1919  contemplate  its  being  kept  in  the  most  perfect  condition 
possible. ' 

The  Lincoln  Highway  drive  across  Indiana  is,  on  the  whole, 
delightful.  The  country  through  which  it  passes  is  practically 
level,  richly  agricultural  and  offers  many  pleasing  scenic  attrac- 
tions. 

Hotel  accommodations  in  the  state  are  good  and  motor  sup- 
plies and  necessities  of  all  descriptions  can  be  had  at  practically 
every  stop  along  the  way. 

Indiana  asks  that  her  visiting  motorists  do  not  drive  at  a 
greater  speed  than  is  reasonable  or  prudent — 10  miles  an  hour 
where  the  buildings  are  closely  together;  15  miles  per  hour 
through  the  residential  sections  of  any  incorporated  town  or 
village,  and  up  to  25  miles  an  hour  on  the  country  road.

It 

jlS  was  the  scene  of  bitter  strife  during  the  Revolutionary  War 

Good  Gravel  ancj  tne  \yar  of  1812,  and  down  through  the  years  that 

followed,    the    settlers    were    constantly    harassed    by    the 

Indians,  many  deadly  struggles  having  taken  place  between 

the  white  man  and  the  red  in  this  vicinity. 

Fort  Wayne  is  named  after  General  Anthony  Wayne

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Fort  Wayne  was  erected  in  1794  by  Wayne  himself. 

Following  the  massacre  of  the  garrison  of  Fort  Dearborn 
(Chicago)  in  1812,  the  famous  Chief  Tecumseh  planned  an 
attack  on  Fort  Wayne  and  had  the  place  nearly  starved  out 
when  General  Harrison — the  hero  of  Tippecanoe — arrived 
with  his  troops  and  put  an  end  to  the  siege,  destroying  the 
village  of  the  Indians  and  finally  crushing  their  hopes  of 
staying  the  advance  of  the  white  people.  The  last  block- 
house of  the  fort  remained  standing  until  1856. 

FORT  WAYNE  to  LIGONIER,  IND.— 36.4  Miles 

From  Fort  Wayne  to  Ligonier  the  motorist  will  encounter 
some  excellent  gravel  road  and  some  brick  and  concrete.  There 
are  five  miles  of  dirt  road  between  Churubusco  and  Merriam, 
and  care  should  be  exercised  in  driving  this  section  during  wet 
weather.  The  country  traversed  between  the  above  points  is 
rolling  and  some  very  beautiful  agricultural  scenes  are  viewed 
from  the  Lincoln  Way.  Considerable  road  improvement  in 
this  section  is  contemplated  for  1918-1919. 

On  leaving  Fort  Wayne  for  the  west  the  tourist  will  pass  over 
the  new  $200,000.00  Lincoln  Way  Bridge  over  the  St.  Marys 
River.  This  beautiful  structure  is  a  standard  type  of  the  excel- 
lent results  obtained  in  artistic  and  substantial  building  en- 
couraged in  the  development  of  the  Lincoln  Way.  It  may  be 
noted  that  concrete  and  steel  bridges  are  rapidly  taking  the  place 
of  the  old  wooden  structures  in  all  of  the  states  traversed  by 
the  Lincoln  Way.  The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  offers 
to  any  community  building  such  structures  the  co-operation  of  a 
Committee  of  the  members  of  the  American  Institute  of  Archi- 
tects who  gratuitously  donate  their  services  to  the  Association 
that  any  such  building  endeavor  may  be  of  the  highest  type 
architecturally.

The  road  from  Ligonier,  through  Goshen  to  Elkhart  is  of  a 
high  type  permanent  construction;  of  the  25J-^  miles  there  are 
16  miles  of  brick  and  9J^  miles  of  concrete.  Most  of  this  work 
was  completed  in  1917  at  a  cost  of  over  $350,000.  Between 
Goshen  and  Elkhart  the  old  Lincoln  Way  crossed  and  recrossed 
the  Lake  Shore  mainline  tracks  at  least  six  times.  The  new 
Lincoln  Way  in  this  section  has  been  constructed  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Lake  Shore,  thereby  eliminating  five  of  these  danger- 
ous crossings.

At  the  time  of  the  sel- 
ection of  the  road  as  a  part  of  the 
Lincoln  Highway  in  1913,  it  was  but 
little  improved,  but  today  long  stretches 
of  the  finest  kind  of  permanent  con- 
struction are  encountered. 

In  the  preceding  issue  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  Road  Guide  it  was  stated  that 
"a  growing  sentiment  toward  cement 
construction  exists  in  Illinois."  This  pre- 
diction has  proven  true.  Provision  has 
been    made,    through    the    issuance    of 

bonds,  for  the  complete  hard  surfacing  of  the  route  in  Cook 
County.  Four  miles  of  this  work  is  already  done,  one  mile  being 
a  Lincoln  Highway  "Seeding  Mile" 
constructed  with  cement  contributed 
through  the  Lincoln  Highway  Associa- 
tion. .  Funds  are  now  available  for 
completing  this  county  section — from 
the  Indiana  line  to  a  point  west  of 
Chicago  Heights. 

Federal,  State  and  County  funds  are 
being  combined  to  bring  about  the 
uniform  impriovement  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway  from  Geneva  to  Fulton  on  the 
Mississippi  River.  The  cost  of  con- 
struction is  estimated  to  be,  in  round 
figures,  $1,500,000.00.  In  the  figure 
above  quoted  is  included  the  Feeder 
running  from  Geneva  to  the  Chicago 
city  limits. 

Illinois  is  "pulling  out  of  the  mud."  Not  only  the  Lincoln 
Highway  but  numbers  of  other  through  connected  roads  within 
the  state  are  being  permanently  improved.  The  Lincoln  High- 
way has  been  designated  as  part  of  the  Illinois  State  Highway 
System  to  be  constructed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  $60,000,000 
bond  issue  now  pending.

in crossing  the  state  of  Illinois  an  option  is  given  to  the  motor- 
ist as  to  following  the  route  of  the  Lincoln  Way  proper  through 
Chicago  Heights,  Joliet,  Plainficld,  Aurora,  Mooseheart  and 
Batavia  and  thus  swinging  around  the  city  of  Chicago  to  the 
south  and  west,  or  of  following  the  Lincoln  Highway  Feeder  in 
and  through  the  city  of  Chicago.

The  Illinois  law  regulating  the  speed  of  automobiles  is  similar 
to  that  of  Indiana,  holding  that  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty-five 
miles  per  hour  to  be  the  greatest  speed  allowable  when  a  motor 
vehicle  is  reasonably  and  prudently  driven.

This  city  was  the  first  of  a  large  number  of  cities,  towns 
and  villages  along  the  Lincoln  Highway  to  rename  its  prin- 
cipal thoroughfare,  "Lincoln  Highway."  DeKalb  is  prob- 
ably best  known  for  its  plants  manufacturing  barb  wire, 
a  commodity  which  was  invented  in  DeKalb.  At  De- 
Kalb the  famous  DeKalb-Lincoln  collection  of  over  a 
a  thousand  pictures  can  be  seen. 

Abraham  Lincoln,  Zachary  Taylor  and  Jefferson  Davis 
are  said  to  have  met  for  a  conference  in  1832  at  the  time  of 
the  Black  Hawk  War  about  three  miles  north  of  DeKalb  at 
the  old  town  of  Collenville,  then  an  Indian  village.

At   the   present   time   an   unfortunate   legislative  enactment 
prohibits  the  anticipation  of  public  revenue  for  the  construction 
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How  Iowa  is  bringing  the  Lincoln  Highway  to  a  railroad 
grade  through  her  rolling  hills.

of  hard  surfaced 
roads,  by  bond  issue. 
However,  the  road 
laws  of  the  state  are, 
apparently,  soon  to 
be  amended  by  the 
legislature  so  that 
such  improvements 
may  be  made  as  the 
sentiments  of  the  peo- 
ple  demand.  The 
press  of  the  state,  the 
Lincoln  Highway 
Consuls,  and  various 
civic  and  grange  or- 
ganizations, are  united  in  demanding  the  construction  of  hard 
surfaced  all-weather  roads.  The  state  is  very  rich  and  can 
well  afford  to  provide  the  finest  type  of  permanent  roads. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Iowa  have  done  everything  in  their 
power  to  bring  the  Lincoln  Highway  up  to  the  highest  standard 
of  improved  natural  road.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  bridges  on  the 
Lincoln  Highway  in  Iowa  -are  now  of  permanent  construction, 
built  under  the  progressive  policy  of  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment to  carry  the  heaviest  loads.  The  Lincoln  Highway  receives 
constant  attention.  It  is.  now  almost  equal  to  a  railroad  grade 
clear  across  the  state 
and  is  ready  for  hard- 
surfacing  as  soon  as 
legislative  enactment 
will  permit.  No  doubt 
exists  of  the  willing- 
ness of  the  people  in 
the  communities 
through  which  the 
Lincoln  Highway 
runs,  to  bond  them- 
selves for  this  purpose. 
The  laws  of  Iowa 
hold  that  a  motor 
vehicle  must  be  so 
driven  in  a  careful  and  prudent  manner  as  not  to  endanger  the 
property  of  another  or  the  life  and  limb  of  any  person.  Speed  in 
excess  of  twenty-five  miles  an  hour  is  presumptive  evidence  that 
an  automobile  is  not  being  so  driven. 

The  tourist  crosses  the  Mississippi  River  between  Fulton,  III., 
and  Clinton,  Iowa,  two  bridges  being  available  for  the  crossing. 
The  North  Bridge  is  the  official  crossing  and  the  route  is  well 
marked.

if  desired,  continue  north  along  the  western  shore  of  the  Missis- 
sippi River  over  a  route,  the  construction  of  which  is  being 
promoted  by  the  cities  of  McGregor,  Dubuque  and  Clinton,  and 
which  is  known  as  the  Mississippi  River  Scenic  Highway.  The 
tourist  can  also,  if  desired,  turn  south  at  Clinton  over  a  contin- 
uance of  the  Mississippi  River  Scenic  Highway  leading  to 
Davenport  on  the  Mississippi  and  along  the  western  shore  of  that 
river  through  Burlington  to  the  southern  state  line.  This  drive 
is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  state  and  enables  the 
tourist  to  see  the  Tri-Cities  of  Davenport,  Moline  and  Rock 
Island  on  the  Mississippi  and  the  Government  Arsenal  Island, 
returning  from  the  southern  trip  over  the  route  indicated  on  the 
map  in  blue,  connecting  Davenport  with  DeWitt  on  the  Lincoln 
Highway,' a  twenty-mile  run  to  the  north.

The  condition  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  between  the  above 
points  will  be  found  excellent  in  dry  weather.  Clinton  County 
expects  to  have  its  entire  section  gravelled  by  the  end  of  1918. 
About  18  miles  of  good  oiled  dirt  will  be  found  in  Cedar  County; 
the  balance  is  dirt  road,  and  during  heavy  rains  or  shortly  after, 
if  the  tourist  will  lay  over  for  a  few  hours  in  the  city  in  which  he 
may  find  himself,  until  the  roads  have  had  a  chance  to  dry  off, 
he  will  have  no  difficulty  in  proceeding  over  these  dirt  sections, 
as  they  dry  very  rapidly  and  are  immediately  dragged.  It  is 
folly  to  try  to  drive  on  Iowa  dirt  roads,  during  or  immediately 
after  a  heavy  rain.

Abraham  Lincoln,  by  executive  order  on  March  7,  1864,  in 
pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Congress  chartering  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad — the  first  transcontinental  link  between  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  the  more  thickly  settled  East — established  the  eastern 
terminus  at  Council  Bluffs.  The  east  bank  of  the  Missouri 
River  was  chosen  in  order  to  lay  on  the  railway  the  burden  of 
solving  the  problem  of  bridging  the  river,  which  at  that  period 
was  a  problem  indeed.  The  city  owes  its  name  to  the  fact  that 
the  bluffs  at  the  foot  of  which  it  stands  were  the  traditional 
rendezvous  for  Indian  tribes  in  council,  and  nearby  was  held  a 
famous  conference  between  Lewis  and  Clark  and  the  savages. 
The  Lincoln  Highway  crosses  the  river  on  a  fine  steel  bridge  into 
Omaha,  Nebr.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


THE  Lincoln   Highway  across  Ne- 
braska is  the  most  important  road 
in    the   State.     It    follows    practi- 
cally   a   water   grade    from    Omaha   to 
Cheyenne,  paralleling  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  for  the  entire  distance. 

The  tourist  will  find  many  indications 
that  assure  the  complete  improvement 
of  the  Nebraska  section  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway.  Two  standard  "Seedling 
Miles"  are  now  finished ;  one  at  Grand 
Island  and  one  at  Kearney.  It  is  antici- 
pated others  that  will  be  built  in  the 
immediate  future.  The  graveling  of  the 
route  is  proceeding  rapidly. 

The  problem  of  road  improvement  in 
Nebraska,  as  in  the  other  states  between  the  Mis sjiri  R \-  .•  -  u 
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Nebraska  builds  solid  concrete  causeways  at  points  where 

spring  washes  have  constantly  undermined

the  California  line,  has  been'  one  of  long  mileage  and  sparse 

population,  with  the 
resultant  lack  of  suffi- 
cient funds  to  accom- 
plish the  improvement 
which  the  trans-state 
traffic  warrants.  The 
road  problems  in 
these  states  are  Na- 
tional problems. 

Between  Omaha 
and  Kearney  frequent 
crossings  of  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  are 
encountered  and  tourists  are  cautioned  to  use  extreme  care, 
although  normally  trains  can  be  seen  at  long  distances  before 
the  approach.  In  seven  counties  of  the  state,  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  leases  to  the  counties  fifty  feet  of  its  right-of- 
way  on  long  time  leases  for  a  purely  nominal  rental;  this  right- 
of-way  is  used  for  the  Lincoln  Highway,  thus  eliminating  many 
right  angle  turns  which  would  be  necessary  if  the  Highway  fol- 
lowed the  section  lines  generally  determining  public  highways. 

Many  sections  of  the  route  in  Nebraska  are  not  yet  in  the  best 
possible  shape  but  in  the  main  every  county  has  exerted  the 
greatest  effort  possible  with  the  available  funds,  to  keep  the  road 
in  travelable  condition.  Permanent  work  in  this  state  will 
depend  upon  the  aid  that  can  be  secured  from  the  Federal 
Government. 

The  Counties  of  Nebraska  spent  1125,000.00  on  Lincoln 
Highway  improvement  in  1917 — the  majority  for  grading  and 
graveling,  this  work  being  completed  for  over  a  hundred  miles  in 
Keith,  Kimball  and  Cheyenne  Counties.  Concrete  causeways 
have  been  built  at  all  depressions  where  the  spring  washes  were 
continually  undermining  the  old  road. 

The  drive  across  the  state  of  Nebraska  is  one  great  interest — 
here  the  tourist  may  gain  an  impression  of  the  development  of 
the  West;  new  towns  are  springing  up  and  the  gradual  increase 
of  the  acreage  under  successful  cultivation  is  yearly  increasing 
the  prosperity  of  the  state.  The  landscape  in  the  eastern  section 
is  richly  agricultural,  the  terrain  sloping  gently  to  the  foothills 
of  the  Rockies  in  the  west. 

The  Nebraska  law  regulating  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles 
states  that  they  shall  not  be  operated  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater 
than  is  reasonable  and  proper,  25  miles  per  hour  as  the  maximum 
and  12  miles  per  hour  within  any  city  or  village. 

The  Missouri  River  (the  "Big  Muddy"  of  the  Indians)  is 
crossed  between  Council  Bluffs  and  Omaha  by  one  of  the  largest 
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Section  6  Nebraska 

double-tracked  steel 
bridges  spanning  this 
stream.  To  this  tur- 
bid river  which  gath- 
ers annually  from  the 
country  it  drains  more 
than  123,000,000  tons 
of  silt,  the  bottom 
lands  of  the  Valley 
States  owe  their  ex- 
ceptional fertility. 

The  State  is  pri- 
marily agricultural,  having  an  average  annual  rainfall  of  23.84 
inches  (max.  31.6.5;  min.  13.3).  Non-irrigation  is  general;  native 
grasses  abundant;  grazing  largely  followed;  meat-packing  and 
subsidiary  industries  of  highest  importance.  Area  in  acres, 
44,300,351,  with  a  corn  crop,  in  1916,  of  190,070,449  bushels, 
on  an  acreage  of  6,740,803,  placing  Nebraska  in  front  rank  as  a 
corn  producing  state.  In  1914,  Nebraska  ranked  third  in  cattle- 
raising;  in  swine-raising,  fifth;  and  in  total  value  of  farm  crops, 
fifth. 

Nebraska  is  progressive  in  educational  matters,  as  is  shown  by 
its  high  percentage  of  enrollment  in  the  public  schools  and 
extremely  low  rate  of  illiteracy.

The  settlement  was  a  point  of  departure  for  westward- 
Good  Dirt  bound  pioneers  on  the  Overland  Trail.  Cabanne  trading 
post;  Fort  Lisa,  Engineer  Cantonment,  the  starting  point 
of  Major  John  Long's  expedition  in  1857;  Long's  Hill  and 
Child's  Point,  and  Decatur  Reserve,  made  famous  by  John 
B.  Dunbar  in  his  writings,  are  points  of  historic  interest 
easily  accessible.  Omaha  is  the  fourth  primary  grain  market 
in  the  United  States;  the  third  primary  live-stock  market; 
the  second  primary  corn  market,  the  first  creamery-butter- 
producing  city;  the  greatest  feeder-sheep  market;  the  fore- 
most range-horse  market,  and  has  the  second  largest  reducer 
of  fine  ores.  In  matters  civic,  social  and  educational 
Omaha  is  progressive.  It  was  the  first  large  city  to  adopt 
the  commission  form  of  government.  Its  parks  number 
nineteen,  joined  in  one  beautiful  system  by  thirty-three 
miles  of  boulevards;  it  boasts  forty-nine  public  school 
buildings,  a  central  high  school  costing  $1,250,000;  117 
churches  and  a  superb  system  of  public  playgrounds,  muni- 
cipal baths  and   excellent  golf  links. 

The  route  of  the  Lincoln  Way  followed  in  these  pages 
is  the  identical  one  pursued  by  the  Indians,  the  buffalo, 
the  earliest  explorers,  the  Mormons,  goldseekers,  pony 
express  and  overland  stage  coach  because  it  is  the  shortest 
and  freest  from  barriers.

One  mile  west  and  two  miles  south  of  the  city,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Platte  River,  where  the  Old  California 
Trail  was  located,  stands  a  large  stone  image  of  the  "Lone 
Tree"  mentioned  so  many  times  by  explorers  over  the 
prairie  as  nearly  as  1833.  It  stood  within  a  few  yards  of 
the  Lone  Tree  Stage  Station,  from  which  the  town  of  Lone 
Tree — now  Central  City — took  its  name.  This  was  a  giant 
cotton-wood  and  was  a  prominent  landmark  on  the  old 
trail.  The  stone  monument  was  erected  in  1911  by  the 
County,  showing  that  the  people  of  this  country  are  just 
awakening  to  the  importance  and  desirability  of  marking 
all  of  the  historical  spots  for  posterity,  and  none  are  more 
historic  nor  of  more  vital  interest  than  those  spots  which 
are  closely  connected  with  the  history  of  the  development 
of  the  great  West.

At  Central  City  the  traveler  going  west  should  follow  the  Lin- 
coln Highway  red,  white  and  blue  markers  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Union  Pacific  tracks  and  pass  through  Chapman.

1866  by  the  building  of  the  Union  Pacific;  a  railway  division 
point;  largest  horse  and  mule  market  west  of  St.  Louis; 
center  of  a  stock-feeding  district;  has  oldest  beet-sugar 
factory  in  the  United  States,  producing  7,000,000  pounds 
annually.  At  this  point  the  vast  herds  of  buffalo  crossed 
the  Platte  on  their  spring  and  fall  migrations.  Here  the 
traveler  may  get  a  clear  idea  of  the  meaning  of  the  term 
"The  Great  Plains."  The  land  rises  so  gradually  to  the 
Rockies  (about  3  feet  to  the  mile  between  the  Missouri 
and  this  point)  that  it  has  the  appearance  of  being  abso- 
lutely  flat.

NOTE  TO  TOURISTS 

While  the  Lincoln  Highway  is  marked  from  Gothenburg  to 
Brady,  Maxwell  and  on  to  North  Platte,  it  is  suggested  to  the 
tourist  to  make  inquiry  at  the  first  garage  in  Gothenburg  regard 
ing  the  road  conditions  via  the  above  points.  A  new  fifty  thou- 
sand dollar  bridge  has  been  completed  over  the  North  Platte  River 
east  of  North  Platte  and  considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the 
road  between  Gothenburg  and  North  Platte  towafrd  opening  up 
this  direct  route  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  This  work  was 
to  be  completed  late  in  1917  but  due  to  the  limited  funds  available 
was  left  uncompleted.  It  is  expected,  however,  that  the  work 
will  be  finished  in  1918. 

The  road  is  open  for  travel  but  quite  sandy  between  Gothen- 
burg and  Brady  and  the  new  grade  from  Maxwell  to  North 
Platte  is  quite  rough  and  travel  is  slow.  This  new  road,  made 
possible  by  the  bridge,  saves  eighteen  miles  over  the  old  route 
followed  south  of  the  North  Platte  river,  which  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  take,  depending  upon  the  conditions  of  the  Lincoln  High^ 
way  between  these  two  points.  If,  at  the  time  you  inquire  at 
Gothenburg  it  is  discovered  that  the  Lincoln  Highway  between 
Gothenburg  and  North  Platte  is  not  in  the  best  shape  to  travel, 
cross  the  river  at  Gothenburg  and  follow  the  road  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  North  Platte  River  to  North  Platte ;  there  cross  the 
river  and  rejoin  the  Lincoln  Highway.

All  along  Lodgepole  Creek  the  rock  formation,  an  impure 
limestone  called  "mortar  beds,"  and  containing  the  fossil 
bones  of  extinct  mammals,  is  of  interest  to  the  geologist. 

Sidney  was  the  "site  of  an  army  post  of  the  '60's  and  out- 
fitting point  for  the  Black  Hills  gold-seekers  of  1876-7. 
This  extreme  southwest  corner  of  Nebraska  is  a  non- 
irrigation  farming  country,  the  most  recently  developed 
in  the  state.  This  also  applies  to  the  prosperous  towns  of 
Kimball  and  Bushnell,  Neb.  A  short  distance  east  of 
Weir  is  a  gulley  up  which  the  old  Black  Hills  Trail  lay. 
In  passing  into  Wyoming  the  elevation  rises  at  the  rate 
of  22  feet  to  the  mile.  The  best  direct  route  for  Deadwood 
South  Dakota  from  the  Lincoln  Highway  will  be  found 
from  Sidney.

THE  Lincoln  Highway  is  the  direct  arterial  line  of  motor 
travel  which,  bisecting  the  heart  of  the  United  States, 
furnishes  the  main  line  route  from  which  practically  all 
points  of  scenic  or  historic  interest  in  the  United  States  may  be 
conveniently  reached.  All  of  the  National  Parks,  including  the 
Yellowstone,  Glacier,  Yosemite  and  Grand  Canyon  can  be 
reached  more  or  less  conveniently  over  roads  which  may,  in  the 
main,  be  considered  travelable. 

The  two  states  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  are  replete  with 
interest  both  historic  and  scenic.  Much  road  improvement  has 
been  begun  and  is  progressing  in  these  two  states,  although 
meager  funds  and  sparse  population  have  naturally  made  the 
providing  of  any  such  roads  as  will  be  found  in  the  East,  impos- 
sible. The  roads  upon  which  considerable  work  has  been 
accomplished  include  those  leading  to  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the 
Colorado,  The  Needles,  Rosevelt  Dam,  Sante  Fe,  Petrified 
Forest,  Death  Valley  and  innumerable  other  points  worthy  of 
study  and  observation. 

The  vastly  interesting  southwestern  portion  of  the  United 
States  is  best  reached  by  either  of  the  two  following  routes. 

First:  Leave  the  Lincoln  Highway  at  Cheyenne,  Wyo., 
proceeding  south  through  Denver,  Colorado  Springs  and  Pueblo, 
striking  the  Santa  Fe  Trail  at  Trinidad,  Colorado,  and  following 
it  south  and  west  via  Santa  Fe,  Albuquerque,  Carthage,  Springer- 
ville,  Holbrook,  Flagstaff,  Kingman,  Needles,  etc.,  into  San 
Bernardino.  The  Rosevelt  Dam,  located  between  Springerville 
and  Phoenix,  Arizona,  is  best  reached  by  a  road  from  the  former 
point. 

Second:  If  you  have  followed  the  Lincoln  Highway  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  desire  to  return  east,  following  this  most 
attractive  southern  route,  it  is  suggested  that  you  take  the 
Pacific  Coast  road  from  San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles,  thence  on 
to  San  Diego  and  the  Santa  Fe  Trail,  reaching  the  same  points 
as  have  been  previously  enumerated.  You  can  then  proceed 
north  to  Colorado  Springs  and  connect  with  the  Lincoln  High- 
way at  Cheyenne  or  heading  east  from  Pueblo,  connect  with  that 
route  via  Kansas  City  and  up  the  Missouri  River  to  Omaha.

Automobile  Regulations 

1.  ENTRANCES — Automobiles  may  enter  and  leave  the 
park,  between  6  a.  m.  and  9:30  p.  m.,  by  any  of  the  entrances, 
viz.,  northern  or  Gardiner  entrance,  western  or  Yellowstone 
entrance,  eastern  or  Cody  entrance,  southern  or  Snake  River 
entrance. 

2.  AUTOMOBILES— The  park  is  open  to  automobiles 
operated  for  pleasure,  but  not  to  those  carrying  passengers  who 
are  paying,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  use  of  machines 
(excepting,  however,  automobiles  used  by  concessioners  under 
permit  from  the  department).  Careful  driving  is  demanded  of 
all  persons  using  the  roads.  The  Government  is  in  no  way 
responsible  for  any  kind  of  accident. 

3.  MOTORCYCLES— Motorcycles  are  not  permitted 
to  enter  the  park. 

4.  AUTOMOBILE  PERMITS— Automobile  permits  must 
be  secured  at  the  ranger  station  where  the  automobile  enters 
the  park,  and  will  entitle  the  holder  to  go  over  any  or  all  of  the 
roads  in  the  park.  This  permit  must  be  conveniently  kept,  so 
that  it  can  be  exhibited  to  park  rangers  on  demand.  Each  per- 
mit must  be  exhibited  to  checking  ranger  at  point  of  exit  for 
verification.  Automobile  permits  will  show  (a)  name  of  station 
where  permit  is  issued,  (b)  name  of  owner  or  driver,  (c)  State  and 
license  number  of  automobile. 

5.  FEE — The  fee  for  an  automobile  permit  is  17.50,  and  is 
payable  in  cash  only.  It  is  good  for  the  entire  season,  expiring 
on  October  1  of  the  year  of  issue. 

6.  DIRECTION — Automobiles  will  pass  around  the  road 
system  forming  the  "loop"  in  the  direction  opposite  to  that  of  the 
hands  of  a  clock  as  indicated  by  the  arrows  printed  in  red  on  the 
automobile  guide  map.  The  reverse  direction  may  be  taken  as 
follows: 

Norris  Geyser  Basin  to  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  between  11 
a.  m.  and  1  p.  m.  and  after  4:30  p.  m. 

Upper  Geyser  Basin  (Old  Faithful)  to  western  entrance,  any 
time  after  1  p.  m. 

Grand  Canyon  to  Yellowstone  Lake,  any  time  after  1  p.  m. 

Mammoth  Hot  Springs  to  Tower  Falls,  early  enough  to  reach 
Tower  Falls  by  noon. 

Grand  Canyon  to  Norris  Geyser  Basin  direct,  any  time  day  or 
night. 

The  supervisor  of  the  park  has  authority  to  change  routing  of 
cars  if  necessary. 
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7.  AUTOMOBILE  STAGES— Special  privileges,  etc.— 
Automobile  stages  are  operated  by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Trans- 
portation Co.  to  and  through  the  park  from  the  northern  or 
Gardiner  entrance,  the  western  or  Yellowstone  entrance,  and  the 
eastern  or  Cody  entrance,  connecting  with  all  trains  at  park  ter- 
minals. These  cars  are  of  10  passenger  capacity  and  are  painted 
yellow.  They  are  required  to  travel  on.  a  regular  schedule,  and 
they  have  the  right  of  way.  In  order  that  they  may  encounter 
no  delay,  accident,  or  inconvenience  from  dust,  other  motor 
vehicles  must  not  pass  or  attempt  to  pass  the  automobile  stages 
on  the  park  roads.  On  the  other  hand,  if  other  cars  are  signaled 
for  the  right  of  way  by  an  automobile  stage,  they  must  yield  and 
permit  it  to  continue  on  its  regular  schedule. 

8.  DISTANCE      APART— GEARS      AND      BRAKES— 

Automobiles  while  in  motion  must  not  be  less  than  50  yards  apart 
except  for  purpose  of  passing,  which  is  permissible  only  on  com- 
paratively level  or  slight  grades.  All  automobiles,  except  while 
shifting  gears,  must  retain  their  gears  constantly  enmeshed. 
Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  park  in  an  automobile  will  be 
required  to  satisfy  the  ranger  issuing  the  automobile  permit 
that  all  parts  of  machine,  particularly  the  brakes  and  tires,  are 
in  first-class  working  order  and  capable  of  making  the  trip,  and 
that  there  is  sufficient  gasoline  in  the  tank  to  reach  the  next  place 
where  it  may  be  obtained.  The  automobile  must  carry  at  least 
one  extra  tire. 

9.  SPEEDS — Speeds  must  be  limited  to  12  miles  per  hour 
ascending  and  10  miles  per  hour  descending  steep  grades,  and 
to  8  miles  per  hour  when  approaching  sharp  curves.  On  good 
roads  with  straight  stretches,  and  when  no  team  is  nearer  than 
200  yards,  the  speed  may  be  increased  to  20  miles  per  hour. 

10.  HORNS — The  horn  will  be  sounded  on  approaching 
curves  or  stretches  of  road  concealed  for  any  considerable  dis- 
tance by  slopes,  overhanging  trees,  or  other  obstacles,  and  before 
meeting  or  passing  other  machines,  riding  or  driving  animals,  or 
pedestrians. 

11.  LIGHTS — Automobiles  must  be  equipped  with  head  and 
tail  lights,  the  headlights  to  be  of  sufficient  brilliancy  to  insure 
safety  in  driving  at  night  and  all  lights  must  be  kept  lighted  after 
dark  when  automobile  is  on  the  road.  Headlights  must  be 
dimmed  when  passing  other  automobiles  or  horse-drawn  vehicles. 

12.  MUFFLER  CUT-OUTS— Muffler  cut-outs  must  be 
closed  while  approaching  or  passing  riding  horses,  horse-drawn 
vehicles,  hotels,  or  camps. 

13.  TEAMS — When  teams,  saddle  horses,  or  pack  trains 
approach,  automobiles  will  take  the  outer  edge  of  the  roadway, 
regardless  of  the  direction  in  which  they  may  be  going,  taking 
care  that  sufficient  room  is  left  on  the  inside  for  the  passage  of 
vehicles  and  animals.     Teams  have  the  right  of  way,  and  auto- 
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mobiles  will  be  backed  or  otherwise  handled  as  may  be  necessary 
so  as  to  enable  teams  to  pass  with  safety.  In  no  case  must 
automobiles  pass  animals  on  the  road  at  a  speed  greater  than  8 
miles  per  hour. 

14.  ACCIDENTS — When,  due  to  breakdowns  or  accidents 
of  any  other  nature,  automobiles  arc  unable  to  keep  going,  they 
must  be  immediately  parked  off  the  road  or,  where  this  is  im- 
possible, on  the  outer  edge  of  the  road. 

15.  DAMAGES — The  owners  of  automobiles  will  be  respon- 
sible for  any  damage  caused  by  accident  or  otherwise. 

16.  GARAGES,  REPAIRS,  SUPPLIES,  FREE  AUTO- 
MOBILE CAMPS — Gasoline,  oils,  tires,  and  accessories  are 
available  for  purchase  at  regular  supply  stations  at  Mammoth 
Hot  Springs,  Upper  Geyser  Basin  (Old  Faithful),  Yellowstone 
Lake,  and  Grand  Canyon.  Repair  shops  and  garages  are  main- 
tained at  these  points.  Automobile  supplies  may  also  be  pro- 
cured at  Tow:er  Falls  Camp.  Prices  of  supplies  and  rates  for 
repair  work  are  strictly  regulated  by  the  National  Park  Service. 
Free  public  camps  for  motorists  and  shelters  for  cars  are  main- 
tained at  points  indicated  on  the  automobile  guide  map. 

17.  REDUCED  ENGINE  POWER— Due  to  the  high  alti- 
tude of  the  park  roads,  averaging  nearly  7,000  feet,  the  power  of 
all  automobiles  is  much  reduced,  so  that  a  leaner  mixture  and 
about  50  per  cent  more  gasoline  is  required  than  at  lower  alti- 
tudes. Likewise  one  lower  gear  will  generally  have  to  be  used 
on  grades  than  would  be  necessary  elsewhere.  A  further  effect 
that  must  be  watched  is  the  heating  of  the  engine  on  long  grades, 
which  may  become  serious  unless  care  is  used. 

18.  FINES  AND  PENALTIES— Violations  of  any  of  the 
foregoing  regulations  governing  motor  traffic  in  the  park  will  be 
punishable  by  revocation  of  automobile  permit,  or  by  immediate 
ejectment  from  the  park,  or  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500,  or  six 
months'  imprisonment,  or  by  any  combination  of  these  penalties, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  supervisor,  and  be  cause  for  refusal  to 
issue  a  new  automobile  permit  to  the  offender  without  prior 
sanction  in  writing  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

19.  These  regulations  do  not  apply  to  motor  traffic  on  the 
county  road  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  park. 

AUTOMOBILE    CAMPS    AND    SHELTERS 

Free  public  automobile  camps  and  shelters  are  provided  at 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  Lake  Hotel,  and 
Grand  Canyon — a  shelter  for  machines  and  a  fireplace  protected 
from  the  weather,  which  may  be  used  by  the  tourists  in  common. 
Tourists  may  camp  on  designated  areas  close  to  the  shelters. 
Detailed  information  regarding  these  camps  and  shelters  may- 
be obtained  at  the  various  entrances  to  the  park.

THE  name  Wyoming  is  taken  from 
the  Indian,  meaning  "Big  Plains." 
The  elevation  of  this  state  averages 
between  five  and  seven  thousand  feet 
above  the  sea,  and  it  is  traversed  by  the 
main  chain  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
some  of  the  peaks  of  which  reach  an 
altitude  of  14,000  feet  in  this  state. 

The  first  white  settlement  was  at  old 
Fort  Laramie  on  the  North  Platte  River, 
and  was  established  in  1834. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  through  Wyo- 
ming was  proclaimed  a  State  Highway 
by  former  Governor  Carey.  Despite  the 
long  mileage  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
through  the  state,  and  the  small  popula- 
tion of  the  country  traversed,  a  great 
deal  has  been  done  to  improve  the  route. 
The  attention  of  the  tourist  is  par- 
ticularly called  to  the  activities  in  this 
direction  in  the  way  of  eliminating  right 
angle  turns,  thus  straightening  the  road. 
Generally  speaking  the  native  soil  furnishes  an  excellent  road  bed, 
Local  road  building  material  is  abundant,  particularly  along  the 
eastern  end  of  the  trans-state  road  in 
Wyoming.  The  natural  road  itself  is,  in 
the  main,  gravel,  but  needs  constant 
attention  to  be  kept  in  condition  for  the 
ever  increasing  travel. 

The  recently  organized  state  highway 
department  of  Wyoming  has  recognized 
the  importance  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
and  taken  steps  to  better  conditions 
which  are  rapidly  growing  beyond  the 
ability  of  the  counties  to  remedy. 

The  highest  altitude  reached  on  the 
Lincoln  Highway  in  Wyoming  is  8,240  feet  at  Sherman  Hill 
where  the  Continental  Divide  is  crossed.  Eastern  tourists 
driving  through  Wyoming  will  find  objects  of  interest  at  every 
point  through  the  state. 

In  proportion  to  her  population,  Wyoming  has  probably  done 
most  to  improve  the  Lincoln  Highway,  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
State  Highway  Department  and  of  the  Federal  Government, 
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the  route  will  be  kept 
in  condition  to  allow 
that  vast  Mow  of  traf- 
Bc  which  is  now  enter- 
ing the  great  West 
and  bringing  to  Wyo- 
ming new  money,  new 
inhabitants,  and  a 
constantly  increasing 
prosperity.  It  is  four 
hundred  and  twenty- 
five  miles  across  the 
state — a  trip  of  the 
greatest   interest   and

Although  Wyoming,  with  an  acreage  of  62,460,160  is  primarily 
a  stock  raising  State,  many  of  the  great  ranches  are  being  broken 
up  and  more  than  8,540,000  acres  are  devoted  to  more  or  less 
intensive  farming.  Rainfall  is  meager,  but  irrigation  produces 
large  yields.  The  annual  value  of  crops  is  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $16,000,000.  Though  Wyoming  is  immensely  rich  in  minerals 
(annual  production  of  coal,  oil  and  other  minerals,  more  than 
110,000,000),  these  resources  are  at  the  beginning  of  their 
development.  The  wilds  are  famous  for  big-game  hunting  and 
fishing,  and  the  mountains  for  their  scenery.  At  Laramie  are 
the  State  Normal  School  and  the  University  of  Wyoming,  the 
latter  having  a  noteworthy  department  and  museum  of  geology 
and  paleontology.

Near  Cheyenne  is  located  Fort  D.  A.  Russell,  a  military 
post,  consisting  of  one  regiment  of  infantry,  two  batteries 
of  field  artillery,  one  squadron  of  cavalry  and  a  full  hospital 
corps — about  2,200  men — with  a  large  riding  school,  a 
target  range,  and  a  tract  twenty  miles  square  for  field 
maneuvers  three  miles  from  the  city. 

About  the  27th  of  August  of  each  year  occurs  the  "Fron- 
tier Days"  celebration,  which  lasts  for  three  days,  during 
which  thousands  of  cow-boys  and  many  cow-girls  take  part 
in  prize  contests  in  broncho  busting,  roping  steers,  races 
and  all  sorts  of  western  games  and  feats  of  skill.  The 
stranger  should  not  miss  this  if  it  is  at  all  possible  to  ar- 
range the  tour  to  strike  Cheyenne  at  the  proper  time.  A 
few  more  years  and  the  cow-boy  will  have  become  a  thing 
of  the  past.  The  romance  of  the  wild  western  life  is  fading 
away,  until  scarce  a  remnant  is  left  forthetravelerto  see. 

Here  the  traveler  is  nearly  a  mile  higher  up  than  when  he 
left  Omaha,  and  still  ascending  a  long,  graded  incline,  the 
slope  of  the  Continental  Divide.  The  Front  Range  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  comes  into  view  at  several  points  near 
Otto,  while  to  the  north  the  foot-hills  of  the  Laramie 
Range  are  plainly  visible.  This  easy  approach  to  the 
Divide  was  discovered  by  a  happy  chance,  after  two  years' 
search  for  a  practicable  grade.  The  Union  Pacific  engineers 
were  cut  off  by  Indians,  and  in  seeking  an  elevation  from 
which  to  signal  to  the  cavalry  they  came  upon  this  gently- 
sloping  ridge.     In  the  next  five  miles  the  elevation  rises 
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366  feet  to  Granite  Canyon,  from  whose  famous  springs 
comes  the  sparkling  water  that  supplies  the  dining  cars  of 
the  Union  Pacific.  At  Buford  is  the  quarry  which  for 
fifteen  years  past  has  furnished  annually  10,000  carloads 
of  the  famous  Shermar  gravel  that  makes  the  Union  Pacific 
and  the  Lincoln  Highway  roadbed  dustless  and  easy- 
riding.  This  granite  rock  is  weathered  to  a  depth  of  50 
feet  or  more. 

CHEYENNE  to  LARAMIE,  WYOMING— 57  Miles 

From  Cheyenne  to  Laramie  the  Lincoln  Way  goes  over  a 
very  high  plateau  with  a  mountain  range  on  both  sides,  the 
roads  are  in  excellent  condition  and  of  the  famous  Sherman  hill 
gravel,  the  climb  is  gradual  to  Sherman  Hill,  at  which  point  the 
elevation  is  8240  feet  at  the  peak  of  the  Great  Continental 
Divide.  The  Ames  Monument  stands  70  feet  in  height  near  the 
summit.  From  this  point  through  Tie  Siding  and  on  to  Laramie, 
the  tourist  will  find  good  natural  gravel  roads  to  Tie  Siding  and 
well  graded  Highway  to  Laramie.

On  clear 
days,  Pike's  Peak  may  be  seen,  175  miles  to  the  south, 
and  Elk  Mountain,  100  miles  west.  At  Hermosa  auto- 
mobile stages  meet  the  Union  Pacific  trains  to  convey 
visitors  to  beautiful  Cherokee  Park,  one  of  Colorado's 
leading  fishing  resorts,  where  the  mountain  streams  are 
alive  with  the  gamey  rainbow  trout.  Between  Hermosa 
and  Laramie  the  railway  branches;  westbound  trains  run 
by  way  of  Red  Buttes  named  from  the  natural  monuments 
or  buttes  of  red  sandstone  numerous  in  the  vicinity.

light  plant,  planing  mill  and  two  lumber  yards;  stone 
quarry;  huge  reservoirs,  where  immense  crops  of  ice  are 
harvested;  50,000  acres  of  choice  irrigated  land  open  for 
settlement. 

Oil  fields  being  developed  near  city;  The  University  of 
Wyoming — including  the  State  Agricultural  College,  the 
School  of  Mines,  the  United  States  Experiment  Station, 
the  Wyoming  State  Normal  School,  the  Wyoming  State 
School  of  music  and  the  University  Preparatory  School — 
is  located  here.  A  federal  building  costing  $100,000  and  a 
library  building  costing  $20,000  have  recently  been  com- 
pleted. 

For  those  in  need  of  recreation  or  rest,  Laramie  and  its 
surrounding  country  offers  a  wide  range  of  activities.  The 
streams  of  the  Laramie  Valley  are  stocked  with  trout;  the 
mountains  furnish  large  game,  bear,  mountain  lions,  deer, 
elk,  antelope,  etc.  Ducks,  geese  and  grouse  are  abundant 
in  all  sections  of  the  county.  The  mountain  scenery  on 
either  side  of  Laramie  is  unequalled  in  its  wild  grandeur, 
beautiful  valleys,  magnificent  snow-capped  peaks,  great 
forests,  catacombs  and  natural  wonders  which  defy  the 
powers  of  man  to  describe. 

The  Lincoln  Highway  is  practically  all  graded  thru 
Albany  County  showing  the  possibility  of  improvements 
by  skillful  use  of  the  natural  material.  The  balance  of 
the  roads  are  generally  level  and  good,  part  having  been 
graded . 

The  city,  the  river,  the  mountain  range  and  the  county 
of  Laramie  derive  their  name  from  the  abandoned  fort 
nearby,  which  in  turn  was  named  for  a  French  fur  trader 
of  the  early  days.  Bill  Nye  won  fame  as  a  humorist 
while  living  in  Laramie.  About  forty  miles  west  of 
Laramie,  between  Rock  River  and  Medicine  Bow  occur 
rock  formations  that  are  of  the  utmost  interest  to  the 
geologist  because  in  the  "Morrison  formation"  are  found 
fossil  bones  of  such  pre-historic  reptiles  as  the  armored  and 
carnivorous  dinosaurs.  An  irrigation  project  that  supplies 
water  to  25,000  acres  and  ultimately  will  reclaim  40,000 
acres  more  promises  prosperity  to  the  region  around 
Rock  River,  while  Medicine  Bow  already  has  won  fame,  if 
nothing  more  substantial,  from  the  fact  that  here  Owen 
Wister  found  inspiration  for  his  novel,   "The  Virginian."

The  Ferris  Mountains  appear  far  to  the  north  after  Rawlins 
is  passed,  and  one  can  discern  the  notch  called  Whiskey  Gap,  at 
the  west  end  of  the  range,  where  the  old  Rawlins-Lander  stage- 
road  runs.  Rawlins  is  a  division  headquarters  of  the  Union 
Pacific,  and  shipping  point  for  a  large  area.  There  is  romantic 
interest  in  the  station  Daley's  Ranch,  just  west  of  Rawlins,  if 
one  knows  the  story  that  centers  around  the  sheep  barns  and 
corrals  visible  to  the  south  from  the  Lincoln  Way.  The  owner 
of  this  ranch  a  generation  ago  was  a  section-hand  on  the  Union 
Pacific,  but  is  now  a  large  property-owner,  and  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  legislature.  South  of  the  track  at  Creston 
Station,  30  miles  west  of  Rawlins,  is  a  sign  reading: 

"DIVIDE  OF  THE  CONTINENT" 

which  indicates  that  in  this  undrained  basin,  as  truly  as  if  it 
were  a  mountain  crest,  is  the  parting  of  the  waters  that  flow  to 
the  Pacific  from  those  that  drain  away  to  the  Atlantic.  To 
look  out  over  the  Red  Desert,  a  few  miles  west  of  Creston,  with 
its  wonderful  coloring,  its  sage-brush  and  sand-dunes,  one  would 
not  imagine  that  this  miniature  Sahara  was  a  profitable  winter 
sheep-range,  but  such  is  the  fact,  as  the  self-cured  bunch-grass 
is  most  nutritious.  This  desert  formerly  was  common  hunting 
ground  and  battle-field  of  the  surrounding  Indian  tribes. 
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RAWLINS  to  ROCK  SPRINGS  via  WAMSUTTER— 
103  Miles 

This  portion  of  the  Lincoln  Way  is  a  good  graded  road  as  far 
as  Wamsutter,  41  miles ;  from  Wamsutter  to  Point  of  Rocks,  45 
miles,  the  road  conditions  are  poor  and  care  should  be  exercised 
in  driving  as  there  are  many  short  stretches  that  are  very  rough 
and  cross  washes  are  numerous  and  difficult  to  see  in  time  to 
check  your  speed,  if  driving  fast.  There  are  no  ranches  or  towns 
between  these  points  after  leaving  Tipton  Station,  and  a  supply 
of  water  and  gasoline  should  be  carried  or  at  least  make  sure  your 
gasoline  tank  is  full,  and  your  water  can  or  bag  should  be  full 
of  water,  you  may  spring  a  leak.  If  the  tourists  will  drive  care- 
fully no  trouble  whatever  will  be  experienced.  From  Point  of 
Rocks  to  Rock  Springs  the  roads  have  had  considerable  atten- 
tion and  with  the  exception  of  the  7  miles  from  Point  of  Rocks 
to  Thayer  Junction,  the  Lincoln  Way  is  a  good  graded  road. 

Rock  Springs  to  Green  River,  15  miles  excellent  shale-gravel 
Highway;  the  work  done  has  cost  over  $50,000.00,  the  tourist 
can  make  this  run  in  20  to  25  minutes.  Splendid  Camp  Site 
will  be  found  at  Green  River.     For  location,  ask  any  merchant.

Rock  Springs  was  named  after  a  saline  spring  of  water 
which  boils  up  near  the  foot  of  the  bluff.  An  artesian  well 
was  sunk  at  this  point,  1,145  feet  deep.  The  Wyoming 
Hospital  and  other  state  buildings  are  located  here.  From 
this  point  to  Green  River  the  scenery  is  grand  and  impres- 
sive. 

Rock  Springs  is  the  central  shipping  point  for  this  coal- 
mining territory  whence  annually  about  a  million  tons  of 
high-grade  bituminous  coal  are  marketed.  These  mines 
have  been  operated  since  the  Union  Pacific  opened  up  the 
district  in  1868. 

Between  this  point  and  Yellowstone  Park  there  is  a  road  pass- 
ing through  Lander,  thence  to  the  southern  boundary  of  Yellow- 
stone Park.  It  is  reported  by  those  having  first-hand  informa- 
tion that  this  route  to  Yellowstone  Park  is  less  desirable  than  the 
one  entering  the  Park  from  the  West  via  Granger,  Wyoming, 
Pocatello,  Idaho,  thence  directly  to  the  western  entrance  to 
Yellowstone  Park,  where  there  are  accommodations  for  tourists. 

NOTE — Pinedale,  100  miles  north,  is  said  to  rival  Yellowstone 
Park  in  natural  scenery.  Streams  are  bridged.  Fremont  Lake, 
17  miles  long,  affords  excellent  fishing  and  camping.     Good  roads. 
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ROCK  SPRINGS  to  EVANSTON— 113.5  Miles 

Much  grading  has  been  done  west  of  Rock  Springs  to  Granger, 
and  the  road  conditions  will  be  found  fair  to  good.  From 
Granger  Junction  to  Lyman  a  distance  of  28  miles  the  Lincoln 
Way  follows  a  natural  dirt  and  gravel  road,  water  will  be  found 
at  a  number  of  places  along  the  route.  Although  there  are  a 
few  rough  stretches  this  section  can  be  considered  good  going. 
From  Lyman  through  Ft.  Bridger  on  to  Evanston  the  road  is 
good  and  the  last  15  miles  is  a  good  graded  highway.  Good 
camp  sites  are  found  at  Lyman,  Fort  Bridger,  and  Evanston.

Jim  Bridger  built  this  Fort  in  1843  and  for  a  long  time 
it  remained  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  many  trading 
posts  in  the  far  West.*  It  was  built  of  logs  with  sod  roof 
and  was  surrounded  by  a  heavy  fence  of  pointed  timbers 
eight  feet  high,  for  protection  against  the  Indians.  In  1853 
it  was  abandoned;  the  owners  being  driven  out  by  the 
Mormons. 

Many  wild  and  bloody  scenes  were  enacted  here  between 
the  trappers  and  the  Indians.

$12,000  High  School,  flour  mill,  ice  storage  plant,  18,000 
tons  capacity;  a  city  park,  machine  shops,  a  new  $200,000 
federal  building.  The  city  is  the  seat  of  the  State  Insane 
Asylum  and  the  United  States  Land  Office.  It  is  also 
headquarters  for  oil  men.  Coal  fields  cover  a  large  extent 
of  territory.

EVANSTON,  WYO.,  to  SALT  LAKE  CITY,  UTAH-88.3  Miles 

Between  Evanston  and  Salt  Lake  City  the  Lincoln  Way  follows 
through  beautiful  Echo  Canyon.  At  "Main  Forks"  immediately 
after  going  under  railroad,  take  left  hand  turn  to  Coalville  over 
good  graded  roads  to  Wanship.  From  Wanship  to  Kimball's 
Ranch,  the  Lincoln  Way  leads  up  Silver  Creek  Canyon,  it  is 
somewhat  winding  and  narrow  in  many  places,  and  is  dangerous 
in  wet  weather  without  chains,  but  the  road  is  well  graded.  From 
Kimball  Ranch  to  the  summit  the  road  is  graded  and  graveled. 
From  the  summit  to  Salt  Lake  City,  through  Parleys  Canyon, 
the  Highway  is  a  splendid  macadam  road.  This  is  a  most 
delightful  drive,  but  care  must  be  exercised  in  driving  as  there  are 
many  sharp  turns.  It  is  well  to  sound  your  horn  and  have  your 
car  always  under  control,  as  it  is  down  grade  for  15  miles.  There 
are  many  beautiful  camp  sites  at  every  turn. 
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WHEN  you  arrive  at  either  the  Atlantic  or  Pacific  Coast 
following  a  transcontinental  trip  and  contemplate  return- 
ing to  your  home  city,  the  following  alternatives  present 
themselves  for  your  consideration: 

1 — Return  over  the  Lincoln  Highway 

2 — Return  over  one  of  the  other  routes,  or 

3 — Return  home  by  train,  shipping  your  car  by  freight. 

The  latter  course  will  be  followed  by  many  and  it  is  to  these 
tourists  that  the  Association  commends  the  following  procedure. 

It  will  be  very  expensive  to  ship  your  car  by  itself.  If  shipped 
in  a  consolidated  carload  you  can  save  from  25  to  50%  of  the 
the  individual  rate.  For  example:  The  rate  for  single  auto- 
mobiles from  San  Francisco  to  Chicago  is  $6.80  per  cwt.  or  to 
New  York,  $7.40  per  cwt.  Consolidated  shipments  are  made  by 
the  Trans-Continental  Freight  Company  of  New  Yorlc  from  both 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic  Coasts 
and  are  recommended  by  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  at 
the  following  rates: 

For  the  first  2000  lbs.  from  San  Francisco  to  Chicago,  $100.00 ; 
$2.50  per  cwt.  for  each  100  lbs.  over  2,000;  from  Los  Angeles  and 
San  Francisco  to  New  York  such  shipments  can  be  made  at  the 
rate  of  $5.50  per  cwt. 

To  consolidate  cars  as  to  destination  involves  some  expense 
in  handling,  storage,  etc.,  but  it  is  safe  to  assume  a  saving  of  from 
25  to  50%  on  each  car  shipped  when  consolidated  or  pooled  with 
other  cars  for  the  same  destination. 

When  you  know  approximately  the  date  of  your  arrival  on 
either  coast  and  when  you  want  your  car  shipped,  write  or  tele- 
phone the  offices  of  the  Trans-Continental  Freight  Company  in 
Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Seattle  or  New  York.  Be  specific 
as  to  the  information  that  will  enable  them  to  complete  arrange- 
ments that  will  agree  with  your  plans. 

Points  of  destination  should  be  large  cities  nearest  your  home 
such  as  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Buffalo,  Boston,  Philadelphia  or 
New  York. 

It  is  suggested  that  shipment  be  made  to  these  or  other  com- 
mon terminal  points  and  that  you  arrange  to  meet  your  car 
upon  its  arrival  there  and  drive  to  your  home  town  or  city.

THE  Lincoln  Highway  tourist  will 
find  much  of  fascinating  interest 
in  crossing  the  State  of  Utah. 
The  drive  from  Evanston,  Wyoming, 
through  the  mountains  and  down  into 
the  Valley  of  Salt  Lake  is  one  of  the 
greatest  beauty.  Much  new  construc- 
tion has  been  done  by  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  in  Parley's  Canyon,  where  the 
old  right-of-way  of  the  Lincoln  High- 
way was  taken  over  for  railroad  purposes 
and  a  new  road  constructed,  wider  and 
with  easier  grades,  providing  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  mountain  drives  on  the 
continent. 

Between  Main  Forks  and  Salt  Lake 
City  the  Lincoln  Highway  passes  through 
a  fertile  sunny  valley  dotted  with  quaint 
farm  dwellings,  tree  sheltered.  Settlements,  at  intervals,  each 
with  its  large  school  house  surrounded  by  beautifully  kept  homes 
testify  to  the  energy  and  thrift  of  the  Mormons.  To  the  west, 
at  times,  may  be  seen  the  glint  of  the  waters  of  Great  Salt  Lake, 
and  on  the  east  the  bare  ramparts  of  the  Wasatch  range.  At  the 
foot  of  this  majestic  mountain  system  lies  a  city  of  wide,  well- 
kept  streets,  dignified  public  buildings,  business  blocks  and  beau- 
tiful homes — Salt  Lake  City.  Here  is  the  world  famed  taber- 
nacle of  the  Latter  Day  Saints  which  seats  eight  thousand  persons 
and  contains  one  of  the  largest  and  sweetest  sounding  pipe  organs 
in  the  world.  Because  .of  the  elevation  of  this  valley  and  the 
mountain  shelter  from  inclement  winds,  Salt  Lake  City  is  a 
natural  sanatorium. 

West  of  Salt  Lake 
City  the  Lincoln  High- 
way follows  along  the 
southern  shore  of  Great 
Salt  Lake  for  many  miles 
and  passes  south  of  Salt- 
air,  where  the  unique 
experience  of  a  bath  in 
the  dense  brine  of  the 
lake,  in  which  one  cannot 
sink,  maybe  experienced . 
For  some  distance 
west  of  Salt  Lake  City 


Bathing  pavilion  at  Saltair,  on  the  Lincoln  Highway 
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the  Lincoln  Highway  has  been  constructed  of  concrete  but  the 
road  funds  of  the  State  are  meager  compared  to  the  vast  mileage 
of  road  requiring  improvement  and  the  first  attention  of  the 
State  has  been  directed  to  the  main  north  and  south  roads  running 
down  the  fertile  valleys  between  the  mountain  ranges,  whose 
trend  in  both  Utah  and  Nevada  is  north  and  south.  As  a  conse- 
quence, the  Lincoln  Highway  has  not  received  as  much  attention 
as  its  national  importance  warrants  and  is  in  the  main,  west  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  of  native  soil  which  in  dry  weather  will  befound 

rough  and  cut-up  in 
spots,  these  sections  al- 
ternating with  natural 
flat  hard  surfaces  which 
provide  an  unexcelled 
touring  road. 

The  Lincoln  Highway 
Association  has  long 
hoped  to  be  able  to 
finance  the  construction 
of  the  desert  section  of

Utah  the  Highway  in  western 

Utah,  and  for  the  past 
two  years  has  spent  much  time  and  money  in  investigating  the 
possibilities  of  this  region  and  endeavoring  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  to  take  care  of  the  necessary  work  which  it  is  beyond  the 
ability  of  the  State  of  Utah  or  the  counties  traversed  to  handle. 
The  Goodyear  Tire  and  Rubber  Company  of  Akron,  Ohio,  and 
its  President,  Mr.  F.  A.  Sieberling,  who  is  also  President  of  the 
Lincoln  Highway  Association,  have  pledged  to  the  Association 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of  a 
road  directly  across  the  desert  that  would  eliminate  the  present 
winding  road  from  Orr's  Ranch  south  around  the  desert  via 
Fish  Springs,  which  is  the  worst  section  of  the  Lincoln  Highway 
in  Utah,  if  not  the  worst  between  the  two  coasts.  Plans  are  now 
being  made  to  carry  this  construction  through.  When  completed 
the  new  road  would  make  a  material  change  in  the  Lincoln  High- 
way west  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  shorten  it  by  some  fifty-five 
miles. 

While  some  stretches  of  rough  going  will  be  found  between 
Salt  Lake  City  and  Ely,  Nevada,  the  drive  is  in  no  way  dangerous 
and  is  of  the  most  intense  interest;  the  road  skirting  the  dry  basin 
of  old  Lake  Bonneville,  where  the  Lincoln  Highway  tourist  sees 
for  the  first  time  the  real  western  desert,  so  dreaded  by  the  early 
pioneers.  This  desert  has  a  wild  and  fascinating  beauty  which  is 
indescribable.  Every  hour  of  the  day  changes  its  aspects  and 
coloring  and  its  shifting  mirages  and  distant  ghostly  moving 
sand  whirls  are  a  source  of  never-failing  interest  to  the  eastern 
motorist. 

In  the  past  some  motorists  have  shown  hesitancy  about  making 
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the  trip  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Ely,  due  to  the  promiscuous 
circulation  of  stories  regarding  the  "terrors"  of  the  desert  To 
the  modern  tourist,  properly  prepared,  and  carrying  a  desert 
water  bag,  with  an  adequate  supply  of  drinking  water,  the  desert 
has  no  terrors,  but  only  an  absorbing  interest  and  charm,  which 
more  than  makes  up  for  any  occasional  deficiences  in  the  road 
conditions.

West  of  this  station  travelers  begin  to  glimpse  the  Uinta 
Mountains  to  the  southeast  and  the  Wasatch  range  to  the  south- 
west. Work  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  a  notable 
achievement  in  railroad  construction  of  interest  to  the  traveler, 
can  be  viewed  to  advantage  from  this  point  westward  to  Emory 
at  the  summit  of  the  Wasatch  Mountains.  The  new  grade  of 
the  Union  Pacific  road  recently  constructed  here,  has  several 
fills  of  more  than  half  a  million  cubic  yards  each,  and  a  maximum 
height  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet.  Over  two  million  cubic 
yards  of  earth  and  a  million  cubic  yards  of  rock  were  removed  in 
the  construction  and  the  project  cost  about  three  million  dollars, 
but  the  much  better  grade  obtained  justified  the  enormous 
expense. 
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The  I'nion  Pacific  Railroad  Company  has  also  done  consider- 
able work  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  through  Echo  Canyon,  in  the 
way  of  filling  and  grading.  This  was  done  on  account  of  the 
new  construction  of  the  double  track  system  which  in  many 
cases  forced  a  change  in  the  Lincoln  Highway  road  bed.

The  home  of  the  Mormon  Church  (Latter  Day  Saints). 
The  Temple,  the  Tabernacle  and  other  Mormon  institu- 
tional buildings  are  wonderful  as  examples  of  Ecclesiastical 
Architecture.  The  organ  in  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  is 
one  of  the  world's  wonders.  Liberty  Park  is  also  one  of 
the  attractions  as  it  contains  the  original  buildings  erected 
by  Brigham  Young.  . 

The  Tabernacle,  built  in  1864-67  is  an  extraordinary 
structure  and  the  interior  exhibits  one  of  the  largest  unsup- 
ported arches  in  the  world. 

The  Temple  lies  just  to  the  east  of  this  building  and  was 
constructed  in  1853-93,  costing  over  $4,000,000.  Many 
short  tours  may  be  made  in  various  directions  from  the  city, 
and  much  wonderful  scenery  is  within  easy  reach  of  the 
motorist. 

The  capital  of  the  Mormon  settlement  was  founded  upon 
the  arrival  of  that  sect  in  the  valley  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake, 
in  1847.  It  is  almost  surrounded  by  lofty  mountains  in 
which  are  carved  many  magnificent  canyons.  It  is  situ- 
ated at  the  foot  of  the  western  slope  of  the  Wasatch  Moun- 
tain's, whose  heights  form  the  western  boundary  of  the 
great  basin  and  embrace  the  valley  on  the  north  and  east. 

To  the  west  and  northwest  opens  out  the  great  desert, 
with  the  Great  Salt  Lake  in  the  center  and  but  twelve 
miles  away.  The  growth  of  this  delightful  mountain  city 
in  its  arid,  desolate  situation  is  a  monument  to  the  untiring 
energy  and  devotion  to  principle  which  has  no  parallel  in 
history. 

Ages  ago  the  Great  Salt  Lake  was  a  fresh  water  inland 
sea  of  1,200  feet  in  depth,  with  an  outlet  to  the  Pacific 
Ocean  through  the  Snake  River.  Through  evaporation  the 
lake  has  grown  smaller  and  smaller,  until  now  there  is  no 
outlet  and  the  salt  in  the  water  has  increased  to  25  per 
cent.  The  ocean  contains  but  three  to  four  per  cent  and 
the  Dead  Sea  24  per  cent  in  comparison.  The  water  is 
extremely  buoyant  and  a  novel  bath  may  be  had  at  the 
Saltair  bathing  resort.

From  Salt  Lake  City  to  Garfield,  new  concrete.  Garfield  to 
Grantsville,  good  macadam.

ORR'S  RANCH  to  FISH  SPRINGS— 59  Miles 

From  Orr's  Ranch  the  traveler  enters  upon  the  eastern  edge  of 
the  Great  Salt  Lake  desert  and  between  the  above  points  no  ranches 
are  located.  Seventeen  miles  west  of  Orr's  water  can  be  secured 
from  the  county  well,  which  was  drilled  by  the  County  Officials 
for  the  convenience  of  the  tourists.  It  is  advisable  to  carry 
a  thermos  bottle  or  water  bag.  From  the  County  Well  to  Fish 
Springs,  a  distance  of  forty-two  miles,  the  tourist  will  find  the  first 
18  miles  very  good,  natural  desert  adobe  soil,  which  makes  a 
splendid  speedway.  The  balance  of  24  miles  is  fair  in  dry 
weather,  but  during  a  rain  or  shortly  after  a  rain  (which  is  infre- 
quent after  June  15)  this  section  is  almost  impassable  and  the 
tourist  is  cautioned  not  to  attempt  to  drive  over  the  section  under 
such  conditions. 
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SPECIAL  COMMENT 

The  Lincoln  Highway  Association  has  now  the  sum  of  $100,- 
000.00  pledged  for  the  construction  of  a  new  route  across  the 
desert,  which  will  eliminate  this,  the  worst  section  on  the  entire 
route.  The  route  of  the  contemplated  construction  will  run 
directly  west  of  the  County  Well  to  Granite  Point  thence  across 
the  desert,  again  joining  the  present  Lincoln  Way  at  the  mouth 
of  Overland  Canyon,  about  32  miles  west  of  Fish  Springs.  The 
construction  of  a  new  route  through  Johnson's  Pass  and  the  desert 
cut  off,  will  shorten  the  Lincoln  Way  in  Utah  approximately 
55  miles.

From  Fish  Springs  to  Kearney's  Ranch,  20.4  miles,  the  roads 
are  fair  to  good  dirt,  with  a  few  rough  spots,  but  fair  going  all 
the  way  to  Callao  and  Tripp's  Ranch,  2  miles  further  west. 
Accommodation  can  be  had  at  any  of  these  ranches.  The  cost 
of  gasoline  is  high  at  these  points,  as  it  is  hauled  overland  for 
many  miles.  From  Tripp's  Ranch  to  Ibapah,  near  the  Utah- 
Nevada  State  line,  a  good  hard  gravel  road  will  be  found.  For 
the  first  8  miles  care  should  be  exercised  in  driving  as  there  are  a 
number  of  shallow  washes  which  might  result  in  broken  springs 
if  crossed  at  more  than  moderate  speed.  The  last  15  miles  is 
good  going  to  and  through  Overland  Canyon,  with  some  short 
steep  grades.  From  Tripp's  to  Overland  Summit,  about  17 
miles,  it  is  a  gradual  climb  and  your  motor  is  liable  to  overheat 
from  no  apparent  cause,  as  the  grade  is  hardly  perceptible. 

NOTE — As  you  reach  the  summit  of  Overland  Canyon,  a 
splendid  view  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake  Desert  is  to  be  had  and  in 
looking  directly  east  to  the  North  Point  of  Granite  Mountain,  a 
good  idea  can  be  secured  of  the  directness  of  the  new  Lincoln 
Way  route,  the  contemplated  construction  of  which  has  been 
previously  mentioned.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

NEVADA  was  orginally  a  part  of 
California.  The  name  is  taken 
from  the  Spanish  meaning 
"snowy;"  but  it  is  commonly  known  as 
as  the  "Sage  Brush  State."  It  is  one  of 
the  most  important  states  in  the  Union 
from  the  standpoint  of  production  of 
mineral  wealth. 

There  are  numerous  parallel  ranges 
of  mountains  running  north  and  south 
through  the  state,  each  one  of  which  the 
tourist  has  to  cross.  Some  of  these 
ranges  rise  more  than  9,000  feet  above 
sea. 

The  great  Comstock  Lode  at  Vir- 
ginia City  near  Reno  was  discovered  in 
1859  and  miners  flocked  into  the  district 
from  all  over  the  country.     The  silver 

product  of  the  state  from  1859  to  1869  was  $137,000,000  and  this 
had  much  to  do  with  gaining  Nevada  a  place  in  the  Union  as  a 
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Nevada

state  in  1864. 

The  principal  riv- 
er is  the  Humboldt, 
called  at  one  time  the 
"Ogden  River,"  and 
the  old  emigrant  trails 
followed  down  this 
river  from  Fort  Hall, 
Idaho,  to  the  Car- 
son Sink  in  the  vic- 
inity of  Fallon,  and 
these  old  tiails  struck 
the  present  Lincoln 
Highway  at  about  the  location  of  what  is  now  the  town  of  Fern- 
ley,  37  miles  east  of  Reno. 

In  1835  Peter  Ogden  visited  the  Humbolt  River  and  in  1826 
Jedediah  Smith  crossed  the  state  from  west  to  east.  Fremont 
passed  through  the  state  in  1843-45  and  in  1849  the  Mormons 
founded  a  trading  post  on  the  Carson  River  near  Wadsworth. 

This  state  is  the  fourth  in  area  in  the  Union,  and  has  a  popu- 
lation of  less  than  100,000.  It  has  a  wide  range  in  elevation, 
which  averages  4,000  feet.  A  unique  feature  of  Nevada  is  the 
number  of  rivers  and  lakes  which  have  no  visible  outlet.  Nev- 
ada, except  California,  is  said  to  have  the  greatest  range  of 
climate  of  any  of  the  states  in  the  Union.  Its  northern  boundary 
corresponds  with  that  of  Pennsylvania,  and  its  southern  boundary 
with  the  northern  line  of  Alabama.  But  a  small  percentage  of 
the  great  area  of  the  fertile  soil  of  Nevada  is  under  cultivation.

way  is  supe- 
rior to  that  of  practically  any  foreign  country.  The  greatest 
elevation  on  the  Lincoln  Highway  is  at  Austin  Summit  where 
the  Highway  for  a  short  distance  traverses  the  Toyaibe  Forest 
Reserve  over  a  highway  constructed  by  the  Federal  Government. 
The  recently  appointed  State  Highway  commission  of  Nevada 
has  designated  the  Lincoln  Highway  as  one  of  the  three  State 
Highways  to  receive  the  first  attention  and  aid  of  the  state. 
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The  route  is  largely  natural  desert  trail  kept  in  the  best  condi- 
tion possible  with  the  meager  funds  of  the  large  and  sparsely 
populated  counties.  The  trans-state  drive  is  one  of  great  interest 
and  diversified  beauty.  No  difficulties  should  be  encountered 
at  any  point.

AUSTIN  to  FALLON— 124.7  Miles 

The  Lincoln  Highway  between  these  two  points  now  runs  over 
a  new  route  selected  by  the  Lincoln  Highway  Association  late 
in  1916,  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  the  section  which  used  to 
traverse  the  Carson  Sink .  between  Frenchman's  Station  and 
Fallon  by  way  of  Sand  Springs  and  Salt  Wells.  The  new  route 
turns  north  at  Westgate  and  follows  higher  ground  via  Still- 
water; while  it  has  had  little  improvement  it  is  vastly  better 
than  the  old  sink  route  which  was  always  very  much  cut  up 
due  to  the  heavy  teaming  of  ore  and  supplies.  The  new  route 
is  slightly  longer  (about  3  miles)  but  saves  much  possible  trouble.

At  this  point  detour  for  the  Government  Reclamation  Project, 
officially  known  as  the  Truckee-Carson  Irrigation  Project. 
There  are  two  dams;  the  first  one  from  Reno  is  known  as  the 
Derby  Dam  and  is  on  the  Truckee  River,  while  the  second  and 
larger  one,  the  Lahontan  Dam,  lies  a  few  miles  off  the  direct 
route  to  the  south,  between  Fallon  and  Wadsworth.  An  inspec- 
tion of  these  two  dams  is  warranted.  There  are  no  tourist 
accommodations  at  either  of  the  dams,  Hazen,  Fallon,  Reno  and 
Wadsworth,  all  near,  have  adequate  accommodations  for  all 
tourists. 

The  Truckee-Carson  project  embraces  about  206,000  acres. 
The  farms  are  in  units  of  approximately  80  acres  each.  The 
elevation  is  about  4,000  feet  above  sea  level.  Very  little  snow, 
which  vanishes  quickly.  The  water  is  derived  from  the  combined 
flow  of  the  Truckee  and  Carson  rivers,  being  snow  fed  from  the 
eastern  slopes  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains  in  California. 
The  soil  is  extremely  fertile  and  the  crops  are  varied. 

From  Lahonton  dam — a  good  direct  road  leads  to  Carson  City 
on  Lincoln  Highway  to  Placerville  via  Lake  Tahoe — this  route  is 
31  miles  shorter  than  via  Reno  to  Carson  City;  route  is  marked.

Reno  is  a  fine  city  and  one  of  the  most  prominent  in  the 
far  west.  Steamboat  Springs,  and  the  great  Comstock 
Lode  are  within  easy  reach  of  Reno.  The  Comstock  Lode 
has  produced  over  one  million  dollars  in  precious  metals. 
It  is  here  the  tourist  turns  south  if  following  that  arm  of 
the  Lincoln  Highway  which  goes  via  Lake  Tahoe.  Both 
routes  come  together  again  at  Sacramento,  California. 
To  the  west  rises  the  great  barrier  of  the  Sierra  Nevada 
(Snowy  Range)  Mountains,  and  in  a  few  miles  we  are  car- 
ried among  the  fir  forests  and  to  the  high  pass  (Donner 
Pass)  over  the  summit.  To  the  north  Pyramid  Lake.  This 
body  of  water,  together  with  Great  Salt  Lake  is  what  is 
left  of  the  Great  Inland  Sea  that  once  covered  the  arid 
regions  of  the  west,  known  to  geologists,  as  "Lake  Lahontan." 
Eight  miles  from  Reno  is  Steamboat  Springs;  one  of  the 
wonders  of  nature  and  one  of  the  much  spoken  of  points 
on  the  old  trail  in  the  days  of  the  early  explorers.

ROUTE  TO  THE  YOSEMITE  NATIONAL  PARK 

There  are  now  open  three  main  roads  to  the  Yosemite,  all 
leading  south  and  east  from  the  Lincoln  Highway  at  Stockton: 
the  Coulterville,  Big  Oak  Flat,  and  Wawona. 

The  Wawona  road,  by  reason  of  its  easy  gradients  and  its 
impressive  views  of  the  valley  is  recommended  for  the  trip. 

To  reach  the  Yosemite  Valley  from  the  Lincoln  Highway  at 
Stockton  via  this  road,  turn  south  to  Lathrop,  continuing  south 
via  Modesto  and  Merced  to  Madera;  here  turn  northeast  for 
sixty-six  miles  by  way  of  Raymond,  Grub  Gulch,  Poison  Switch, 
Ah.wahn.ee  and  Fish  Camp  to  Wawona,  at  which  point  one  enters 
the  Yosemite  Valley  from  the  south.  At  Wawona  there  is  a 
good  hotel.     Supplies  can  be  secured  for  the  car. 

If  the  tourist  has  a  day  to  spare,  it  is  but  a  short  run  over  good 
roads  to  the  Mariposa  Grove  of  big  trees,  one  of  the  wonders  of 
the  world. 
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From  Wawona  into  the  Yosemite  proper  is  a  run  of  twenty- 
six  miles  through  deep  gorges  and  shadowy  canyons,  in  the 
midst  of  a  country  teaming  with  game. 

To  return  to  the  Lincoln  Highway  from  the  Yosemite,  leave 
the  Valley  via  Big  Oak  Flat  road  to  Crane  Flat,  thence  left  and 
south  to  Hazel  Green.  Here  take  the  Coulderville  Road  to 
Dudley's  and  there  turn  north  to  the  Big  Oak  Flat  Road  at 
Smith's  Ranch,  following  that  road  by  way  of  Groveland, 
Priest,  Knight's  Ferry  and  Oakdale  to  Stockton.  Or,  the  tourist 
can  continue  on  the  Coulderville  road  to  Modesto;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  State  highway  north  to  Lathrop,  and  at  that  point 
turning  east  to  Tracy  on  the  Lincoln  Highway. 

The  Yosemite  Valley  can  also  be  reached  by  leaving  the  Lin- 
coln Highway  at  Ely,  Nevada  and  following  the  well-marked 
Midland  Trail  to  Tonopah,  Nevada,  from  which  point  divert 
from  the  Midland  Trail  to  Miller's,  Blair  Junction,  Coaldale, 
Columbus,  Candelarra,  Basalt,  Montgomery,  Queen's  Station  to 
Benton.  From  Benton  a  road  runs  north  to  Mono  Lake  and 
from  that  point  the  Tioga  road  can  be  taken  to  the  Yosemite 
Valley.  The  Tioga  road  is  open  from  July  15  to  September  30. 
From  the  Yosemite  the  tourist  can  again  strike  the  Lincoln 
Highway  by  following  the  route  given  above. 

From  Benton  the  tourist  can  also  divert  south  via  Laws  and 
Fish  Lake  to  Big  Pine,  Cal.,  on  the  Midland  Trail  and  continue 
via  that  road  into  Los  Angeles.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

CALIFORNIA,  the  "Land  of  Sun- 
shine and  Flowere,"  is  rightly 
named  "The  Playground  of 
America."  He  who  once  comes  within 
its  influence  usually  returns,  and  often 
remains  in  permanent  and  willing  fas- 
cination. Climate,  that  will-o'-the-wisp 
that  has  led  travelers  in  search  of  com- 
fort or  healh  a  weary  chase  over  many 
lands,  comes  closest  to  the  ideal  in 
California. 

California  has  a  coast  line  of  twelve 
hundred  miles.  Between  the  sea  and 
the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains,  which 
form  its  eastern  boundary,  lies  a  fair  land 
of  valleys  and  hills  with  much  variety  of  products  and  climate, 
yet  with  a  strangely  unified  and  equable  temperature.  For  the

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kept  up  by  the  state.  All  of  the  Lincoln  Highway  in  California 
is  in  good  condition — the  major  portion  of  it  being  of  concrete 
base  with  asphaltic  surface.

and  over  the  High  Sierras  via  Placerville  and  Auburn.  The 
summit  is  over  7,000  feet.  The  two  routes  rejoin  at  Sacramento. 
Both  routes  to  this  point  traverse  some  of  the  most  majestic 
mountain  scenery  in  America  over  excellent  roads.  From  Sac- 
ramento, the  State  Capital,  the  Highway  leads  south  to  Stockton 
at  the  head  of  the  great  San  Joaquin  Valley,  and  thence  west 
through  valleys  and  foothills  to  Oakland,  the  "continental" 
terminus.  San  Francisco  lies  across  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco, 
four  miles  west  of  Oakland.  It  is  here,  in  Lincoln  Park,  on  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific,  that  the  Lincoln  Highway  has  its  ending. 
The  High  Sierras  in  California  may  be  crossed  by  automobile 
from  June  1  to  November  15.

Truckee  is  the  scene  of  the  death  of  the  historic  Donner 
Party  who  started  across  the  plains  in  the  early  50's  and 
reached  Donner  Lake  (named  after  the  party),  when  they 
were  snow  bo  nd.  All  but  three  died  of  starvation.  The 
roads  throughout  Nevada  county  are  in  excellent  condition. 
Continuous  state  highway  from  Truckee  to  Oakland  via 
Colfax  and  Auburn. 

To  reach  the  famous  Lake  Tahoe  from  the  Lincoln  High- 
way at  Truckee  requires  a  ride  of  but  15  miles  up  the 
Truckee  River — a  beautiful  river,  over  a  good  road.  The 
scenery  is  beautiful  on  this  route,  as  well  as  over  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Range,  and  at  the  Lake  will  be  found  excellent 
hotel  accommodations  and  good  fishing. 
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Tunnel  Under  the  Railroad 

Just  after  crossing  under  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  the 
tourist  should  walk  back  to  the  top  of  the  tunnel,  where  a  fine 
view  of  Donner  Lake  and  the  distant  mountain  ranges  of  Nevada 
may  be  had. 

After  leaving  the  "Summit,"  the  road  follows  the  Yuba  River, 
a  beautiful  stream  with  plenty  of  trout  in  its  waters. 

The  Cross  of  the  Donner  Tragedy 

On  the  left  of  the  road,  but  a  little  way  inside  the  fence,  stands 
the  huge  wooden  cross  which  marks  the  spot  where  the  Donner 
party  made  their  last  camp  amid  whirling  snowflakes  in  the 
sudden  storm  which  blocked  further  progress.  Right  here  they 
were  entrapped  for  many  months  until,  after  what  seemed  to 
them,  ages  of  starvation  and  mental  agony,  most  of  them  starved, 
a  miserable  death,  buried  in  their  damp  and  dismal  shelters  from 
ten  to  twenty  feet  beneath  the  snow  and  ice ;  the  only  light  coming 
through  the  stairway  holes  which  they  had  cut  down  through 
the  snow  while  they  yet  had  the  strength. 

Near  here  is  the  stump  of  a  tree  about  twenty  feet  high.  The 
men  stood  on  the  snow  to  chop  down  this  tree. 

Standing  by  the  cross  in  the  glorious  sunshine  of  a  summer  day, 
it  is  impossible  to  realize  what  it  must  have  meant  to  those 
immigrants,  after  so  many  months  of  exhausting  travel  through 
desert  and  plain,  to  gaze  at  the  tremendous  barrier  before  them, 
already  half  hidden  in  the  approaching  storm,  and  to  know,  that 
if  they  could  only  cross  this  last  mountain  range,  the  fertile 
valleys  of  California  lay  but  a  short  distance  beyond.

On  the  left  of  the  highway  is  that  charming  bit  of  blue  water 
known  as  Donner  Lake,  set  down  in  the  heart  of  the  Sierras  and 
surrounded  by  the  green  forest  and  immense  walls  of  granite 
rocks  rising  to  great  heights  and  forming  the  eastern  side  of  the 
barrier,  the  summit  of  which,  even  in  summer,  is  covered  with 
.  snow. 

Leave  the  car  and  walk  down  to  the  shore  of  this  beautiful 
lake  and  observe  the  wonderful  scene. 

Here  is  where  the  advance  party  of  the  Donner  expedition 
arrived  in  time  to  hastily  erect  cabins  for  their  protection  against 
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the  coming  storm  which  could  be  plainly  seen  gathering  in  the 
mountains  across  the  lake. 

They  met  the  same  tragic  fate  as  the  Donner  family,  ten 
miles  back,  who  did  not  even  have  time  to  erect  cabins.  Donner, 
being  the  captain  of  the  expedition,  had  hung  back  to  help  and 
guide  the  stragglers,  and  so  had  arrived  last. 

Several  attempts  were  made  by  the  more  hardy  spirits  of  the 
party  to  escape  over  the  mountains  on  foot  before  the  snow 
became  too  deep;  but  when  not  more  than  half  way  to  the 
summit  they  were  forced  in  despair  to  turn  back — the  snow 
having  already  completely  obliterated  the  trail  and  made  further 
progress  impossible. 

A  more  beautiful  locality  can  hardly  be  imagined  than  this 
on  the  shore  of  Donner  Lake,  and  the  tourist  feels  well  repaid 
for  all  the  possible  hardships  of  the  desert  when  he  finally  camps 
in  this  restful  spot.

Sacramento  is  the  junction  point  of  the  two  routes 
around  Lake  Tahoe,  the  route  dividing  at  Reno,  Nevada. 
The  tourist  by  way  of  Carson  City  and  Placerville  (east 
and  south  of  Tahoe)  travels  27  miles  farther  in  reaching 
this  point  than  has  the  tourist  via  Truckee  and  Auburn 
(north  and  west  of  Tahoe.)  Mount  Lassen,  the  only  live 
volcano  in  the  United  States,  is  located  near  Sacramento. 
Some  of  the  chief  points  of  interest  are  the  Capitol  Building, 
which  stands  in  an  unequalled  park  of  thirty-four  acres; 
Fort  Sutter,  which  was  established  in  1839  by  General 
John  A.  Sutter,  the  founder  of  Sacramento  City;  the  orange 
and  other  citrus  fruit  orchards  near  the  city;  the  swim- 
ming baths;  Chinatown  and  Japanese  quarters.  The  main 
system  shops  of  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Western  Pacific 
Railroads  are  located  here,  also  a  $2,000,000  packing  plant. 
Here  the  tourist  may  connect  with  the  fine  system  of  Cali- 
fornia roads  running  north  along  the  coast  to  Portland, 
Seattle  and  British  Columbia. 
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Sacramento  is  situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Sacra- 
mento River,  just  below  its  confluence  with  the  American 
River. 

Steamers  ply  from  here  down  the  river  to  San  Francisco 
and  both  sides  of  the  river  exhibit  scenes  of  agricultural 
beauty.

County  seat,  San  Francisco 
Zb/.y  OU.U  County.  The  metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the 
largest  and  most  important  city  of  the  region  west  of  the 
Missouri  River.  It  is  built  on  a  peninsula  and  extends  to 
t.he  Pacific  Ocean  on  the  west,  the  Golden  Gate  on  the  north 
and  San  Francisco  Bay  on  the  east.  It  is  centrally  located 
on  the  coast  line  and  has  a  harbor  about  seventy  miles  long 
and  ten  miles  wide.  The  narrow  but  deep  entrance  to  this 
harbor  is  known  the  world  over  as  the  "Golden  Gate." 
Its  site  is  largely  hilly,  and  it  presents  a  picturesque  appear- 
ance from  the  harbor.  Semi-tropical  plants  flourish  in 
the  open  air  throughout  the  winter.  To  the  right  as  the 
ferry  boat  crosses  the  bay  is  "Goat  Island,"  and  toward 
the  Golden  Gate  is  Alcatraz  Island,  on  which  is  located 
the  United  States  prison.  To  cross  the  bay  takes  thirty 
minutes.  In  1835  the  town  of  Yerba  Buena  was  settled 
and  later  expanded  and  annexed  the  "Mission"  and  "Presi- 
dio" earlier  settlements.  The  settlement  was  incorporated 
and  the  name  changed  to  San  Francisco  in  1847.  San 
Francisco  has  many  points  of  interest.  Golden  Gate  Park, 
'  consisting  of  1,000  acres,  affords  much  interest  and  amuse- 
ment. There  are  many  resorts  on  the  beach  among  which 
are  the  Cliff  House,  overlooking  the  famous  Seal  Rocks, 
Sutro  Heights  and  Baths.  Chinatown  is  also  one  of  the 
unique  sights  offered  to  tourists.  The  Presidio  and  Govern- 
ment Reserve  to  the  north  of  the  Exposition  grounds  are 
well  worth  attention.

Tour  of  San  Francisco — No  other  tour  over  city  streets, 
park  drives  and  smooth  boulevards  can  equal  this  casual  survey 
of  San  Francisco  and  its  scenic  environs.  From  the  commanding 
hills,  with  the  ocean  on  the  west,  Golden  Gate  on  the  north 
and  the  Bay  on  the  east,  one  may  enjoy  the  incomparable 
views  from  a  score  of  places  along  the  way.  Starting  on  Market 
street,  follow  this  broad  thoroughfare  to  Van  Ness  avenue  and 
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turn  to  the  right  and  north,  past  the  Civic  Center  and  "Auto- 
mobile Row"  to  Chestnut  Street.  Here  swing  left  and  west, 
paralleling  the  Exposition  site  to  Lyon  street,  thence  left  and 
south  into  the  Presidio.  Follow  the  main  drive  past  the  bar- 
racks and  take  the  road  up  the  hill  ju->l  above  the  Old  Fort 
Winfield  Scott  and  the  big  guns. 

Leaving  the  Presidio  by  the  main  gateway,  continue  south 
I'residio  Terrace  and  turn  right  on  Lake  Street.  This 
street  leads  through  Sea  Cliff  to' Lincoln  Park.  Leave  the  Park 
on  Thirty-fourth  Avenue  to  Geary  Street,  thence  past  Sutro 
Heights  to  the  Cliff  House.  From  the  Terrace  view  Seal  Rocks 
and  ('.olden  Gate.  Continue  south  along  Ocean  Beach,  past 
Old  Dutch  Windmill  and  turn  left  on  the  main  drive  through 
(  .olden  Gate  Park.  This  drive  is  through  a  wonderland  of  trees,, 
flowers,  lakes  and  monuments  for  three  miles.  Passing  the  ten- 
nis courts  on  the  right,  swing  right  and  south  to  the  Nineteenth 
Avenue  Boulevard. 

Follow  this  drive  over  the  hill  to  Sloat  Boulevard,  turn  left 
and  east  on  the  boulevard  to  the  gateway  to  St.  Francis  Wood. 
Here  again  turn  left  through  this  beautiful  residence  section  to 
the  Twin  Peaks  Boulevard,  which  climbs  to  the  summit.  You 
will  have  a  wonderful  view  of  the  entire  city,  the  bay  and  the 
surrounding  country  from  this,  the  highest  point  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Descend  past  the  Almshouse  and  through  Forest  Hill  to 
Golden  Gate  Park.

Yosemite  National  Park 
Automobile  Regulations 

1.  ENTRANCES — Automobiles  may  enter  and  leave  the 
park  by  any  of  the  entrances;  viz.,  Tioga  Pass,  Aspen  Valley, 
Crane  Flat,  Merced  Grove,  El  Portal,  Wawona,  and  Mariposa 
Grove. 

2.  AUTOMOBILES — The  park  is  open  to  automobiles  oper- 
ated for  pleasure,  but  not  to  those  carrying  passengers  who  are 
paying,  either  directly  or  indirectly,,  for  the  use  of  machines 
(excepting,  however,  automobiles  used  by  concessioners  under 
permit  from  the  department).  Careful  driving  is  demanded  of 
all  persons  using  the  roads.  The  Government  is  in  no  way 
responsible  for  any  kind  of  accident. 

3.  ROADS — The  Tioga  Road  is  open  from  July  15  to  Sep- 
tember 30. 

The  Big  Oak  Flat  Road  is  open  from  May  15  to  November  1 . 

The  Wawona  Road  is  open  from  May  1  to  November  1. 

The  El  Portal  and  Valley  Roads  are  open  all  the  year,  except 
occasionally  during  the  winter,  when  there  may  be  some  snow 
on  the  floor  of  the  valley  for  a  short  period. 
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4.  MOTORCYCLES— Motorcycles    are    not    permitted    to 

enter  the  park. 

5.  AUTOMOBILE  PERMITS— Automobile  permits  must  be 
secured  at  the  ranger  station  where  the  automobile  enters  the 
park  and  will  entitle  the  holder  to  go  over  any  or  all  of  the  roads 
in  the  park.  This  permit  must  be  conveniently  kept  so  that  it 
can  be  exhibited  to  park  rangers  on  demand.  Each  permit  must 
be  exhibited  to  checking  ranger  at  point  of  exit  for  verification. 
Automobile  permits  will  show  (a)  name  of  station  where  permit 
is  issued,  (b)  name  of  owner  or  driver,  (c)  State  and  license 
number  of  automobile. 

6  FEE — An  entrance  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged  for  each 
private  car  entering  the  park.  Such  fee  is  payable  in  cash  only. 
The  permit  is  good  for  the  entire  season. 

7.  DISTANCE  APART— GEARS  AND  BRAKES— Automo- 
biles while  in  motion  must  not  be  less  than  50  yards  apart,  except 
for  purpose  of  passing,  which  is  permissible  only  on  comparatively 
level  or  slight  grades.  All  automobiles,  except  while  shifting 
gears,  must  retain  their  gears  constantly  enmeshed.  Persons 
desiring  to  enter  the  park  in  an  automobile  will  be  required  to 
satisfy  the  ranger  issuing  the  automobile  permit  that  all  parts  of 
machine,  particularly  the  brakes  and  tires,  are  in  first-class 
working  order  and  capable  of  making  the  trip,  and  that  there  is 
sufficient  gasoline  in  the  tank  to  reach  the  next  place  where  it 
may  be  obtained.  The  automobile  must  carry  at  least  one  extra 
tire. 

8.  SPEEDS — Speed  is  limited  to  12  miles  per  hour  ascending 
and  8  miles  per  hour  descending  grades  and  when  approaching 
sharp  curves.  On  good  roads  with  straight  stretches  and  when 
no  team  is  nearer  than  200  yards  the  speed  may  be  increased  to 
20  miles  per  hour. 

9.  HORNS — The  horn  will  be  sounded  on  approaching  curves 
or  stretches  of  road  concealed  for  any  considerable  distance  by 
slopes,  overhanging  trees,  or  other  obstacles,  and  before  meeting 
or  passing  other  machines,  riding  or  driving  animals,  or  pedes- 
trians. 

10.  LIGHTS — All  automobiles  must  be  equipped  with  head 
and  tail  lights,  the  headlights  to  be  of  sufficient  brilliancy  to 
insure  safety  in  driving  at  night,  and  all  lights  must  be  kept 
lighted  after  dark  when  automobile  is  on  the  road.  Headlights 
must  be  dimmed  when  passing  other  automobiles  or  horse-drawn 
vehicles. 

11.  MUFFLER  CUT-OUTS— Muffler  cut-outs  must  be 
closed  while  approaching  or  passing  riding  horses,  horse-drawn 
vehicles,  hotels,  camps,  or  checking  stations. 
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12.  TEAMS — When  teams,  saddle  horses  or  pack  trains 
approach,  automobiles  will  take  the  outer  edge  of  the  roadway, 
regardless  of  the  direction  in  which  they  may  be  going,  taking 
care  that  sufficient  room  is  left  on  the  inside  for  the  passage  of 
vehicles  and  animals.  Teams  have  the  right  of  way,  and  auto- 
mobiles will  be  backed  or  otherwise  handled  as  may  be  necessary 
so  as  to  enable  teams  to  pass  with  safety.  In  no  case  must 
automobiles  pass  animals  on  the  road  at  a  speed  greater  than  8 
miles  per  hour. 

13.  TIME — Automobile  drivers  should  compare  their  watches 
with  the  clocks  at  checking  stations. 

14.  ACCIDENTS — When,  due  to  breakdowns  or  accidents  of 
any  other  nature,  automoblies  are  unable  to  keep  going,  they 
must  be  immediately  parked  off  the  road,  or,  where  this  is 
impossible,  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  road. 

15.  STOP-OVERS — Automobiles  stopping  over  at  points 
outside  of  Yosemite  Valley  must  be  parked  off  the  road,  or,  where 
this  is  impossible,  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  road. 

16.  REDUCED  ENGINE  POWER,   GASOLINE,  ETC.— 

Due  to  the  high  altitude  of  the  park  roads,  ranging  between 
8,000  and  10,000  feet,  the  power  of  all  automobiles  is  much 
reduced,  so  that  about  50  per  cent  more  gasoline  will  be  required 
than  for  the  same  distance  at  lower  altitudes.  Likewise,  one 
gear  lower  will  generally  have  to  be  used  on  grades  than  would 
have  to  be  used  in  other  places.  A  further  effect  that  must  be 
watched  is  the  heating  of  the  engine  on  long  grades,  which  may 
become  serious  unless  care  is  used  Gasoline  can  be  purchased 
at  regular  supply  stations  as  per  posted  notices. 

17.  FINES  AND  PENALTIES— Violation  of  any  of  the  fore- 
going regulations  for  government  of  the  park  shall  be  punishable 
by  revocation  of  automobile  permit,  by  immediate  ejectment 
from  the  park,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  $500,  or  by  any 
combination  of  the  three,  and  be  cause  for  refusal  to  issue  new 
automobile  permit  to  the  owner  without  prior  sanction  in  writ- 
ing from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.
